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PREFACE. 

X  HE  English  Universities  of  late  years  have 
provoked  much  animated  discussion.  In  some 
instancea,  both  these  '  eyes  of  England,'  have  been 
attacked  and  defended ;  in  others,  one  onlj.  But 
that  which  has  been  most  '  seen  into,'  to  commit 
a  Tulgarisni,  is  CAMaaincE.  The  Magasines, 
Reviews,  and  all  other  ephemerals,  have'  each 
had  their  day  upon  this  'hone  of  contention;* 
the  '  Edinburgh'  Gnt  raising  the  ciy,  and  the 
*  London'  being  the  last  in  the  field.  Pla]r(air,  in 
the  former,  indeed,  would  have  been  a  feariiil  anta- 
gonist, had  he  first  provided  himself  with  that  best 
of  all  weapons,  a  Icnowledge  of  the  subject  of  hia 
attack.  But  his  palpable  defects  in  this  leapect 
lender  his  assaults  pointless,  and  altogether  innocu- 
ous. A  host  of  subaltern  levellers  there  have 
arisen,  who  deserve  still  less  consideration.  The 
writers,  however,  in  the  'London,'  inasmuch  as  two 
«f  them  ue  themaelvea  well  qualified  to  judga  of 


the  neriu  of  the  quettion,  mvut  be  treated  with 
Ugfaer  respect,  bein;;  diitinguiibed  members  of 
the  InflitutioD  they  have  thought  proper  to  calum- 
niste.  But,  when  the  truth  is  toM,  even  their 
aq^tnioni  will  little  svail  them— when  it  is  known 
and  couidcrcd  that  then  gentlemen,  although 
Seviok  WitAKCLBKs,  and  otherwise  honoured, 
wocc,  by  their  ownfatdt,  excluiled  from  the  emolu- 
■ants  of  the  Univasity.  Iiutcad  of  the  dcgrad- 
ii^  altenutive  of  subsisting  upon  Heviews — 
of    catering    for    those    cormorants     of    scuidal 
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I  oould  easily  and  at  once  rcfiite  their  charges,  by 
simply  kying  bare  the  motives  which  influenced 
them.  But,  after  the  maturest  consideration,  the 
best  service  I  can  render  the  public,  and  my  own 
particular  Alma  Mater,  appears  to  be,  a  full  and 
firank  avowal  of  my  own  experience  whilst  under 
her  protection.  I,  too,  as  the  Reader  will  perceive, 
have  been  one  of  the  disappointed;  but  still  will 
I  speak  honestly,  and

experience,  and  nothing  but  experience — a  Seven 
Years'  Experience.

Imprimis,  gentle  rt'atlcr,  you  may 
surmise,  without  being  a  witch  or  wieard,  that 
the  expositor  himself  is  something  more  than  a 
mere  codcney  or  country  lionJzer  on  the  beauties, 
defbnmties,  and  eccentricities  of  that  fine  old 
mother  of  a  million,  Granta — yea,  that  he  is  even 
of  her  own  flesh  and  blood,  a  real,  honfi  fide,  legiti- 
mate son  of  hers..  Not  much  of  a  pet  child,  per- 
haps, but  enough  so  to  have  become  possessed  of 
many  fomily  secrete;  which  being  perfectly  in

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Dmc  NstUTO,  the  tfllcT  of  them  don  not  much 
fat  bir  Krimu  displcMurc  Aim*  Mater,  then, 
no  mnat  know,  iT  jrou  don't  already  knov  it,  u  a 
wumij  tnagtiifioBit  jienoaago,  about  ibc  age  of 
Mcihuiahh  or  to,  and  jrM.  as  to  vigour  of  mind  and 
body,  to  the  very  prinic  of  life.  Her  mcmbcn, 
which  are  levenioen  in  number,  1  will  not  atremjit 
10  dacribc  further  than  by  designating  Trinity 
CoUegv  M  the  huad,  and  a  Giio  head  it  it— the 
BUM  iMrmd,  eonianedly,  in  tba  vholo  world.  It 
ii  tbii  baa4  whidi,  like  Jupilcr'a,  gne  birth  to 
iboao  MiiMrna  of  loamitig  and  icienoc,  Bacon, 
Newton,  Barrow,  Milton,  Cowley,  Dryden,  &c- 
Ac.  It  it  hcT  true  and  proper  koowlnlgobox. 
But  the  moat  extraordinary  (act  respecting  the 
lady  it  the  abundant  manner  in  which  ahe  "  re- 
plenithts  the  earth."  From  the  day  of  hei  birth 
■he  baa  bcca,  and  it  itill,  annually  delivered  of  a 
muMnus  progoiy  of  cons~«ome  fimr  or  five  hun- 
dred at  a  Inrth.  These  hopeful  youths,  whom  xtie 
chriitcnt  with  the  name  of  Freshmen,  and  who 
are  bom  fuU-sized,  the  watchet  over  with  most

*  After  you  have  resided  somethiiig  more  than  three 
years,  at  the  conclusioD  of  the  tenth  term,  in  the  month 
of  January,  yoa  are  examined  in  the  Senate-house,  for 
four  successive  days,  in  Mathematics  and  Metaphysics. 
All  the  men  of  the  same  standing,  amounting  to  two 
hundred  or  upwards,  are  divided  into  six  classes,  according 
to  their  merit,  as  ascertained  at  the  private  examinations 
of  each  college.    Printed  papers,  containing  each  about 
twenty    questions,    are    laid    before   each    dass,   the 
solution  of  each  question  being  previously  determined 
upon  by  the  examiners  numerically.    At  the  close  of 
the  examination  these  numbers  are  summed  up  for  each 
examinee,  and  he  who  has  got  most  is  called  Senior 
Wrangler ;  then  follow  about  twenty,  all  called  Wranglers, 
arranged  in  the  order  of  merit.

vraj  for  the  gownsman,  most  wisely  thinking  my 
obsequiousness  was  a  mere  hint  that,  be  ought  to 
have  been  beforehand  with  me.  This  man  was 
afterwards  my  man-milliner,  famous  for  nothing 
but  extortion,  dunning,  and  amorous  propensities. 
But  let  him  pass,  that  I  may  proceed.  The  first 
question,  after  the  customary  civilities,  put  to  me 
by  my  tutor,  whom  I  have  every  earthly  reason  to 
venerate,  not  because  he  is  now.  well  stricken  in 
years,  but  for  the  many  kind  things  he  did  me, 
was  "  How  much  have  you  read.

Walkinghame's  Tutor's  Assistant,  which  I  have

I  famnmad  and  hahcd  for  a  moment,  and  then 
OMifi— d  my  inability.  "  Then  know,  Sir  (wai 
the  fig-end  of  the  examination),  that  at  this 
filaee,  all  things— prizes,  KholarshijM,  and  fellow- 
ships, arc  bestowed,  not  on  the  greatett  rcadcn,  but 
on  tliosv  who,  without  any  aasifiancc,  can  produce 
most  knowledge  upon  paper.  You  must  hence- 
forth throw  aside  your  slate,  which  doubtless  you 
have  brought  with  you,  and  take  to  scribbling 
upon  p.iper.  Yon  must  "  tcrite  mtt"  all  you  read, 
fuiJ  nad  and  write  some  tiix  or  eight  hours  a  day; 
anil  then  you  will  have  no  reason  to  repent  of  your 
abour.  Don't  be  alarmed  at  your  scanty  progress 
in  the  mathematics.  When  1  first  entered  coUegv, 
Sir,  I  knew  less  of  them  than  you  do."

To  oiiajiel  wc 
rquiir  on  Sunday*  and  ^iiinu  iluyt  in  sur]>licc« — but 
lo  church  in  theoniinary^wnt.  Thix  iHninction 
I  ouuli)  not  get  at  by  inaiinet,  util  nccordingly, 
with  two  inoie.  whom.'  TrieiuLt.  like  mine,  had  not 
been  too  lavish  cf  their  advice,  marched  thither 
and  back  "■  clad  in  r>'bca  of  virgin  white,"  to  the 
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great  entertainment  of  folks,  whose  conduct,  on  the 
contrary,  on  such  an  occasion,  ought  to  have  been 
more  heavenward.  These  and  several  other  mis- 
takes of  Freshmen  fcnrm  a  sort  of  annual  feast  to 
those  hungry  starvelings  on  wit,  whose  only  meal  it 
is.  But  to  return  from  the  digression,  the  hell 
ringing  finr  dinner  was  now  forcibly  reminding  us  of

Along  the  right- 
hand  side  as  you  enter  there  is  another  long  table, 
for  another  portion  of  ike  same  description,  but 
headed  by  the  Dean*    The  left-hand  is  selvaged 
by  two  tables— (me,  the  upper,  fer  the  B.  A.  gen- 
tlemen, and  the  other  for  the  ^^  Scholars  upon  the 
foundation.'^    In  the  spacious  middle  are  tables 
£ir  the  Pensioners.    The  wainscoting,  throughout, 
is  adorned  with  full-length  portraits  of  the  illus- 
trious dead,  whose  heavenly  countenances  have 
often  reminded  me  of  that  fine  saying  of  antiquity, 
*'  I  eat  to  Uve ;  not  live  to  eat  ;^'  but  whether  they> 
at  the  same  time,  diminished  my  doings  by  one 
mouthftd  I  cannot  safely  determine.     All  I  can 
aver  is,  that  I  never  observed  such  workings  in 
others.    The  whole  of  the  above-described  learned 
and  scientific  assemblage  do  most  certainly  their 
full  duty  upon   the  **  good  things  provided  for 
their  use,*'  and  with  the  exception  of  the  Pen- 
sioners' tables  (who  happen  to  be  independent 
enough,  although  their  title  is  against  it),  there 
is  every  day  a  profusion.     The  day  I  am  describ- 
ing was  a  Saint's  or  Fast  day,  and  even  the  Pen- 
sioners were  handsomely  regaled.

•Xttot,  JMt  to  the  vrrge  of  M*tng  two  for  ercrjr 
OOeofthMC  wonders  (o  thing  nut  at  a)l  rcquiute 
fcr  a  Fnthmao),  we  salhed  forth  from  Itii  nmms 
to  take  a  more  ootnpUtc  tirw  of  (he  magBifioent 
glories  of  Triiiitj,  it  being,  as  he  remarked,  ad* 
vtiable  to  *'  look  at  home  before  wc  went  abroad.'* 
To  begin  with  the  beginning,  wc  go  to  the  grand 
entrance,  the  King"*  Gale,  leading  from  Trinity- 
street  into  the  Great  .S(|uan'.  This  venerable 
structure  is  most  famous  for  being  the  birth-place  of 
many  of  the  wonderful  discovericx  of  that  "  light 
of  the  world,"  Sir  Isaac  Newton.  Iniroediateljr 
above  the  arch,  one  over  another,  are  two  -ipacioiit 
and  lofty  rooms,  having,  in  each  of  the  four 
comers,   a  Intge  roceu  cut  out  of  the  turrets  of  (he 
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tower^  which  are  used  for  gyp^room^  library,  &c. 
aoodrding  to  the  taste  of  the  oocapant.  It  was 
fiom  these  identical  rooms  that  the  towering 
genius  of  Newton  soared  above  this  nether  world 
to  explore  the  r^^ions  of  the  skies.  In  this 
sequestered  spot,  abstracted  from  the  cares  and 
troubles  that  disturb  the  thoughts  and  engross  the 
time  of  ordinary  mortals,  Newton  contemplated 
the  Deity  in  his  worlcs,  and  discovered  those  ways 
which  the  Psalmist  has  declared  ^^  past  finding 
out." 

Until  recently,  on  the  top  of  this  tower  was  an 
Observatory,  erected  and  used  by  Newton*  This 
some  wiseacre  caused  to  be  removed,  because, 
forsooth,  from  its  dilapidations,  and  the  motion 
of  the  instruments  arising  from  the  tra£Sc  in  the 
street,  it  had  become  useless.  This  barbarous 
destruction  of  a  precious  relic,  which  the  spirit  of  the 
Ancient  Greeks  would  have  consecrated  to  Immor- 
tality^  '^  damns  ^'  the  perpetrators  **  to  everlasting 
fimie.'^ .  From  men  of  Trinity  ?  Impossible !  It 
is  incredible  that  the  same  beings,  who  zealously 
contend  to  inhabit  the  place  over  which  the  in- 
spiring genius  of  Newton  still  hovers,  should 
demolish  it. 

Many  anecdotes  are  told  of  Newton^s  ^*  absence

niaiilund.     It  ti  uid  that  this  great  ptactical, 
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voll  as  theoretical  philosopher,  having  on  a  certain 
occasion,  left  a  candle  burning  near  to  a  pile  of 
papers,  the  result  of  years  of  fatiguing  study,  and 
doubtless  like  all  his  other  writings,  full  of  brilliant 
discoveries,  his  dog  Dido  upset  it,  so  that  they 
were  utterly  destroyed.  The  only  lamentation  ho 
■cm  forth  on  his  return,  was,  "  Dido,  Dido,  thou 
little  knowest  the  mischief  thou  hast  done." 

On  another  occasion,  a  friend,  for  the  joke's 
sake,  having  eat  the  chicken  served  up  for  his 
dinner,  on  seeing  the  bones,  Newton  exclaimed, 
"  How  forgctfitl  I  am  !  I  thought  I  had  not 
dined,"  and  rcturoed  to  his  meditations,  supposing 
all  was  as  it  should  be.  Being  much  attached  to 
domestic  animals  (although  tor  woman,  sweet 
voman,  he  seems  to  havo  had  no  impulses  abso- 
lately  irresistible,  inasmuch  as  he  is  said  always 
to  have  resisted  the  tender  passion — or,  at  all 
events,  to  have  so  highly  valued  the  daughters  of 
Eve,  as  to  have  deemed  them  worthy  of  all  or 
nothingof  a  man's  time  and  attention),  he  pos- 
sessed himself  of  a  cat  as  a  companion  to  his  dog 
Dido,  This  cat,  in  the  natural  course  of  events, 
lUhough  Newton  had  probably  not  calculated  upon 
it,  produced  a  kitten  ;  when  the  good  man,  seeing 
•t  a  glance,  the  consequenceB  of  the  increase  of

■wreoTCT,  many  other  »a>ngv  tain  of  Nowton'a 
aJbacnce,  which  I  fbrbear  to  relate  bccautc  of  their 
improbability. 

We  had  thus,  (or  a  coniiiWoble  time,  muNil 
upon  the  grand  entrance  to  the  oollt^,  and  the 
abod«  of  Newtoo,  when,  proooedtng  ouicania,  my 
intelligent  guide,  after  pointing  out  the  impoaug 
vitw  through  the  huge  way  of  the  Gniat  Court 
(which  ii  oertainly  romantic  in  the  extreme,  fiom 
the  dimrasious,  nidcd  by  the  turrets,  piimacles, 
and  cmbaulements  which  ore  lavi^ied  upon  the 
venerable   stone   buildings   in   ample   profusion), 
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directed  my  attention  to  a  stately  gothic  pile  on 
the  right,  which  from  its  buttresses  and  arched  win« 
dows,  I  speedily  recognised  as  the  Coll^  Chapel. 
All  impatient  to  see  the  statue  of  Newton,  by 
Roubiliac,  in  praise  of  which  I  had  heard  much 
even  out  of  the  University,  I  dragged  my  friend 
into  the  interior,  although  in  the  short  space  of  an 
hour  he  told  me  the  chapel-bell  would  ring  tq 
bring  the  whole  college,  nolens  volens,  there  to 
evening   prayers.      A    person  even    like  myself 
neither  addicted  to,  nor  gifted  with,  the  smallest 
taste  for  the  art  itself,  must  at  the  very  first  glance 
at  this  noble  specimen,  be  all  wonder  and  astonish- 
ment, that  such  depth  of  intellect,  such  profound 
contemplative    wisdom,  and    grave  all-searching 
thought,  could  be  portrayed  in  unmeaning  lifeless 
marble.     In  me,  perhaps,  this  enthusiastic  admi- 
ration of  the  statue  may  have  been  greatly  enhanced 
by  my  profisund  reverence  for  the  man,  but  stupid 
and  unused  to  the  sight  of  living  intellectual 
superiority  must  that  person  be,  who  could  behold 
this  statue  without  feding  these  emotions  in  a 
very  great  degree.     To  me^  save  the  organ,  whose 
swelling  majestic  tones  I  was  longing  to  hear, 
having  from  my  earUest  infancy  loved  music  to 
such  an  ungovernable  excess,  that  there  is  scarcely

■Itir-pieoe  by  Weat,  depicting  the  fight  between 
tba  raapeetive  champion*  of  angels  and  devils,  and 
thia  painting  ia  abm  most  richly  set  in  maaaive 
csmd  oak.  But  even  these,  together  with  the 
dtequercd  marble  pavement,  made  no  impression. 
My  mint),  a«pirant  anil  ambitious  to  emulate,  aa 
far  as  in  mc  lay,  the  being  «ho»e  chiselled  sem- 
blance even  I  adored,  iras  wholly  occupied  in  plans 
of  future  gresIDcss.  Rapt  in  these  musings, 
the  ohapd-bell  having  now  fini^ed  it^  monitory 
tg-dong,  we  are  suddenly  surrounded  by  hosta 
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^gfnonsmen,  or  rather  of  surpltce-men,  it  being, 
as  I  before  said,  a  Fast-day.  The  sight  of  this 
change  of  things  discomposed  me  not  a  little,  not 
being  yet  provided  with  the  garb  most  emblematic 
of  purity  and  holiness ;  but  my  friend,  stepping 
to  Newby,  the  chapel-clerk,  presently  arrayed  me 
in  one,  which  he  had  borrowed  from  the  ante- 
chapel,  the  depository  ibr  those  surplices,  whose 
masters  were  too  luxurious  to  bear  them  home, 
and  too  wealthy  to  grudge  payment  for  Newby *s 
care  of  them.  Thus  caparisoned,  I  contrived, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  desperate  stumbles  (the 
surplice  being  about  twice  too  long  in  the  train  for 
me)  to  reach  my  proper  seat  in  the  Sanctum  Sanc- 
torum. The  chapel  was  thronged  to  excess,  the 
admissions  that  year  having  been  unusually  nume- 
rous ;  and  the  spectacle,  presenting  in  long  parallel 
lines,  one  rising  above  another,  the  select  youth  of 
Britain,  pure  and  unspotted  (at  least  in  ap- 
pearance) as  their  angelic  vests,  was  to  me,  at  first 
sight,  as  it  were,  a  peep  into  Heaven.  But  when 
the  fine  undulating  swells  of  the  organ  (the  best 
perhaps  in  the  kingdom),  in  **  notes  of  solemn 
sound,^'  first  struck  my  tympanum  with  the  chant, 
the  delusion  was  complete.  So  fond  a  remem- 
brance have  I  of  the  ecstacies  wrought  in  my  soul

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If  these  harmonies  should  have  the  effect  of 

disposing  one  single  family  to  chant,  like  David, 

the  praises  of    their    Maker,    reminding    them 

of  the  **  Choirs  above/'  I  shall  feel  I  have,  in  this 

unpsalm*singing  age,  deserved  something  of  mj 

country.     At  all  hazards,  let  us   not  shun   the 

pleasant  things  around  us  because  they  savour  of 

holiness.     Let  us  rather  be  even  with  Rowland 

Hill  (who  won^t  allow  the  wicked  ones  a  monopoly 

in  music),  and  filch  from  the  saints.     Delectable 

as  is  the  devilry  of  Der  Freischutz,  Don  Giovanni, 

and  the  like  (they  say  his  most  musical  Majesty  ^s 

in  ecstades  with  Von  Weber),  there  are  many  other 

pieces,  which  although  more  celestial  are  not  leas 

divine. 

The  chanting  being  ended,  in  due  course  of  time, 
the  organ  struck  up  the  prelude  to  *^  Comfort 
ye,  my  people,^  and  another  treat  I  was  prepared 
for.  But  although  the  gifted  fingers  of  Dr.  Clarke 
(now  Professor  Whitfield)  did  all  the  sublimity  of 
Handel,  there  was  wanting  a  Braham  to  tune  us 
to  the  inspirations  of  the  prophet.  From  such  as* 
sociations  of  ideas,  unreasonable  as  they  were, 
perhaps,  I  never  much  minded  the  anthems. 
There  was  a  boy,  indeed,  amongst  the  choristers,

But  as  thou'rt  beginning  to  nod,  reader,  I  wish 
thee  pleasant  dreams  and  un  b<m  repos. 

Winter  and  summer  to  matins  we  are  sum- 
moned at  seven  in  the  morning,  and  unless  we 
arrive  in  time  for  the  Markers  to  get  a  glimpse  at, 
and  run  their  pins*  through  us,  we  may  as  well 
be  hugging  the  pillow.  In  my  noviciate  we  had 
but  twQ  Markers,  and  one  of  them,  whose  Chris* 
tian  name  was  Anthony  (surname  he  never  had 
I  believe,  his  mother  residing  in  the  Rookery  at 
Barnwell ;  and  his  partiality  for  the  gownsmen, 
desarly  evincing  an  alliance  by  blood  thereunto),  used 
to  see  many  a  one  there,  who,  knowing  he  had  a 
friend  in  Mark  Anthony,  was  loud  snoring  at 
home.  These  oblations  at  the  shrine  of  Mor- 
pheus, were  gratefiiUy  received  by  that  deity,  who, 
in  return,  used  to  load  the  devotee  with  the  ridi 
gifts  of  Flutus  and  Bacchus.  It  was  a  common 
pracdce  with  some  of  these  sluggards  whom  I 
could  name,  to  make  the  boy  **  Bacchi  plenus.^

Weie  I  to  turn  rcfbmtcr,  I  should  propoae 
Baking  a  mustfr-rvom  (on  ordinary  week  daya, 
the  avowed  u»c  of  chapel  is  to  »e«  timt  all  men  are 
in  college],  not  of  a  place  consecrated  to  religion, 
but  should  assemble  ihcm,  at  a  rctuonablc  hour  of 
the  day,  in  the  Lecturc-ioom,  or  Hall.     If  thii 
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measure  were  adopted,  the  chapel  then  being  kept 
holy,  in  being  used  but  for  solemn  occasions,  such 
as  Sundays  and  Surplice-days,  it  is  more  than 
probable,  that,  instead  of  prayers  being  conducted 
as  they  now  are,  there  would  be  somewhat  more  of 
reverence  and  devotion  in  them.  As  things  now 
go,  there  is  not  one  man  who  goes  to  |?rqy— not 
even  amongst  the  saints  or  Simeonites.^  In  the 
morning  they  muster,  with  all  the  reluctance  of  a 
man  going  to  be  hanged;  and  in  the  evening, 
although  now  awake,  and  enlivened  with  the  con- 
vivialities of  the  bottle,  there  is  much  the  same 
feeling.  They  contrive,  however,  when  once  assem- 
bled, not  only  to  lose  sight  of  the  ostensible  object 
for  which  they  are  caUed  together,  but  also  of  the 
disagreeable  necessity  of  thus  congregating.  Table- 
talk  is  much  more  abundant  here  than  '^  at  table '^—- 
there  being  no  other  occupation,  and  the  wine  having 
by  this  time  sufficiently  (in  many  cases  overmuch) 
warmed  the  imagination,  it  also  smells  more  of  the 
champagne.  So  effervescent  is  it,  indeed,  that 
the  Dean,  with  all  his  eyes  about  him,  cannot  keep

"*  On  the  acquittal  of  queen  Caroline,  the  snobs,  taking 
her  party  would  illuminate,  and  otherwise  rejoice,  but 
the  gownsmen,  like  another  Opposition,  being  deter- 
mined to  oppose,  right  or  wrong,  mustered  in  the  market- 
place, in  strength  about  500.

This  rigid  monlist,  the 
iloelor,  a  year  ot  two  afterwards  made  loie  lo  a  mother 
and  daughter  at  the  sane  time,  both  of  vrliom  he  loit  from 
Riia-addreHiDg  hit  letters  to  tbera. 
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sitorj  <Df  literature  and  science,  is  tBrougk  il 
spacious  vestibule,  adorned  with  bustd  and  ancient 
inscriptioiis,  and  a  flight  of  stairs  compdsed  oiF  bkde 
marble.     Having  passed  this  outer  cdult  l»f  thtf 
Tfemple  of  the  Muses,  you  are  ushered  into  the 
Sonctuiti  Sanctorum  itself  a  place  containing  trea;^ 
flures  as  precious,  I  ween,  as  that  of  Solomon  him^' 
sel^  and  probably  not  inferior  to  it  in  shape  and 
ftatme     The  room  is  in  length  between  ei^tf 
and  i  hundred  yards,  tw^ty  wide  perhaps,  imd* 
AoUt  tea  firom  the  floor  to  the  ceiling.   Thefloof,^ 
whicii  is  txmiposed  of  the  purest  Uack  and  white' 
marble,  is  most    tastefully    laid  out    in  small 
squares^  whose  diagonals  tofnh  lines  running  from 
one  esctremity  to  the   other,  somewhat   resem- 
bling the  spread-out  skin  of  a  Boa-Constrictor.  At* 
Aefiurther  extremity  is  alarge  window  representing, 
m  stained  glass  of  very  exquisite  odours,  Newton,' 
Btem,  one  of  our  defunct  kings,  and  the  goddesAi^ 
Fame,  diis  terraqueous  globe,  a  lion  or  two,  and 
else,  which  taken  singly  aind  separately 
passable  enough,  but  on  the  whole  form  such  a 
grdnp  of  anomalies  and  anachronisms  as  render  it 
tfenworthy  of  a  more  detailed  description.    This 
specimen  of  bad  taste  ought  to  bedenv^hed.  It's 
a  di^racd^  to  the  cognoscenti  of  Trinity.  In  better 
iMie  by-far,  are  the  busts  of  Newton- and  Bacon j

Thus  being  ended  the  survey  of  Trinity,  we  pro- 
ceeded to  investigate  sueh  other  wonders  as  west  to 
be  found  in  the  other  colleges,  and  passing  through 
the  Queen^s  6at6,  in  the  firat  place,  we  passed  by  the 
Ziaw  College^  Trinity  Hall,  without  even  hooour- 
ing  its  tw6  smaU'  squares  or  courts  with  our  pro* 
aence^  Clare  Hall  next  presented  itsdf.  The 
exterimr.of  this  beautiful  little  colliegiB,  together  with 
its  aitnaUon  on  the  margin  of  the  Cam,  produce  a 
striking  effect.  It  consists  of  one  large  square^ 
built  of  stone,  and  according  to  the  rules  of  Greeiaa 
architectura  The  cbapelof  this  college  is  a  beau** 
tifiil  litde  structure,  over  the  ante-chapel  of  which 
lA  ft  very  elegant  cupola.  The  Combination  Room 
is  also  an  el^nt  apartm^it.  This  odlege  is  so 
unique  and  pretty 'throughout— eo  reared  fimn  the 
din  of  the  alreeta^  and  surrounded  with  so  mnidi 
inagniflitfiiee»— the  Senate  House,  King's-collqp 
Chi^A^and  the  Public.  Library,  &c«  being  within 
ar  stone's  throw  of  it,  that  I  could  almost  have  ex- 
changed Tcintty  for  it  At.  least  sudi  were  my 
Freshman4ike  feelings-— not  having  yet  ascertained 
the  immeasuraUe  superiority  of  the  fimncr  in 
point  of  society,  lectures,  Ac.

in  York  CathednL  The  diapel,  where  sit  the 
diaplain,  the  dioristers,  ftc,  is  richly  decorated 
in  the  cathedral  style  with  stalls  variously  composed 
of  canred  oak,  a  black  and  white  marble  pavement, 
and  an  altar-piece,  by  one  of  the  first  old 
masters.  The  organ,  whidi  is  one  of  the  best  and 
largest  in  the  kingdom  (bemg,  like  that  at  Trinity, 
one  of  the  three  built  by  a  celebrated  fiireigner), 
in  sudi  a  vast  pile,  appears  light  and  elegantly 
diminutive.  But  its  tones  are  heard  with  sudi 
eflfect,  the  walls  and  roof  reverberating  them  in 
the  endianting  echoes,  that  the  visitor  speedUy 
attadies  to  it  the  importance  it  merits.  The 
greatest  wonder  of  the  diapel,  however,  is  its 
inner  roof.  This  roof  is  supported  not  even  by  a 
single  pillar,  although  throughout  its  whole  extent, 
it  is  composed  of  ponderous  masses  of  stone.  The 
key-stones,  which  are  cut  into  the  semblance  of  a 
rose,  are  said,  each  to  weigh  a  ton.  In  Lincoln 
Cathedra],  they  shew  you,  as  a  great  curiosity,  the 
Chapter  House^  which  is  supported  by  one  pillar 
only.  But  here,  you  have  a  roof  of  great  extent, 
laterally,  as  well  as  longitudinally,  resting,  to  all 
appearance,  upon  nothing  but  the  walls,  and 
hanging  together  like  one  solid  mass,  cut  out  of

Several  arcfaiiecu  of  ihcae  daya,  an  aaid  to 
oonlcn  tbcnuclTca  unable  to  produee  auch  anothaE. 
Sir  Chriatopher  Wren  aaid,  he  ahould,  perhipi, 
be  able,  were  be  inativcied  where  to  lay  the  first 
■tone.      Thefc   in   anuthcT  tnuT  o^rr  this,   oo«xtTd 
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somewhat  on  the  same  scale,  as  far  as  it  goes,  with 
Somerset  House,  or  rather  like,  in  totOy  the  buildings 
at  Magdalen  Cdlege,  Oxford.  In  front,  on  the 
west,  is  a  lawn  of  three  or  four  acres  in  superficies, 
leading  to  the  Cam,  over  which  there  is  a  bridge, 
notmueh  tobeadmiredfinr  architecture  or  position — 
which  is  the  more  to  be  wondered  at,  because 
Simoon,  who  undoubtedly  evinces  taste  in  sermoniz- 
ing and  many  other  things,  as  a  senior  of  the 
eoUq^,  was  the  chief  adviser.  The  right  hand  side 
of  this  lawn  is  skirted  by  one  of  the  sides  of  Clare 
Hall.  ''  I  could  a  tale  unfold/'  in  which  the 
occupants  of  this  wing  of  Clare,  and  the  famous 
Dr.  Glynn,  who  used  to  promenade  the  walk  in 
front,  would  be  dramatis  persons — ^but  I  won^'t — 
not  because  the  anecdote  bears  against  the  moral 
duuciaeter  of  the  doctor,  but  that  it  is  unfit  for  these 
pages.  Many  other  things  I  omit,  &r  the  same 
reason ;  being  determined  that  none  of  the  most 
squeamiifa  shall  find  any  reasonaUe  fiiult  with  them. 
On  the  eastern  front,  is  another  lawn,  or  grass- 
plot  of  smaller  dimensions,  in  the  form  of  a  square, 
on  one  side  of  which  stands  the  chapel  above 
describiBd,  and  in  front  is  the  Provost's  Lodge. 
This  latter  will  soon  be  removed  to  make  way  for 
a  magnificent  structure  fronting  the  street,  the

In  thia  M|iiaie,  I  believe,  are  aituated  the  HaD, 
Combination- room,  and  {..ectarc-nxnn ;  but  I  woo'l 
g  had  the 
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antique  dinginess  of  it.  Through  the  screens 
parting  the  hall  from  the  kitchens,  as  at  Trinity, 
you  pass  into  a  very  small  court,  round  which  are 
doisters  of  considerable  antiquity,  being  rude  in 
structure  throughout,  but  not  so  deeply  antique,  as 
to  have  ever  been  the  residence  of  the  giants  who 
once  peopled  the  earth.  Cams  Wilson  would  find 
more  difficulty  in  traversing  these  cloisters,  than 
the  streets  of  London,  where  you  now  see  him 
skulking  to  avoid  breaking  the  lamps,  and  then 
anon  evading  a  concussion  with  the  shop-shades. 
Proceeding  onwards  through  an  archway,  you  get 
to  a  bridge  over  the  Cam,  of  very  singular  con- 
struction. It  consists  of  a  single  arch  of  wood- 
work, and  so  framed  that,  without  a  single  nail  to 
bind  the  pieces  together,  it  is  firmly  supported. 
It  could  be  taken  to**  pieces  ^and  put  up  agaiii, 
in  a  very  short  time,  and  at  a  trifling  expense. 
If  I  mistake  not,  this  curiosity  was  erected  at  the 
instance,  and  under  the  direction,  of  the  iamous 
Dean    Milner,   then   President    of  the    college. 

On  the  opposite  side  of  the  Cam,  are  situated 
the  Fellows^  Gardens,  which  afford  them  a  pleasant 
promenade* 

There  is  also  an  excellent  bowling-green  for 
the  diversion  of  the  Fellows  of  this  ooU^.

architecture.     In  this  cdlege,  besides  its  gaudily 
fpldei  chapel  (which/ by  the  way,  is  in  bad  taste), 
and  the  rooms  once  occupied  by  the  poet  Gray, 
there  is  nothing  to  arrest  attention.     After  having 
pmnted  out  to  me  a  large  iron  spike  projecting 
from  below  the  window  of  this  poet's  garret,  my 
friend  related,  on  our  way  to  Downing  College, 
the  flawing  aneodote  of  him  and  his  fellow- 
stiidents.     **  From  his  proximity  to  the  celestial 
canopy,  whenee  he  thew  his  in^irations,  we  may 
suppose,  the  good  bard  rightly  divined  that,  in  the 
event  of  the  college  taking  fire  suddenly,  he  should* 
be  neoesritated  to  make   a  hasty   and  lengthy 
descent  So  the  levd  of  other  men,  by  a  route  dif- 
fering in  its  rectilinear  course  from  that  of  the 
ordinary  and  devious  stair-case.     Gifted  with  this 
piece  of  foresight,  he  inserted,  or  caused  to  be  in- 
serted, the  afiyresaid  pieoe  of  iron,  that  in   the 
event  of  the  aforesaid  calamity^  he  might  attach 
thereunto  a  pieee  of  hemp,  and  thus  drop  down  at 
his  leisure.

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belonging  to  the  corporation,  sacred  to  the  gym- 
nastic games— such  as  cricket— of  both  Growns- 
men  and  Townsmen,  we  soon  reached  Emmanuel. 
It  presents  a  handsome  Grecian  front  to  St. 
AndrewVstreet  (I  think  it  is),  and  the  interior  is 
sufficiently  magnificent  for  a  college  consisting  of 
but  one  court,  and  two  or  three  fragments,  or 
wings,  of  incipient  ones.  The  Emmanuel-men 
pride  themselves  upon  their  chapel,  and  with  some 
reason.  They  also  boast  of  having  the  best  clois- 
ters for  rainy  weather  next  to  Trinity.  The 
chapel  derk  shows  you,  in  a  comer  of  the  ante- 
chapel,  behind  the  door,  the  skeleton  of  a  Gowns- 
man (in  terrorem,  I  suppose),  who  being  jealous 
of  a  rival  student  in  love,  secreted  himself  on  the' 
very  spot,  and  like  another  Bellingham,  shot  his 
victim,  on  his  entering  the  chapel.  He  was  tried, 
executed,  and  anatomised.  This  is  the  only 
curiosity  I  ever  saw  at  Emmanuel,  besides  one  or 
two  living  ones,  whom  I  could  name,  of  the 
eccentric  fimiily. 

In  the  same  street,  we  found  Christ's  College, 
which  also  presented  a  goodly  gothic  front,  and  is 
well  enough  built  in  the  interior  of  its  single 
court,  to  screen  it  from  contempt.  The  gardens 
of  this  coU^  are  the  most  extensive  and  beautiful 
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M  Uw  Unifcrrity.  Tbcy  U  unbounded  pri^ 
bare,  in  ihowing  you  the  Jdratiol  nalberrj-tiH 
■hidi  Milhm  ragraTred  with  hii  own  hndi.  It 
M  K  wide-ipmding  Hnt  of  ■utionuy  emtvic, 
branching  out  into  u  nmnj  unm  u  orer  Inl 
Briareoi.  aad  is  loch  an  overgrown  bulkjr  bci^ 
u  M>  need  all  lorti  of  prope  and  cmtdKB.  B«t 
I  want  to  know  bow  it  ii  that  the  nnlbcny-^na 
dimdd  haTC  been  tudi  a  &*ontc  with  oar  givS 
poets.  It  it  an  odd  ooincideooe,  that  the  nm 
gteateil  of  our  poeu,  ihould  have  aaeh  p 
iL     Pcrhapa  you  viU  hj  the  one  i 
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the  plaee,  inasmuch  as  it  contains  many  other 
valuaUe  MSS.  than  the  one  Lord  Braybrooke  has 
leeeatly  brought  to  light ;  we  turned  round  once 
more  to  the  neighbourhood  of  Trini^,  and  passing 
through  three  handsome,  although  brick-work, 
courts  of  its  neighbour,  St.  John^s  (which,  how- 
ever, presented  nothing  long  to  arrest  our  progress), 
we  crossed  the  Cam,  traversed  the  beautiful  walks 
of  that  college,  insinuated  thence  into  the  still 
more  enchanting  promenades  of  Trinity,  and  again 
crossing  the  Cam,  over  the  Cydoidal  Bridge,  we 
presently  found  oorselTes  recreating  on  the  so&  in 
my  friend^s  rooms  in  the  Cloisters. 

Much  as  the  mind  had  been  refreshed  through- 
out this  day's  exeursion,  the  body  had  received 
BO  aliment,  not  even  from  Milton's  mulberries, 
and  we,  or  at  least  my  friend,  betoc^  himself  to 
making  a  suitable  repast  for  the  latter.-  He  be- 
thought himself,  very  suddenly,  to  my  apprehen- 
sion, that  although  the  tables  in  Hall  had  long 
since  been  cleared,  he  could  yet  get  something 
comfortable,  in  the  shape  of  <<  Sizings,^  from  the 
kitchens  and  buttery.  His  gyp  was  therefore 
directed  to  take  two  scraps  of  paper  with  the  word 
thereon  written  '^  Sizings,"  but  with  two  different 
signatures,  the  one  being  his  own,  and  the  other 
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M  Bfffod  oiw  n  s  II  win]  of  hUt  win  vbom  bt 
ODoU  ttkt  Midi  ■  liberty ;  thcnby  pwriding  ■ 
vith  an  cxedleni  dinner,  and  at  tht  SMiie  tiaa 
dalicaiclj  avoiding  all  luc  of  mj  aaate,  wUab  I 
■oon  aAcrvwdi  found  would  have  been  oqaaDr 
{mductivf.  Th«  gjp  and  the  bcdnnaker  bng 
in  good  pay,  and  having  abundance  of  ftnpamtm 
from  every  tnat  like  thii,  vied  with  eadi  sthv  ■ 
producing  it,  and  we  aaoii  lat  down  to  ftnt  npn 
the  dabtica  to  be  nipplicd  *'  After  Half  Ate 
whidi.  the  gyp  waa  ditpatdied  far  a  "  dcMCR  fir 
two,"  6t  far  half  a  doscn  in  ordinary  life,  to  Sti 
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quarters  I  then  occupied.  In  this  college  I  found 
nothing  particular,  excepting  (as  I  afterwards 
ascertained)  that  it  somewhat  resembles  Trinity 
and  some  other  colleges  at  Oxford,  in  having  a 
sort  of  a  steeple  belonging  to  it.  One  part  of  it, 
viz.  the  chapel,  looks  very  much  like  a  church. 
This  is  the  only  distinguishing  feature  of  Jesus 
CoU^. 

From  Jesus  we  went  in  a  circumbendibus  to 
Ben^et  or  Corpus  Christi  College,  which,  although 
then  a  very  so-so  sort  of  a  place,  has  lately  churned 
a  pre-eminence  in  the  University  from  its  new  build- 
ings. It^s  now  a  very  fine  place,  I  have  no  doubt; 
but  it  will  be  some  time  before  it  is  equally  dis- 
tinguished for  intellectual  productions.  This  col- 
lege is  ftmous  for  its  ale,  and  for  nothing  else. 

Hence  proceeding,  we  presently  discovered  the 
Botanic  Garden.  Next  to  the  Royal  Gardens  at 
Kew,  it  would  appear  this  at  Cambridge  is  deemed 
the  most  extensive  and  valuable.  Innumerable 
are  the  rare  exotics  which  are  here  festered,  both 
inside  and  outside  the  spacious  green-houses. 
Great  entertainment  may  here  be  afforded  to  the 
devotees  of  Pomona,  of  Flora,  and  of  the  other 
presiding  deities,  but  for  my  part,  despite  the  rap- 
turous enthusiasm  of  Sir  James  Smith,  and  other 
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BeCMUcalphilaMpben,  I  m«  polling  Am  I  cooU 
dwcU  upon  with  half  the  uiiifMiion  t«  be  J«i»J 
htm  the  prodim  of  ■  poutw  gfJUw.  Y«t  1 
newer  detect  me  gtlhcring  nnpln.  AAk  ■- 
■pecting  the  lecture-roofm  far  the  Vntamm*  *f 
Minenlogy,  of  Experiment*!  PhiloMpby,  Asi, 
wkicb  an  Htuaicd  in  thcM  gvdfoa,  wc  ttftinA  M 
tlui  pan  of  the  rmnnit]r  where  tm  OH^^yMl 
tha  public  buiMingt.  On  amTiiig  ia  ftmt  of  8t 
Mary**,  the  Univcrtity  diunh,  the  conp  dtf 
which  pneenti  itaelf  ii  inipocingljr  graixL  Osfal 
a  righilj  dcfiomiiuied  "  a  City  of  Pilnii»  "  Bh 
from  no  quarter  of  ihu  beatitiful  and  i 
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the  puiing  of  Graces,  or  University  Latts,  &e.  &c. 
The  ooDcerts  and  other  public  amusements  are 
also  here  conducted.  The  lower  part,  or  arena,  is 
appropriated  to  the  M.  A.  and  higher  orders  of 
the  University,  on  these  occasions,  the  students 
or  under-graduates  being  obliged  to  look  down  upon 
them  from  a  spacious  gallery.  So  ticklish  are 
the  higher  ranks  here,  as  to  their  consequence,  that 
if  a  simple  Freshman  perchance  slip  in  amongst 
them,  he  is  ejected  almost  as  unoeremcHUoOsly  as 
though  he  had  stolen  into  a  seraglia  In  this 
plaoB  are  several  statues  of  kings  and  othor  great 
men,  but  none  deserving  particular  notice  except 
that  of  Pitt,  whidi  is  considered  a  master-piece. 

The  Public  Library  was  the  next  object  of  at- 
traction. It  is  a  roomy  piece  of  antiquity,  some- 
what modernised  in  front,  but,  nevertheless,  unlike 
most  **  old  friends  with  new  fiices,^  the  longer 
you  know  it  the  more  you  like  it^  You  ascend  by 
a  flight  of  winding-stairs,  through  a  vestibule 
adorned  with  many  valuable  specimens  of  ancient 
sculpture,  and  other  curiosities — not  the  least  of 
which  is  an  excellent  full  length  portrait  of  the 
celebrated  Maps,*  carrying  in  his  lap  a  load  of

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if  you  are  bookish  or  curious,  this  is  the  place, 
of  all  others,  to  afford  you  endless  entertainment. 

Descending  from  the  Public  Library,  we  visited 
the  ground-floor  of  it,  forming  a  square,  and  con- 
sisting of  the  public  schools  for  Philosophy,  Divi- 
nity, Law,  and  also  a  lecture-room  for  Experi- 
mental Philosophy.  In  each  of  the  schools  are 
two  rostrums,  opposite  one  another,  for  the  dis- 
putants to  ascend,  from  which  they  argue  for  and 
against  some  given  question.  But  more  of  this 
anon. 

Quitting  this  spot,  my  obliging  conductor  was 
presently  passing  me  through  the  gate  of  Caius 
{pronounced  Eey^s)  CoUc^,  which  is  within  ten 
or  eleven  yards  of  the  Senate-house,  when  he  sud- 
denly bethought  him,  it  would  the  more  '^  redound 
to  the  credit  of  his  understanding,^  if  he  intro^ 
duoed  me  in  the  manner  in  which  Caius  men 
themselves  enter  college.  Accordingly,  I  was  led 
up  Senate-house-passage,  into  Trinity-street,  and 
thence  proceeded,  first  through  the  *^  Gate  of 
Humility,''  then  through  the  "  Grate  of  Virtue," 
and  lastly  through  the  ^*  Gate  of  Honour,"'  which, 
as  I  before  said,  is  the  way  to  the  Senate-house. 
Hugging  himself  affectionately  at  this  display  of 
shewmanship,  my  guide  took  me  the  nearest  cut 
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M  Tiinity.  ihm^  the  two  aontta  mim^Hmm^ 
Caitu  into  Trinity-laiie,  md  tlNDca  diraagfa  lb 
QoMs't-gMe  biio  tb«  Great  Conn.

Froyn  the  time  I  could  lisp  a  syllable,  I  had  felt 
an  insuperable  love  of  knowledge,  so  much  so,  that 
at  three  ye^  pf  agfi  )  re^  English,  and  long  before 
children  are  taught  to  write,  I  used  to  copy,  with  a 
silver-spoon  )  had  purloined,  all  the  writing,  copr 
sisting  of  memor^dums,  &c.  I  could  find  iibout 
the  house  called  Linwood-hall,  upon  the  ifalls  of 
im  unfrequented  (because  supposed  to  be  haunted) 
part  of  that  spacious  mansion.  I  never  could 
then  p^vail  upon  my  &ther  or  mother  to  let  nie 
have  die  use  of  pen  and  ink,  for  fear  of  spoiling 
Vf^j  bibs  and  froo^,  and  thus  at  the  expense  of  a 
little  silver,  I  acquired  a  tolerably  correct  notion 
of  forming  the  letters  of  the  alphabet — and  I  will 
venture  to  assert,  a  much  more  correct  one  than 
ever  Dr.  P^irr  and  some  other  distinguished  pen- 
vam  e^er  jioquired ;  unless,  indeed,  ^hich  I  half 
suspeel,  their  callig)raphy  was  affectation.  My 
family  tell  me  to  tl|is  day,  and  I  recollect  the 
cirpuiq^t^l^ce  perfectly  well,  that  when  afflicted

All  was  silent  as  the  grave,  each  and  every 
one  of  us,  marvelling  in  breathless  suspense,  and 
eyeing  each  other  with  most  funking  physiognomy, 
when  Mr.  Brown  very  learnedly  inquired  of  us, 
one  by  one,  if  we  knew  our  own  names.  The  first 
gentleman  addressed,  foreseeing  that  the  porten- 
tous question  was  about  to  be  popped  to  him, 
turned  pale  as  ashes,  and  with  some  difficult 
pronounced  the  word  most  familiar  to  him.  The 
rest  grew  gradually  more  courageous,  insomuch 
that  the  last  one  did  positively  not  once  quake  nor 
quiver. 

Mr.  B.  having  dius  fiyrmed  a  nomenclature  of 
the  assembly,  and  glanced  his  eyes  around  him 
fibr  some  minutes,  to  associate  the  name  with  the 
person,  he  proceeded  to  inquire  if  we  had  furnished 
ourselves  with  a  case  of  mathematical  instruments. 
Out  flew,  with  something  like  the  precision  of 
soldiery,  a  case  before  each  man,  with  scarcely  a 
de&ulter;  when  the  learned  Lecturer,  with  a 
nondescript  smile  playing  about  his  countenance,

Aft«  having  ascertained  oar  names  wkh  great 
precision,  atid  taken  ctate  to  inform  tie  he  diail 
hope  to  find  us  the  next  day  at  the  Mtto  Inmr, 
prepaied  to  constme  any  part  of  the  opeAing  of 
the  *'  Seven  against  Thebefe,''  to  give  the  geo« 
graphy  of  the  scenes  in  it,  and  the  history  of  the 
dramatis  personae,  events,  and  allusions^  Pttrfessor 
Monk  btoke  up  the  assembly  by,  **  I  hopd,  gen«- 
tkmen,  your  attendance  will  be  r^ular  throughout 
the  lehA.    Grood  tnotning  to  you,  gentlemen.^

wished  to  have,  but  it  was  so  expensive  to  pur- 
chase, and  so  much  in  request  at  the  libraries,  that 
I  was  compelled  at  first  to  put  up  with  Gillie*s), 
iyAnville*s  Ancient  Atlas,  Butler's  JBschjlus 
(a  more  stupid  chaos  of  confusion  than  which  does 
not  exist— a  real  "Mlya  /3ij3Xfov  fitya  kwAv")^  and 
finally,  the  luminous  and  erudite  comment  upon 
the  'Ewri  hrX  GiijSac  itself,  by  Dr.  Blomfield, 
finrmed,  as  fiur  as  I  can  recollect,  the  remainder  of 
the  catalogue. 

Being  a  true  patriot,  and,  therefore,  desirous  of 
cireuladng  my  knowledge,  of  whatever  description, 
^edy  amongst  my  countrymen,  I  have  thus  en- 
deavoured to  point  out  to  such  as  have  not  enjoyed 
the  advantages  of  an  University  education,  the 
sources  from  which  they  can  draw  most  information 
upon'  this  one  department  of  Grecian  literature. 
Whether  this  catalogue  prove  useful  I  won't  be 
positive.  Thus  much  is  dear,  that  it  is  as  enter- 
taining and  instructive  to  the  full,  as  is  Homer's 
catalogue  of  ships,  and  some  other  lists  that  might 
be  named.

Mr.  B.  next  interrogated  one  and  then  another, 
until  having  got  through  the  twelve  axioms,  or 
self-evident  propositions,  not  one  of  which  could 
we  contradict,  he  gave  a  brief  recapitulation  of 
them,  the  definitions,  and  postulates,  and  con-

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flew  tagobUe  Greek  with  the  Prafistsor.  Enthroned 
he  tat^  with  ^^  head  eiiect  and  all-important  brow/' 
more  vastly  great,  I  ween,  than  ever  looked  Mwdky* 
lus  himself,  or  even  those  aneient  schoolmasters, 
who  spoke  thi^  ^^  language  of  theGods^ — Aristotle, 
Socrates,  or  Plato.  In  his  manner  and  person, 
the  Pro&ssor  was  a  striking  contrast  to  the  mathe- 
matical lecturer.  Stiff  and  fiirmal  to  a  degree,  he 
eoold  never  relax  into  a  smile,  much  less  could  he 
endure  anything  bordering  upon  jocularity,  however 
pleasant  might  be  the  subject  of  his  lectures,  or 
admit  the  slightest  &miliarity  from  these  grown- 
up young  gentlemen.  Equally  solicitous  was  he, 
to  elevato  his  diction,  and  succeeded,  so  as  to 
deliver  himself  in  a  style— to  say  the  least  of  it — 
aemi^bombastic.  Like  all  other  pickers  of  choice 
words  ind  expressions,  his  voice,  naturally  harsh, 
althou^  sonorous,  would  ever  and  anon  dwell,  not 
in  the  style  of  a  sostenuto,  but  closely  resembling 
the  drone  of  a  bagpipe,  thus  stealing  time  for  the 
selection,  and  making  his  speech  continuous.  Mr. 
Brown,  on  the  other  hand,  was  as  distinguished  for 
the  affability  of  his  demeanour  as  for  the  ease 
and  chasteness  of  his  language.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  his  &vourite  phrase  of  kind  encouragement.

wilt  be  proper  to  say  a  few  words  as  to  the  nature, 
origin,  and  progress,  of  the  Ancient  Drama, 
generally. 

'*  Tragedy  appears,  gentlemen,  to  have  derived 
its  name  and  origin  from  the  Ancient  Greek 
Festivals  which  were  celebrated  in  honor  of 
Bacchus,  in  which  extemporary  verses,  called 
Dithyrambs,  conceived  in  an  enthusiastic  and 
inflated  manner,  were  chanted. 

^^  The  word  Tragedy  is  derived  from  rpayoc  ^ 
gaatj  the  vicrim  offered  at  these  sacrifices,  and 
which  was  likewise  proposed  as  a  prize  to  him  who 
composed  the  best  Dithyramb,  joined  with  c^Si)  a 
songy  thus  forming  the  word,  rpayt^la.  But  this 
was  not  used  till  the  more  advanced  state  of  the 
drama.  In  its  first  rude  state  it  was  simply  deno- 
minated  Kftfjit^ia  (iv  KWfiaig  dj^ri^the  village  song. 

*^  Next,  a  cask  of  wine  was  proposed  as  the  prize, 
andffitnn  rpiya  and  i^Sri  originated  the  appellation 
of  rpvyt^titay  song  of  the  cask,  the  subject  of  which 
being  of  a  humorous  kind,  hence  arose  Comedy. 

*'  These  village  songs  had  amused  the  Athenians 
for  some  time;  when,  586  years  before  Christ^ 
there  appeared, '  each  at  the  head  of  a  company  of 
actors,  Susarion  and  The8pis,'^both  bom  in  a  small 
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town  of  Attica,  nancd  leuia— the  one  as  «  kiad 
of  it^,  tb«  other  in  a  cvL  SuwrioB  ittachri 
iba  view  and  abaunlitiaa  of  hii  tima,  and  Thanfia 
■aemdcd  to  nobler  suttjects,  taken  from  hins(j. 
Thc^ia  had,  mora  than  onoa,  ana  of  the  maga% 
mount  on  a  labUi  when  hymna  onlj  wva  >n^ 
and  farm  a  dialogue  witli  tlie  diana.

Que  canerenty  agerentque  peruncti  f«cibuf  one/ 
'^  Phrynicus,  the  disciple  of  Thespis,  now  flourish- 
iDg,  introduced  women's  characters,  and  changed 
the  metre  from  Trochaic  to  Iambic. 

'^  iEschylusnext  introduced,  in  the  four  hundred 
and  eightieth  year  before  Christ,  a  dialogue  between 
two  persons,  in  which  he  interwove  some  interesting 
story ;  and  as  the  chorus  now  only  held  a  subaltern 
station,  he  shortened  its  part  considerably,  and  the 
songs  no  longer  related  to  Bacchus,  but  to  the 
story  itself  in  which  the  actors  were  concerned, 
^schylus  also,  greatly  improved  the  scenery  and 
decorations  of  the  stage ;  brought  his  actors  into 
a  regular  and  well-constructed  theatre;  raised  his 
heroes  on  the  Cothurnus^  or  Buskin;  invented 
Masques,  and  introduced  splendid  habits  with  long 
trains.    To  these  improvements,   Horace  bears

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■  M«  and  younger  dramatnt,  Iw  rMwdiuHl  • 
third,  utd,  MMDCtimai,  eren  ■  (bvrth.  H«  W  «•»- 
uii«d  far  hAviDg  adroiiied  mm/cj  into  hif  pl^i.

*^  What  I  have  already  advanced,  gentlemen,  will 
^ve  a  general  idea  of  ancient  Tragedy,  and  the 
character  of  the  warlike  author  of*  the  ^  Seven 
against  Thebes/  During  our  progress  through 
the  Play  itself,  I  shall  offer  other  remarks,  as 
they  occur  to  me,  more  completely  illustrative  of 
the  subject.  I  shall  conclude  these  prefatory 
observations,  with  referring  you  to  such  works  as 
will  afford  you  the  fullest  information,  viz.  Franklin^s 
Translation  of  Sophocles,  &c.  &c.'* 

The  professor  having  brought  his  speech  to  a 
finish,  requested  the  Honourable  W.  H.  to  construe, 
beginning  with  KA AMOY  iroXXrai.  After  this  gen* 
tleman  had  anglicised  ten  or  a  dozen  verses  with 
tolerable  fluency  and  accuracy,  considering  the

rature, indeed,  but  never  reach  the  bottom — or  to 
quit  this  metaphor,  and  take  up  Johnson's  **  every 
one  gets  a  mouthful  of  learning,  but  no  one  a 
bellyfulL''  They  disregard  Pope^s  old  maxim, 
^  A  Httle  learaiDg  is  a  dangerous  thing, 
Drink  deep,  or  taste  not  the  Castalian  spring/' 

scarcely  sipping  the  streams  of  knowledge.  The 
consequence  of  which  is,  that  if  you  &11  in  with 
a  Scot,  you  get  hold  of  a  bore  of  a  pedant ;  who, 
first  taking  you  for  swine,  casts  his  small  stock  of 
pearls  before  you,  without  mercy ;  and  then,  upon 
your  turning  round  upon  him,  and  exposing  the 
scantiness  of  his  information,  amuses  you  with  a 
flaming  account  of  the  Latinity  of  ploughboys  and 
milknlaids  wooing  in  the  pastorals  of  Virgil ;  tells 
you  Ae  story  of  the  admirable  Crichton,  with  suit- 
aUe  comments,  and  ends  with  a  pompous  rigina^ 
role,  dbdat  the  wealth,  honours,  and  erudition  of 
Aberdeen,  St.  Andrew^s,  Dumfries,  Glasgow,  and 
£dinbro\  This  you  must  submit  to,  meet  him 
where  you  may — except  in  Cambridge  or  Oxford, 
where,  soon  discovering  his  boasted  learning  to  be 
*^  but  as  sounding  brass,  or  as  a  tinkling  cymbal,'' 
he  never  spouts  it,  but  at  the  command  of  the 
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LMtwvf  or  EtaniBfr,  and  tbtn,  tat  ll 
■Mtt  af  ihv  whtilc  IrvtuTT-raom.  A  few  nkila- 
tiou  of  tbii  kind,  eaa«iiwc  him,  thai  the  liuk  be 
hu  acquiml  mt  Kdinfan'  ii  k  indigntcd,  that 
ibe  only  mnnly  left  him,  ti,  w  dngorgt  it.  It 
■licks  tn  him,  hawmr,  with  ■ueh  ptrtinacttft  ihtt 
bjr  the  tiBM  ha  haa  aSMually  diilodgrd  ti,  Uw 
ihnaywai/hb  noviciala  hate  fhturad  aaay; 
nd  all  ba  em  mfin  to  at  dw  Sauua-houw  cxaan- 
naiiaD,  U  a  placa  aoMngK  iha  Apoatlca. 

All  tb*  inirld  know  tbo  diftcally  of  divotiog 
tbcaaKlrct  of  bad  hobiu,  vhcthn-  in  ibc  nriiaMy 
affkin  of  life,  or  in  the  arU  and  naneea.  AH 
tnchtn  on  the  vinlm.  piano,  in  drawing,  dancing 
&C.  ke^  without  an  csecptton,  prdet  instracting 
|tupilt,  ai  origine,  to  taking  ibcm  from  the  hand* 
of  incompetent  ma*tcrt— m  much  have  the  latter 
das*  to  unJrom.  Ju*t  w  ii  it  at  the  Englith  Uai> 
vtrraiiim  with  the  Seou,  and  from  obBtn-atioo^as  wdl 
M  ibewy,  ibe  poaition  ii  mainuiiublc.  Duting  tha 
hpaa  oTHnMhtng  noro  than  fcrcn  yean  I  waidaJ 
ai  Cambridge,  and  cannot  recollect  a  single  inifMB 
at  a  ScotdmuD,  5cotti>hly  educated  p 
entnnce  there,  having  nucoeeded  to  the  1 
fir  cmolumcnU  of  Trinity. 

Idiadaimall  pcmnalaoimotiiyagaiiutU 
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\idual  Mr.  D.  whose  deficiencies  I  have  thus  exposed, 
as  a  sample  of  those  of  the  whole  body  of  his  country- 
men.  I  have  merely  hit  upon  him,  because  he  was 
the  first  to  exhibit  them.  I  also  deny  the  existence 
of  any  national  pique  or  prejudice  against  the  Scotch 
nation.  That  the  Scotch  are  industrious,  honest, 
and  honourable,  even  to  a  proverb,  I  readily  admit, 
having  found  them  strictly  so  in .  all  the  intercourse 
I  happily  have  had  with  them.  They,  make 
excellent  friends  and  neighbours  even  to  Engliahmen. 
I  must,  in  short,  confess,  that,  in  all  the  relations 
of  life,  I  deem  them  above  my  own  countrymen. 
But  much  as  I  admire  their  moral  and  social  prin- 
ciples, their  pretensions  to  superiority  over  the 
Southrons  in  literature  and  science,  I  consider  per- 
fectly contemptible ;  imputable  only  to  their  com- 
parative ignorance. 

This  is  the  true  character  of  the  Scottish  literati 
in  geneiaL  By  the  exceptions,  such  as,  Madaurin, 
Dugald  Stewart,  Robison,  Brewster,  &c.,  (Play- 
fair,  I  don^t  think  it  would  be  fair  pUy  to  call  a 
genius)  who  were  geniuses  above  the  control  of. 
education,  my  argument,  as  the  proverb  says,  is 
confirmed.

little  as  he  is  intitled  to  letters ;  of  the  unpa- 
ralleled seceder  from  the  Caledonian  diurch  Mr. 
¥'  ■  '  -,  &c.  &c.  &c.  may  have  an  opportunity  of 
proseljrtizing ;  and  a  dead  certainty,  that  the  radicals 
wiU  have  permanent  staUs  to  Jesnitize  in,  inas- 
modi  as  the  abettors  or  patrons  txmsist,  almost 
without  an  exception,  of  these  three  classes  o£  his 
nugesty^s  subjects.

After  "  The  D ss^'  had  figured  away  for 

a  short  time,  the  Professor  ^'  called  upon*^  some 
others  promiscuously  to  ^^  go  on,*^  a^  certain  pas- 
sages, and  assisting  them  with  his  own  comments 
as  they  required  assistance,  he  finally  brought  the 
second  Lecture  to  a  dose,  with  a  repetition  of  the 
request  before  delivered,  of  a  full  attendance  on 
the  morrow. 

Thus  were  we  lectured  throughout  the  October 
term,  in  Mathematics  and  in  Classics,  Mr.  Brown 
drilling  us  through  Euclid,  and  the  Professor 
performing,  and  causing  us  to  perform,  in  Grreek 
Tragedy.

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This  success  had  some  small  effect  upon  my 
"  weak  mind,"  and  il  aUo  not  a  little  elevated  me  in 
the  estimation  of  my  fellow- students,  for  that  very 
day  iu  the  Librar)-  three  of  them,  amongst  whom 

was  F ,  did  me  the  honour  of  a  self-introdiic- 

tioit.  From  this  circumstance,  coupled  with  the 
victory  over  the  Fellow-commoner  in  his  sheepish 
attack  upon  me,  made  my  humility  spring  up  a 
step  or  two,  and  I  begun  to  find  that  there  really 
existed    things    inferior    to    myself.     One   man, 

Cr e,  used  to  show  off  greatly  in  Euclid,  by 

going  through  the  numerous  syllogisms  of  an  in- 
tricate proposition,  with  a  facility  and  accuracy 
that  was  at  Urst  passing  all  undcistanding,  but  by 
degrees  the  gentleman  developed  himself,  and 
sunk  into  comparative  insignificance.  It  presently 
appeared,  that  the  Deductions  he  had  no  talent  foF) 
and  it  also  came  out,  that  when  casually  inter- 
rupted by  Mr.  B.,  who  was  scarcely  able  to  keep 
pace  with  him,  the  same  could  seldom  "  resume 
the  thread  of  his  discourse."  Thus  the  gentleman 
evinced  strong  memory  and  an  indefatigable  per- 
severance, but  nothing  very  alarming  to  the  rest 
if  us  as  to  intellect.  Another  man,  possessed 
if  such  a  wonderful  memory  that  (as  Dr.  Valpy, 
mdivg.  will  inlbrm  you)  he  could  recollect

At  the  table  be  used  to 
engross  the  conversation,  dilating  with  eloquent 
volubility  on  all  the  passing  events  of  the  day- 
would  discuss  in  most  set  phraseology  the  mea- 
sures of  ministers,  awarding  to  each  his  merits  or 
delinquencies — ^run  over  the  last  New  Novel,  by 
the  Author  of  Waverly,  describing  the  beauties  or 
sublimities  of  this  or  that  particular  passage—- 
quote  the  poets,  ancient  and  modem,  irom  Milton 
down  to  Tommy  Moore,  interlarding  en  passant 
the  effiisions  with  anecdotes  of  the  bards  them- 
selves— dwell  upon  the  style  of  architecture  of 
some  ancient  cathedral,  or  curious  ruins  he  went 
so  many  miles  to  inspect,  with  much  more  than 
the  enthusiasm  of  a  Sir  Christopher  Wren — out- 
herald  the  whole  office  as  to  the  lineage  and 
bearings  of  all  the  noble  residents  or  strangers 
dining  at  the  master's  table — in  short,  the  gen- 
tleman was  a  walking  Encyclopaedia  (he  is  said  to 
have  read  over  the  Britannica  three  times — I  should 
rather  say  the  small  portion  of  it  intelligible  to 
him)  in  all  those  branches  of  knowledge  about  which 
you  may  talk  on  to  eternity^  in  all  sorts  of  opi- 
nions, without  ever  coming  to  any  thing  definitive.

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Another  I  knew  gifted  with  as  yigorous  an 
intellect  as  any  I  ever  fell  in  with,  and  yet  as  to 
the  imaginative,  inventive  faculties,  as  barren  as  the 
desert.  No  Latin  or  Greek  author  oould  escape 
the  powerful  grasp  of  his  understanding,  and  the 
intricacies  even  of  Newton  were  equally  within  his 
reach.  Nevertheless  any  thing  original,  whether  in 
the  Classics  or  Mathematics  from  him,  were  a  for- 
lorn hope.  This  dearth  of  original  conception  this 
man  now  attributes  to  the  study  of  the  mathematics, 
'^  which,^  says  he,  [see  *  Struggles  of  a  Senior 
Wrangler,'  id  the  London  Magazine]  ^*  dries  up 
the  fountains  of  the  iikiagination.^'  So  much  for 
Solomon. 

I  have  been  led  into  this  long-winded  digression 
to  explain  to  such  as  know  it  not  already,  that 
from  mere  conversation  a  man^s  talents  cannot 
possibly  be  duly  ascertained.      Innumerable  are

Brougham  into  admiration  of  their  Orations,  but 
let  their  trashy  raw  nothingness  once  be  committed 
lo  paper,  and  its  true  wotth  is  speedily  detected. 
People  are  in  the  habit  of  exdaiming,  **  what  a 
clever  man  ;'^  '^  how  prodigiously  learned,"  of 
quacks  in  science,  as  well  as  in  the  *^  Litene

demical  distinctioDB.  In  short,  both  the  Professor 
and  Mr.  Brown  pntronizcd  mc,  and  all  others 
evincing  the  same  enthusiastic  amhitioa,  with  a 
kindness,  and  as  it  were  fellow -feeling  (their  suc- 
cess in  college  was  doubtless  the  result  of  equal 
energy)  never  to  be  forgotten. 

With  regard  to  the  Hall,  I  found  such  abun- 
dance of  good  cheer,  that,  although  no  gourmand, 
strong  niust  have  been  the  temptation  to  have 
■educed  me  into  the  culpability  of  an  absence — save 
and  except  at  supper.  When  very  Fresh  indeed,  a 
good  number  of  us  used  nightly  to  sup,  to  the 
immeasurable  merriment  of  a  fev  Sophs,  who 
.attended  merely  thus  to  be  amused,  and  to  play 
off  a  few  tricks  upon  us.  A  Mr,  Law,  was  lawless 
enough  in  these  funnimcnls.  He  used  to  call 
bimselftothe  Chair  with  a  semi-comical  sort  of 
countenance,  and  deal  around  his  edicts  as  Chair- 
man, sometimes  to  the  delight,  but  at  other  seasons 
to  the  discomfiture,  if  not  to  the  dismay,  of  the 
rustic  conviviahsts.  At  dinner  it  is  customary, 
except  St  three  of  the  tables,  the  Fellows',  the 
Bachelors',  and  the  Scholars',  to  run  off,  even 
masticating  the  last  mouthful.

Besides 
those  to  whom  I  had  introductions  from  the 
country,  a  few  others  one  after  another  dropt  in 
from  some  odd  circumstance  or  other.  The  man 
of  the  "  wonderful  memory,"  slready  spoken  ol^ 
lodging  in  the  same  street,  and  therefore  oft  coming 
in  contact  to  and  fro  Chapel,  Lectures,  and  Halt, 
did,  after  many  attempts,  (the  same  being  visiUc 
enough  from  his  sidelong  glances),  break  in  upon 
my  musings  with  some  weather-wise  observation ; 
vbich  I  responding  lo,  a  tete  i  tcte  commenced, 
50  edifying  and  mutually  agreeable  that  the  turn 
up  of  the  thing  was  a  "  Tea  and  Tum-Out "  at 
his  rooms  that  very  evening.  A  friendship  thui 
begun,  lasted  for  several  years,  and  far  as  we  are 
apart,  docs  still  continue  (for  aught  I  know,  or 
feel)  with  unabated  fervency.  Some  intimacies 
also  grew  out  of  casualties  at  lectures,  and  other 
places  of  public  resort.  In  a  word,  amongst  so 
many  youths  equally  claiming  the  rank  of  gentle- 
men, and  unsophisticated  as  to  the  formalities  of 
after  life,  there  is  so  little  pride  and  ceremony  that

Others  you  see  pale  and  quivering  with  as 
much  agitation  as  the  very  youth  upon  whom,  as 
a  focus,  all  sight  is  directed — some,  influenced  by 
the  anticipation  of  like  honours  coming  to  their  own 
lot — others  dying  with  bitter  disappointment — 
and  many  kindly  sympathizing  with  the  heroes  of 
the  day,  and  lauding  internally  the  enlarged  and 
liberal  views  of  the  college.  Many  a  heart  goes 
pit-a-pat  at  this  exhibition.  To  complete  the 
impression,  there  is  only  wanting  tKe  presence  of 
the  mothers  that  gave  them  suck. 

With  the  presentation  end  the  festivities  in  the 
Hall.  After  a  few  draughts  of  the  Audit,  or  a 
glass  or  two  more  of  the  wines,  which  of  course  are 
found  on  every  table,  the  company. disperse,. the 
great  ones  proceeding  to  the  Combination-room, 
and  the  under-graduates  forming  into  groups, 
thus  splitting  as  it  were  the  huge  assemblage  into 
a  number  of  small  parties  for  iurther  entertainment. 

The  Hall  thus  cleared  of  the  Gownsmen  is  to 
be  the  arena  for  a  scene  in  more  humble  life. 
The  college  servants  of  every  description,  on  this 
^^  important  day,^  immediately  set  to  upon  the 

VOL.

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sat  down  with  as  fixed  a  resdutioo  to  studj,  m 
though  it  were  full  Term.  I  toA  time  bj  the 
forelock  in  cramming  the  subjects  announced  for 
the  Lectures  of  the  next  Term.  I  availed  myielf 
to  the  full  extent  of  the  absence  of  so  manj  men, 
in  securing  from  the  libraries  (the  books  all  ^^  go 
in*"  at  the  end  of  each  Term)  the  best  books 
explanatory  of  those  subjects,  there  being  now  less 
competition  for  them. 

The  Classical  subject  was  the  XXI  Book  of 
Livy,  relating  to  the  achievementQ  of  that  Napo- 
leon of  the  ancients — Hannibal.  The  Mathe- 
matical one — the  first  part  of  Algdbra,  was  to  be 
read  according  to  Wood's  el^ant  little  Treatise. 
For  the  former,  I  got  Drackenborck's  excellent 
Commentaries,  Hooke's  Roman  History,  Polybius, 
and  a  number  of  other  expensive  works,  more  or 
less  connected  with  the  text.  The  latter  I  read. 
along  with  Ludlam's  and  Bridge's  more  elementary 
Treatises.  Not  having  yet  acquired  any  relish 
for  the  Mathematics,  because  ignorant  of  their 
real  importance,  I  greatly  n^ected  them,  bestow- 
ing nearly  the  whole  of  my  time  upon  the  Livy, 
or  in  practising  versification  or  prose  composition. 
Thus  used  I  to  plod  on  with  the  ancients,  I  may 
say,  solely,  never  having  entered  upon  science,

Ilitheno  had  I  mnainHl  in  cnoiibrtaUe  la^ 
ing*  in  KingVitTKi,  inrarring  dailjr  nxj  eoHi- 
derable  expnue,  but  from  a  amplieatioa  ti 
iimtxn,  the  breaking  at  Sbcath'a  hank,  m 
Baatoo,  in  Lineolnthire,  which  produced  a  £Nhm 
alao  to  five  or  lix  others  at  the  lame  plaee,  lemm 
at  wem,  and  other  unlbrcMeD  niiitiarniiai,  bj 
lathn''*  Gnaom  luving  hconnM.-  rtliaiutnl. 
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that  the  expense  of  fitting  them  up  anew  would 
have  swallowed  up  my  remaining  resources.  I 
therefore  declined  them.  Mr.  Hudson,  however, 
did  not  here  leave  me,  but  showed  me  a  single 
room  in  a  turret  of  the  Great  Court,  called 
Merton-hall  Comer,  commonly  styled  Mutton* 
hall  Comer  by  the  gyps  and  some  other  learned 
bodies.  ^'  If  you  can  exist  in  so  narrow  a  compass, 
this  you  can  have,"  quoth  Mr.  H.,  leaving  me, 
and  at  the  same  time  making  it  a  **  Hobson'*s 
choice,"^  by  telling  me  none  other  than  the  two  I 
had  seen  were  vacant,  in  the  whole  college. 
Dreary  were  my  prospects  out  of  college,  and  I 
therefore  snapped  at  this  only  opportunity  of 
*' coming  into  College,"'*     The  apartment  was  a

the  turret.  Poor  Bruin  peeping  out  one  day  from 
this  retreat,  bestowed  so  ardent  an  embrace  upon 
a  ^'  small  College-man/'  that  his  lordship  was 
constrained,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Tutor,  to 
*^  cut'^  him.  So  attached,  however,  were  this 
singular  pair,  that  the  whole  power  of  the  Tutor 
was  scarcely  able  to  divide  them. 

Prior  to  taking  possession  of  this  tower,  Mr. 
Pope  being  about  to  remove  from  Trinity  to 
Emmanuel,  by  ^^  Bene-Discessit^^*  was  desirous 
of  taking  my  rooms  in  King-street^  as  being  at  a 
convenient  distance  from  Emmanuel.  Whilst  I 
was  preparing  to  quit,  Mr.  P.  came  and  took  up 
his  residence  with  tne.  We  dwelt  in  the  same 
house  for  about  a  fortnight,  during  which  time, 
many  circumstances  occurred^  in  which  little  acts  of 
friendship  could  be  exchanged  to  our  mutual  ad- 
vantage. Upon  these,  and  a  similarity  of  dispo- 
sition (I  don't  believe  I  shall  offend  him  by  this 
piece  of  self-commendation),  was  grounded  a 
friendship  that  has  never  yet  tottered  for  a  moment,

At  length,  howcter,  P.  and    I 
tower  1   hied  mc,   and   there  eomi 
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and  every  one  in  a  different  tune,  if  in  a  tune  at 
aU,  this  Babel-orchestra  broke  up  of  necessity,  to 
go  to  chapel.  On  my  return,  with  the  door  sported, 
the  evening,  like  the  inoming,  was  wholly  given  to 
study. 

Thus  employed,  the  vacation  passed  away  imper- 
ceptibly. By  the  time  lectures  re-commenced  I 
was  prepared  at  all  points  in  the  subjects  to  be 
descanted  upon  by  Professor  Monk,  and  had  also 
made  some  progress  in  Algebra.  Bridge  had 
somewhat  facilitated  the  difficulties  of  this  branch, 
but  yet  I  was  sadly  deficient,  and  hardly  skilful 
enough  to  ferret  out  the  unknown  quantity  in  a 
Simple  Equation.  Nothing  occurred  in  either 
Lecture-room  of  very  great  moment.  The  Pro- 
fessor gave  us  excellent  remarks  upon  Livy,  and 
the  same  men  took  the  lead  in  construing,  that 
before  shone  conspicuously  in  the  Play.  The  dis- 
tinction between  "  Reading-men  *'  and  "  Non- 
Heading-men  ^'  began  to  manifest  itself,  as  several 
of  the  latter  class,  consisting  chiefly  of  Fellow-Com- 
moners, began  to  show  symptoms  of  uneasiness  and 
presently  to  absent  themselves,  even  at  the  certainty 
of  getting  a  reprimand,  if  not  an  Imposition,  or  a 
putting-out  of  Sizings  and  Commons.  Those  who 
were  looking  forward  to  the  honors  to  be  conferred 
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on  tht  CammnaoniKtt'^j,  wtn  lagulj  oMcfciig 
•wry  word,  the  montent  it  Ml  fniin  Uw  lipc  of  ik

In  the  doctfineof  pcopot- 
liana,  a  tubjcct  cxtmndy  cmbairaBaing  ta  tbcK 
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In  this  tenn  a  friend  from  the  country  sent  me 
a  sum  of  money,  with  a  request  that  it  should 
provide  me  with  a  private-tutor."*^  Thereupon  I 
waited  upon  the  very  best  in  the  college,  as  was 
evident  from  the  number  he  used  yearly  to  drill 
into  First-Class-Men — Mr.  Brass.  I  represented 
to  him  my  circumstances,  acquainting  him  with 
the  liberality  of  the  gentleman  alluded  to,  but  Mr. 
Brass,  although  his.  pupillizing  hours  were  all 
occupied,  insisted  upon  stealing  one  more

of  attendance,  was  to  be  from  six  in  the  morning, 
till  seven — the  hour  of  Chapel.  Shivering  with 
the  cold  every  morning,  was  1  visible  to  the  few 
then  on  the  peep,  crossing  over  to  this  worthy 

*  All  Bachelors  of  Arts,  who  have  also  attained  high 
honours  in  the  Senate  House — such  as  Senior  Wrangler, 
Second  Wrangler,  or  even  Fifth  Wrangler,  receive  pupils, 
giving  to  each,  separately,  an  hour's  instruction.

brcakiDg  forth  from  the  bed-room,  toluww  wheth* 
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understanding  would  carry  me.  Many  were  the 
good  things  T  received  from  him,  **  written  out," 
in  the  clearest  intelligible  style  possible,  which, 
being  unwilling  that  such  generous  high-minded 
conduct  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Brass  should  fall 
upon  me  solely,  as  regularly  as  I  received  his 
tit-bits,  so  often  did  I  ^'  cram  "*'  them  into  the  man 
toith  the  wonderful' memtny. 

I  cannot  let  slip  this  opportunity  of  relating 
another  anecdote  of  this  excellent  and  clever  man. 
Whenever,  during  his  college  convivialities,  he  by 
chance  got  a  little  disguised  (which  was  not 
oftener  than  once  or  twice  a  Term  that  I  know  of), 
roaming  about  the  grass-plots  he  would  ^^  let  the 
soft  out,^  avowing  most  frankly  his  condition  at 
Richmond,  in  Yorkshire,  and  concluding  with  a 
magnificent  eulogium  upon  *'  Old  Trinity,*'  for 
having  given  him  Honours,  a  Scholarship,  and 
Fellowship,  and  for  being  the  only  institution  in 
the  world,  where  true  learning  is  of  no  country, 
rank,  or  condition. 

A  Mr.  Buxton,  whom  we  used  to  call  Jedediah, 
in  allusion  to  the  celebrated  person  so  called,  was 
BOW  about  to  quit  his  rooms  in  the  cloisters.  These 
I  applied  for,  and  leaving  my  little  round-house, 
which  I  forsook,  merely  because  it  consisted  of

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these  apartments,  1  had,  indeed,  not  only  the 
friendship  of  my  dear  defnnct  authors,  and  my 
fellow-students,  but,  moreover,  what  many  of  the 
latter  would  have  given  worlds  for,  the  society,  as 
it  were,  of  the  fairer  part  of  one  of  the  most  lovely 
and  interesting  families  in  the  kingdom.  The 
greatest  drawback  to  college-life,  is  this  lack  of  the 
society  of  virtuous  females. 

With  prospects  like  these  continually  before  me, 
I  sought  the  still  brighter  ones  in  the  lands  of 
literary  fame.  I  studied  intensely ;  seldom  accepted 
invitations  to  dine,  wine,  or  sup ;  and  was  pretty 
regular  in  all  my  college  duties.  The  consequence  of 
all  which,  was  so  satisfactory  a  progress  in  my  pre- 
parations for  the  June  Examination,  as  pleasingly 
to  remind  me  of  the  Commemdration-day.  These 
exertions  had  also  another  satis&ctory  result.  They 
attracted  the  notice^  and  secured  the  patronage  of 
many  eminent  and  worthy  members  of  the  college. 
The  Vice-Master,  Dr.  Renouard,  honoured  me  with 
his  friendly  approbation,  and  shewed  substantial 
proo&  of  it,  in  procuring  me  an  annual  exhibition, 
appropriated  to  students  from  the  Grammar- 
School  at  which  I  had  been  last  educated.  This 
having  been  unclaimed  for  some  years,  I  had  a 
good  round  sum  placed  in  the  three  per  cents,  to

fhe  public  disclmrgc  of  his  sacreil  functions — tlie 
most  unostentatiously  generous  and  profuse  in 
tind  actions — in  stion,  the  best  man.  "  Gentle- 
man Peacock,"  as  he  was  eallccl,  by  no  misQom^r, 
also  did  me  much  kind  service.  In  a  word,  I  dis- 
covered very  shortly  the  important  truth,  that  if  a 
man  ttkibit  a  slrong  desire  to  distinguish  himself, 
and  an  hUellect  v/gotaiis  enough  to  render  his 
exertions  acailabk,  there  is  scarcely  a  Fellow  of 
Trimly  who  will  not  hoU  out  a  helping  hand  — 
I      who  ti:tll  not  strive  hard  to  make  him  one  of  them. 

Pleasant  and  retired  as  were  these  apartmcr^ts,

The  tompany  of  which  I  was  atnefti- 
ixnr,  although  now  scattered  abroad  throtighoUlt  the 
kingdom — one  half-way  to  -  a  bistidpricb— another 
t)n  the  road  to  succeed  the  lord  chancellor,  and  so 
on-^for  a  considerable  time,  proceeded  very  prosper- 
ously, and  ultimately  separated  only  with  the  view 
of  circulating  their  treasures  throughout  the 
'Empire. 

Oh  some  few  occasions,  *  about  this  time,  (rare 
honour  for  <^  a  man  of  my  standing^  was  it),  I  was  by 
Mr.  Peacock  introduced  to  parties  consisting  of 
Fellows  of  the  college.  Every  word  spoken  by  them 
iras  eagerly  listened  to  on  my  part,  and  of  course 
I  obtruded  nothing  from  my  own  head,  then  com- 
paratively empty.  -  As  on  this  occasion,  so  through- 
out my  life,  I  have  always  had  a  stronger  love  of 
learning  than  of  teaching.  With  merely  one  friend 
I  can  talk  as  niuch  as  he,  be  he  who  he  may  ;  but 
brtng^  me  into  contact  widi  more,  and  you  may 
open  my  ears  indeed,  but  close  my  lips.  I  have 
ever  entertained  the  idea,  that  if  you  have  any 
thing  Valuable  to  communicate,  you  need  not  be 
anxious  to  spout  it  in  company^  except  the  conver- 
sation would  flag  without  it — but  publish  it.  The 
oonversation  of  the  Fellows  of  Trinity,  known  to

bolidaj  lor  me.  Still  bent  upeo  batug  mmt- 
body,  the  way  thereunto  thnu^  FinlXSHiM, 
SchoUnhipo,  md  FcUowshipo,  bcii^  riwi\y  witt 
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Teftdy  intimated,  but  London^  with  all  its  ponders, 
containing  for  one  man  of  learning  ten  thousand 
ignoramuses,  and  these  ^^  needles  in  a  bottle  of 
hay^'  rather  unoomeatable,  I  soon  turned  my  back 
upon  it  for  Cambridge.  Quickly  as  run  th^ 
Cambridge  coaches^  so  eagerly  went  my  thought^ 
towards  my  snug  retreat  in  the  Cloisters  of  Trinity, 
that  the  Fly  was  but  a  snail  in  my  imagination. 

This  vacation  being  for  only  a  fortnight,  very 
few  men  ^^  went  down.^  The  consequence  of 
which,  to  me,  was  considerable  inconvenience  as 
to  books  from  the  Libraries.  At  the  hour  of 
ten,  on  the  first  day  of  the  opening  of  Trinity 
Library,  I  fpund  the  entrance  in  the  Cloisters 
beset  by  an  ocean  of  pale  countenances  undulating 
to  and  fro  with  each  succeeding  effort  to  get  fore- 
most. Immediately  the  doors  flew  open  in  rushed 
the  torrent,  fifty  perhaps  wanting  the  same  iden- 
tical book.*  Such  was  the  eagerness  displayed  by 
all,  that  some  tripped  up  in  ascending  the  lofty 
stairs,  others  stumbled  over  them,  caps  and  gowns 
flying  in  most  irreverent  unacademical  confusion, 
f^  But  necessity  has  no  law,^'  and  ^  cares  not  a  fig 
for  fine  feathers."  Books  many  wanted  I,  but 
being  short-legged  and  weak-musded,  brought  up 
just  in  time  to  meet  them  on  their  way  put  of  the 
Library.

Some  are  off  to  Newmarket  a-la- tandem ;  others 
are  barouching  to  Bury,  Huntingdon,  or  Col- 
chester, to  kick  up  a  row  at  the  ball;  a  third  party 
have  trundled  away  to  Chesterton*  to  learn  the 
practical  science  of  billiards;   a  fourth  gone  a 


*  A  beautiful  romantic  village  aboifl  two  miles 
TrOm  Cambridge,  on  the  banks  of  the  Cam.  It  being 
just  out  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  University,  billiard 
tables,  which  are  permitted  in  the  limits  to  the  M.'  A. 
class  only,  are  here  set  up  for  the  use  of  the  junior  orders 
of  Gownsmen.  At  Oxford  there  are  no  such  foolish  re- 
strictions. There  are  tables  all  over  the  town,  the  only 
c6ntrol  exercised  over  them  by  the  University,  being  to 
have  them  closed  like  Christ  Church,  when  ''  they  hear 
the.  Mighty  Tom."  If  Cambridge  would  take  a  leaf  but 
of  her  si8ter*s  book>  and  permit  tables  to  be  erected,  with 
the  proviso,  that  every  night  they  close  at  the  same  given 
hour,  the  evils  of  giving  would  be  greatly  diminished. 
Parties  sometimes,  as  the  system  now  goes,  remain  playing 
day  and  night  for  half  a  week  at  a  time,  cutting  chapel, 
and  all  other  duties,  and,  consequently,  not  only  losing 
their  time  and  money,  but  also  getting  into  scrapes  with 
the  Dean,  the  Lecturer,  and  the  Master.

stantul  truths  and  ^^  very  good.^  As  to  the  en- 
tertmining  novel  of  Herodotus,  at  least  as  true  as 
those  other  historical  ones  by  the  Great  Unknown, 
he  either  has  read  it,  or  ought  so  to  have  done. 

The  Lectures  had  proceeded  but  a  short  time, 
when  a  fever  breaking  out  at  St.  John's  and  Jesus, 
threw  the  whole  University  into  a  sweat,  and 
afker  two  or  three  Gownsmen  had  gone  ahfi,  the 
parents  of  the  rest  fell  into  such  a  fluster  as  threw 
the  whole  kingdom  into  a  fermentation.  Letters 
by  loads  reached  the  tutors  of  all  colleges,  instantly 
demanding,  alive  or  dead,  the  restoration  of  their 
offspring ;  when  the  Caput  laying  their  heads  in 
full  conclave  together,  those  of  the  fiunilty  came 
to  the  wise  conclusion,  that  the  contagion  was 
neither  the  chick-pox,  small-pox,  or  the  tear 
iKoxiv  fever,  but  one  calculated  at  the  same  time 
to  devastate  the  colleges  and  their  own  particuUur 
pockets.  Whereupon  a  *^  Grace  passed,^'  complying 
with  the  demands  from  the  country.  Down  flew 
the  Gownsmen,  ninety-nine  in  a  hundred,  of  all 
ranks  and  ages,  with  more  feverish  precipitation 
than  Newton*  from  the  plague. 

*  All  the  world  has  been  told,  that  to  a  plague  in  Cam- 
bridge is  due  the  sublimest  of  all  discoveries,  the  law  ac- 
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F«r  my  part,  coaonring  the  Uimni^ 
"  ftighifiiMl  thu  hurt,"  aad  that  ia  ■•  li 
bodjr  of  jrouthi,  manj  of  wbom  indulging  bt 
nmi,  night  hate  grrailjr  iinpairad  tlMir 
l^iihnl  coaitituttocu,  u  appearsd 
(xdinary  tlut  tvo  at  the  tame  thae  ai 
IouihI  "  iIiKaMil."  I  woald  dM  budge 
allhougfa  ftcrioutljr  remoiutrated  with 
Tutor  for  roj'  ofaatioacy.  A  tew  others 
the  aamc  viewa  of  the  (alae  alarm,  and 
muteml  a  tociety,  on  a  imalt  •calo  indi 
yet  very  lelcct  we  opined,  leang  that  w«  had 
through  the  fog,  or,   at   all    cventa,    woe 
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bridge  Fever?'  was  got  up  by  a  knot  of  gay  men^  ^ 
so  inextricably  involved  in  every  way  with  the 
anthoritiesy^  that  had  not  the  whole  University 
been  Rusticated,  they  themselves  must  have  been 
Expelled.  Be  this  as  it  may^  the  .result  to  the 
tradesmen  was  deplorable  enough.  The  whole 
town  being  dependent  entirely  upon  the  Gown, 
bankruptcies  weri9  frequent  .for  some  time  afteir-. 
wards, 

.  The  ills  resultingfirom  ^^  The  Fever"  to  the  town, 
were  perhaps  not  more,  serious,  than  to  the  Univer- 
sity. Although  the  few  students  that  remained  dis- 
jdayed  heroism  enough  in  the  cause  of  literature,  to 
stand  the  risk  of  a  possible  attack  from  the  fever, 
.yet  were  they,  not  so  firm  and  united  against,  a 
more  dangerous  and  potent  /  enemy,  Indolence. 
Hainngrno  June  Examination, .  during  this  year, 
to  prepare  fi)r — honours  and  prizes  having  vanished 
fipom  befiire  them,  not  entirely,  but  yet  into  .the 
dim,  distance  of  more  than  a  twelvemonth — all .  of 
us  became  by.  degrees  as  united  in  laziness,  as^we 
priOTly..liad  been  in  industry. 

During  the  first  week  or  fortnight .  afber .the 
dissolution,  we  proceeded  nearly  as. usual,  from  the

One 
night  three  of  us  having  been  visitiBg  tSU  fimr, 
and  not  relishing  any  more  of  it,  and  much  \em 
the  risk  of  an  entry  into  the  ledger  at  the  porter's 
lodge,  M.  conducted  us  round  to  the  back  of  the 
walks  which  we  first  invaded,  climbing  over  the  \6lty 
inm  gates  at  the  entrance  of  the  long  avenue  of  limes

This  sort  of  insanity  was  continued,  with  but 
few  lucid  intervals,  for  the  whole  of  the  period  be* 
tween  the  Fever  and  the  end  of  the  Long  Vacation 
in  October.  About  the  twentieth  of  that  month* 
the  coaches  from  all  parts  were  bringing  back  to 
us  the  old  faces  they  had  run  off  with  in  such  a 
fright,  and  also  some  hundreds  of  new  ones,  the 
property  of  as  many  Freshmen,  all  gasing  as  they 
entered,  with  much  the  like  simple  wonderment, 
I  perodved,  that  I  myself  had  exhibited  to  the 
iamusement  of  the  Seniors,  just  that  day  twelve- 
month.  Some  varieties  there  were  in  the  blunders 
of  the  Freshmen,  but  not  many  worth  reUting. 
Two  sucking  Johnians  (brothers,  God  bless  them !) 

^  Up  to  this  period,  the  poor  FeUow-commoners  had 
all  the  dirty  work  of  bruisiog  to  themselves^  it  would  ap* 
pear.  But  the  afikir  coming  before  a  jury,  the  practice 
was  condemned,  althoug;h  the  Gownsman  escaped  the 
capital  punishment.  One  of  my  schoolmasters,  who  was 
one  of  the  number,  not  only  showed  me  the  way  into 
college,  but,  visiting  me  in  my  third  year,  showed  me  thia 
hole,  thereby  telHng  me  how  to  get  out  of  College.

Brasses  excellent  lessons,  and  the  surprising 
powers  and  uses  of  Trigonometry,  had  given  me, 
by  this  time,  a  most  decided  preference  to  the 
study  of  the  sciences.  I  therefore  laid  hold  of  all. 
the  books  likely  to  contain  any  portbn  of  their 
boundless  treasures.  To  complete  myself  in  the 
First  Part  of  Algebra,  in  which  I  now  saw  my 
deficiencies,  I  purchased  Bland,  and  some  others* 
Woodhouse  in  Trigonometry,  was  all  complete  in 
himself.  Bridgets  Mechanics  fer  Problems  I  also 
lodged  over,  along  with  Wood^s  more  scientific 
arrangement  of  the  subject.  In  short,  guided  by 
m  number  of  Examination  Papers  and  MSS.  of 
those  above  me  (a  sort  of  rare  knowledge  floating 
about  the  University  and  no  where  else),  I  picked 
Mod  called  every  thmg  that  resenibled  these  sped- 
HMDS.

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the  greatest  oomposefs  with  exquisite  skill  and  ac* 
curacy,  and  yet,  unless  this  same  person  has  him« 
self  laboured  at  compositions,  a  thousand  beauties 
in  science  and  genius  will  escape  his  observation^ 
I  assert  it,  without  fear  of  contradiction,  that 
Madame  Catalani,  with  all  her  wonderful  execu- 
tion and  taste,  sings  no  fine  piece  of  music,  iii 
which  numerous  traits  of  original  conception  are 
not  beyond  the  power  of  her  penetration.     She, 
and  all  otber  syrens  who  merely  warble  the  com* 
positions  of  others,  may  not  inaptly  be  likened 
unto  a  cremona  fiddle,  which  has  many  a  fine  tune 
in  it,  but  then  who  can  bring  them  out  ?     Why 
the  composer,  and  the  composer  only.     Just  so  is 
it  with  the  whole  round  of  the  sciences,  and  in  an 
especial  degree  do  these  remarks  apply  to  the  most 
intricate    of   them-*  the  Mathematics.     I    have 
known  many  instances  wherein  men  of  sound  un- 
derstandings, after  learning,  so  as  to  **  write  out*' 
the  entire  *^  book  work*^  of  all  the  branches,  stick 
fittt  at  the  very  first  Deduction  or  Problem  which 
required  the  use  of  the  inventive  faculties.

In  the  Second  Year  each  man  has  to  compote 
two  Declamations,  one  in  Latin,  and  the  other  in 
JESnglish,  upon  some  historical  subject  generally ; 
but,  occasionally,  in  the  other  branches  of  polite 
literature.  This  he  has  to  deliver  a  fortnight 
afterwards  in  the  chapel,  immediately  after  Evening 
Prayers,  before  the  Dean,  Head*  Lecturer,*  and  all 
such  others  as  happen  to  be  present,  and  against 
im  opponent  right  opposite.  It  is  usually  consi- 
deared  a  bore^  this  Declaiming,  not  only  to  the 
Dedaimer  himself,  but  also  to  the  numerous 
mudience — the  former  testifying  the  same  by  either 
gabbling  it  over  like  a  goosey  if  he  happen  to  be 
IB  nerve,  or  else  bungling  away  as  one  afflicted 
inith  the  palsy — and  the  latter  evincing  their  im-^ 
patience  to  be  off,  by  stamping  the  hoof  like  so  many 
horses.    New  and  then,  indeed,  we  have  a  Thel«

My  friend  having  at- 
tained this  honour,  as  unexpected  by  him  as 
would  have  been  a  visit  from  his  benefactor  to 
get  back  his  namr  and  estatts  again,  was  eeut  for 
by  the  Dean  of  his  college,  who  began  loading 
Mr,  B.  (formerly  Mr.  S.)  with  a  profusion  of  the 
customary  compliments.  But  Mr.  B.,  being  an 
honest  man,  and  wanting  neither  fame  nor  money, 
told  a  true  story.  The  Dean  suppressed  his 
eulogtum^,  aud  having  delivered  himself  of  a  repri- 
mand, seal  for  the  gentleman  who  stood  nest  in 
the  list.  There  the  worthy  Dean  met  with  the 
same  ludicrous  disappointment,  on  being  informed 
that  Mr.  Waddington,  of  Trinity,  had  stood  the 
nest  gentleman's  friend  on  the  emergency. 
Whereupon,  not  choosing  further  to  go  in  exposing 
the  degeneracy  of  these  modem  Jesuits,  he  sent 
the  prize  to  the  county  gaol-

dog  over  the  stile,"  in  the  Declamation  way,  yet 
BO  averse  was  I  to  the  whole  system,  that  the 
Dean  and  Tutor  could  neither  of  them  prevail 
upon  me  to  spout  one.  I  represented  to  them  the 
derangement    it  would   throw   into  my  read!

Several  of  my  best  friends,  having  the  <<  gift  of  tha 
gab,*^  were  now  so  much  taken  by  this  concern,  that 
thoy  not  only  became  members,  but  made  great 
researches  into  the  various  departments  of  femak 
literature,  reading  all  the  soft  elegant  eflteminacies 
that  they  could  lay  hold  of;  flattering  themselves 
into  a  hope  of  one  day,  by  the  power  of  eloquence 
I  suppose,  of  reaching  the  lofty  eminence  of  a  presi- 
dency thereof,  to  the  almost  total  abandonment  of 
ftueh  pursuits  as  alone  could  terminate  in  the  sub^ 
stantial  rewards  and  honours  of  the  University. 
This  aberration  from  the  proper  path,  I  beheld  fix 
some  time  with  silent  rqpret,  but  at  length  ^  lifted 
up  my  voice"  against  it,  in  the  shape  of  anepstle 
to  Dr.  Wood,  the  Vice-chancellor  of  the  Univer* 
nty.  After  giving  a  concise  statement  of  my 
views  of  the  misdiiefr  inseparable  from  the  Society^ 
I  closed  my  letter  by  pointing  out  a  few  of  the 
victims  of  delusion  themselves,  as  samples  of  the 
whole  lot.  Jemmy  Wood  (I  pity  the  man 
who  is  too  great  tat  these  diminutives)  seeing 
that  the  case  was  made  out — that  I  had  demon- 
strated the  existence  of  the  evils  I  eompUined  of»

tho  doqnenee  tbejr  powftd  io  defam^  «Ug|^

nobody  out  oTtbe  Sooetj,  altbough  every  bod^  m 
it),  waa  doubtlesi  very  oontiderabla.  Tbcjr  n 
ftraicd  bj  itaiiDK  thr  important   fit,  ih»t  th» 
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But  the  case  waa  hopeless.  Jemmy  could  com- 
prehend a  demonstration  full  readily,  but  had  no 
head  for  their  mystifications.  In  short,  he  passed 
sentence,  and  thus  died  the  Union. 

To  three  only,  one  of  whom  was  Pope,  of 
Emanuel,  did  I  ever  unbosom  myself  of  this 
secret.  Such  was  the  shock  produced  throughout 
the  University  by  the  event^^the  mortification  of 
the  Orators^  and  disappointment  of  those  aspiring 
to  that  title — that  most  likely  I  should  have  felt 
the  consequences  of  that  resentment  had  the  thing 
generally  transpired. 

In  the  fatal  document,  if  I  recollect  aright,  I 
intimated  that  a  club  of  the  kind,  for  those  who 
have  finished  their  academical  career — the  Fellowv 
and  Bachelors,  for  instance— -might  be  a  useful 
institution,  and  I  am  still  of  that  opinion.  It 
would  prepare  them  for  the  effective  display  of 
their  talents  in  society,  as  well  as  fi)r  the  Pulpit, 
Bar,  or  Senate.  But  when  men  have  drunk  deep 
of  learning,  they  are  seldom  so  intoxicated  with  it 
as  to  be  ever  disgorging  it.  ^^  Deep  streams  don^t

Laeroix's  work,  Ae  best  of  its 
kind  in  existence  (like  all  his  numerous  other 
productions),  also  gave  me  great  satisfaction. 
Gamier  I  found  a  great  depot  of  valuables,  but 
lather  deficient  in  perspicuity  and  arrangement. 
None  of  these  authors  are  original,  but  eminently 
skilful  compilers.  For  Problems  or  Deductions 
my  resources  were  the  Diaries,  Leyboume*s  Ma* 
theraatical  Repository,  Dodson*s  Repository,:  and 
some  others,  and  all  the  Examination  Papers  I 
co[uld  lay  my  hands  upon.

Hk 
knowledge  thus  desultorily  acquired,  is  exceed* 
ingly  various,  but  not  so  profound  as  it  might  have 
been  had  a  more  r^ular  course  of  study  been  pur^ 
sued;  but  yet  start  any  subject  in  the  Liters 
Humaniores,  in  Latin  or  Greek  literature,  and  he 
will  prove  too  deep  fixr  most  people.  Feculiaritifli 
of  many  sorts  are,  in  short,  to  be  found  in  this 
same  **  Little  Walker.'' 

In  my  descriptions  of  the  persons  of  the  Literati,^

By 
this  unceremonious  method  amongst  fnen  of  the 
same  if  tar  are  most  of  the  friendships  formed  at  the 
University,  (and  no  bad  custom  is  it)  since  thus 
without  much  trouble  you  may  select  your  society. 
Men,  however,  of  "  inferior  atandingj*  cannot 
take  such  liberties  with  those  who  are  senior  to 
them.  The  "  several  years^'  are  very  ticklish 
upon  their  seniority,  and  with  reason ;  a  Freshman 
or  a  Soph  being  very  poor  company  for  a  Senior 
Soph,  a  Questionist^  or  a  Bachelor. 

To  narrate  all  the  intimacies  that  isubsist 
amongst  gownsmen  would  of  itself  fill  volumes.  I 
have  given  one  or  two  sketches,  which  I  dare  say^ 
will  enable  the  reader  to  picture  to  himself  a 
thousand  others.  I  have  selected  such  only  as 
were  founded  on  the  basis  of  reason,  having  no  room' 
to  indulge  in  the  Bacchanalian  insanities  of  those 
who  have  "  more  money  than  wit  "—of  those  who' 
have  stronger  relish  ibr  gormandizing  and  beastly 
drunkenness,  than  for  the  ^'  feast  of  reason  and 
Ae  flow  of  soul."

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read  the  Bible,  through  and  through,  and  knew 
■s  much  about  the  thing  as  though  it  hod  never 
existed.  But  now,  having  the  explanations  be- 
fore me,  mating  the  "  rough  places  plain,"  one 
book  furnishing  me  with  a  key  to  the  orientalisms, 
another  pointing  out  errors  in  the  received  trans- 
lation, and  so  on,  I  began  to  see  and  feel  the 
reasonableness  and  truth  of  Christianity.  Along 
with  Faley'a  unanswerable  view  of  the  Evidences  in 
general,  I  read,  Soame  Jenyns  on  the  Internal 
Evidences,  and  that  excellent  book  which  several 
of  the  bishops  have  the  discrimination  to  recom- 
mend so  strongly  to  the  candidates  for  holy  orders, 
— Jenkins  on  the  "  Keasonablcnessof  the  Christian 
Eclipon,"  and  many  others  of  the  like  nature. 
Butler's  Analogy  I  also  perused  with  much  plea- 
sure. In  short,  I  sought  "  reasons  for  the  faith 
within  me,"  and  found  them.  The  Old  Te«u- 
ment  I  regarded  as  the  singular  history  of  a  most 
singular  people  ;  its  narratives,  at  least,  at  t 
those  of  Herodotus,  and  some  other  ancient  hia- 
tonans  ;  the  Prophecies,  and  Fsaims,  as  the  pro- 
duction of  a  superior  intelligence ;  the  book  of 
Job,  although  spurious,  yet  of  excellent  moral 
tendency ;  and  the  Proverbs  the  wisdom  of  the 
wisest  nan.     The  mild  and  beoerolait  j

What  mSL 
the  London  day-sdiool  jobber  say  to  this  reverence 
for  the  Bible  i  In  the  plenitude  of  the  wisdom  of 
these  Caledonian,  Fletdierian  (this  man  is  one  of 
them  it  seems),  Bnnighamian,  fiMStious  demagegiMS) 
they  will  doubtless  dub  me  a  bmaiie.  Bnt  as 
Professor  Vinoe  used  to  say  of  Milton's  Patadite 
Lost,  so  say  I  of  their  speeches, — ^  tiiey  are  very 
fine,  bat  prove  nothing/' 

But  taking  a  farewell  of  these  pedagogues, 
(whose  pupils  by  the  way  will  not  laeh  correction 
br  want  of  broom)  I  shall  lesttme  the  thread  cf 
my  narrative,  and  proceed  to  wind  up  the  Term. 

In  Metaphysics  I  read  merdy  Locke  and 
Di^pdd  Stewart,  the  former  of  whom  strudc  me 
as  an  author  of  prodigums  gemus,  and  origindtty ; 
and  as  to  the  latter,  although  infinitely  below 
Locke,  as  ^n  origmal,  yet  has  he  done  much  that 
ia  aihniiable.

tbey  did  Tor  bishop  Pearson  or  the  creed.  It  was 
an  every-day  trick  with  them,  to  contrive  to  boit 
in  at  the  same  moment  with  a  dozen  or  two  of  the 
more  sedate  students,  throw  their  cards  upon  the 
table,  and  then  in  the  crowd  slip  out  at  the  door, 
and  thus  run  off  to  resume  their  amusements> 
Many  limes  have  I  seen  them  in  their  extreme 
desire  to  escape  the  bore,  as  they  called  it,  of  being 
detained  an  hour,  creep  out  on  all-fours,  the  Pro- 
fessor being  a  man  of  such  small  altitude,  that  the 
wags  thus  became  eclipsed  by  the  table. 

But  now  the  Term  being  over,  the  Easter  Vaca- 
tion commences,  and  away  the  majority  of  the  gay- 
men  (I  nm  now  noseent  enough  to  discover  it),  who 
pretend  they  are   "  going  down,"  run  up  to  Lon- 
don, there  to  shew  off  to  the  cocknies  the  ways  of 
the  bloods  and  swells  of  the  University — 
"  Flies  up  to  town  our  lierce-cocked  captious  Bobby, 
Drives  to  the  play,  and  quarrels  iu  the  lobby. 
*  Sir,  Tin  a  gentle  man,'—'  Dinime,  sir,  you  liei' 
'  Sir,  here's  ray  card,' — '  Damme,  I  am,  I — ' " 
For  my  own    part,  I  found  my   way  to  the 
metropolis,  and  also  to  the  theatres,  but  not  to  the 
lobby,  not  then  having  the  slightest  suspicion  that

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although  the  first  in  the  world  to  bring  learn- 
ing to,  I  speedily  left  it  to  resume  my  studies 
at  Cambridge^  and  with  not  a  little  pride  did  I 
again  enter  the  arch  of  the  Great  Tower  of 
Trinity— of  the  abode  of  Newton. 

The  subjects  for  Lectures  during  the  Third 
Term  had  been  **  given  out*'  prior  to  my  departure 
for  town,  and  I  had  taken  care  snugly  to  transfer 
from  the  libraries  to  my  rooms  all  such  books  as 
could  in  the  least  assist  me.  The  Professor  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  Second- Year  Men  this 
Term,  rightly  considering  that  we  should  have 
ample  employment  in  gomg  through  with  Mr. 
Brown,  Conic  Sections,  Popular  and  Plane  Astro- 
nomy, and  the  first  three  sections  of  Newton's 
Frindpia.  This^  indeed,  together  with  the  revi- 
sion of  the  reading  of  the  whole  year,  was  almost 
too  mudi  for  us.  With  Astronomy  I  was  both 
delighted  aiid  astonished,  not  having  previously 
entertained  any  but  the  most  imperfect  ideas  of 
the  wonders  it  discloses,  and  demonstrates.  Pro- 
vided with' the  instruments  of  calculation —Algebra, 
Trigonometiy,  Conies,  &c.,  we  were  now  prepared 
not  only  to  read  in  Bonnycastle  and  Laplace's  Sys- 
teme  du  Monde,  the  magnificence  of  the  universe 
and  the  bodies  in  it,  but  also  to  demonstrate  it

&c.      All  these  different    systems    lead  to  the 
same  practical  rules,  although  every  one  of  them 
is  founded  upon  erroneous  hypotheses  or  conducted 
upon  fiOlse  principles  of  reasoning*    Newton  him- 
self first  published  his  Fluxions*    Dissatisfied  with 
that  view  of  the  subject, — not  merdy  desirous  of 
givipg  it  in  a  more  Greometrical  form, — in  the  First 
Sectionof  thePrincipiaheloQksat  it  in  another  light, 
and  calls  it  the  <<  Doctrine  of  Ultimate  Ratios.^ 
Agam,  in  the  second  volume  he  deduces  a  few 
rules  for  practice,  founded  cm  the  consideration  of 
nuxm^Us.    Thus   the    Inv^tQr    of    the    higher 
Analytics  himself  clearly  betrays  a  want  of  confi- 
dence in  his  several  theories.    But  what  is  to  b^ 
the  inference,  when,  in  addition  to  Newton^s  awn 
instability,  we  Qonsider  the  fact  that  other  geomch 
tevn  hsy^  ever  since  his  day  up  tp  the  preset, 
beep  propqnip^  firesh  theories?    Why,  that  the 
true  a^d  ^xa^t  one  remains  undis0overed.

Some  you  see  entering  the  hall  with  a 
handful  of  the  very  best  pens,  although  there  is 
an  ample  supply  upon  every  table,  so  fearful  are 
they  lest  a  moment  should  be  lost  in  mending  the 
same.  Others,  whos6  fathers  or  guardians  have 
promised  theni  douceurs  of  a  thousand  guineas, 
more  or  less,  provided  they  get  into  the  First 
Class,  are  to  be  seen  writhing  with  the  anticipa- 
tion. As  to  the  gay-men  and  empty-bottles,  they 
languish  and  look  sad  at  the  very  idea  of  being 
compelled  for  once  to  sing  small,  and  look  foolish 
with  their  hands  in  their  pockets,  whilst  their 
wiser  brethren  are  reaping  a  rich  harvest  of  fame 
and  emolument,  from  the  labour  of  the  year  just 
ending. 

Well,  the  men  of  each  year  being  seated  at  the 
same  table  with  abundance  of  pens,  ink,  and 
paper  (in  the  form  of  quarters  of  sheets),  a  printed 
paper  containing  a  number  of  questions  is  pre- 
sented to  each  man,  with  a  request  that  he  will 
write  on  oiie  side  of  the  paper  only.

large  letters  at  the  back.  On  quitting  the  Halt 
you  are  surrounded  by*  a  host  of  anxious  firiends 
pestering  you  with,  "  Well,  how  have  you  done  ?" 
"  Was  it  a  stiff  paper  ?"  **  Where  is  it  ?""  •'  Lend 
it  me  for  an  hour  or  two  ^' — the  latter  of  which  if 
you  listen  to,  it  is  ten  to  one  you  never  see  it  again, 
so  treacherous  are  gownsmen's  memories  as  to 
returning  examination  papers.  You  then  take  a 
turn  in  the  walks  or  the  cloisters,  once  more  going 
over  your  cram  for  the  subject  that's  to  come  on 
in  the  Afternoon.  At  half-past  one  the  dinner 
takes  place,  which  being  swallowed  without  masti- 
gation,  lasts  but  for  a  minute  or  two,  and  the 
walks  are  again  filled  with  the  gownsmen  ^^  cram- 
ming^' away  as  though  the  destinies  of  all  man- 
kind hung  upon  the  success  of  each  individual  of 
them.  The  hands  of  the  college-clock  now  fast 
coming  round  to  three,  we  again  crowd  the  screens, 
and  the  doors  of  the  hall  being  opened,  a  general 
rush  ensues  to  the  tables,  the  same  agitating 
anxieties  still  prevailing.  We  were  now  examined 
viva-voce  in  Thucydides.  Those  who  had  been 
accustomed  to  the  drilling  of  public  schools,  or  who 
had  well  prepared  themselves  and  were  of  strong 
nerves,  went  through  the  funking  exhibition  with

The  scene  did  not  end  here.  I  could  relate  the 
whokj  but  wish  to  shew  mercy.  Mimy  other 
similar  predicaments  I  might  here  describe,  but 
the  above  one  will  serve  as  a  specimen.  Sometimes 
the  examiners  are  apt  to  be  too  severe,  but  of  such 
I  know  very  few  instances.  Others  will  attempt 
to  be  witty.  At  a  viva-voce  examination,  in  St. 
Luke,  I  recollect  Mr.  Ashbridge,  who  was  some- 
what given  to  punning  and  other  facetiae,  attacking 
Lynam  (now  preacher  at  the  Magdalene)  with, 
**  Can  you  tell  me,  Mr.  L.,  who  was  king  of  Israel 
when  Jonas  was  in  the  whale's  belly  ?^ — '^  The 
Prince  of  Wales,*^  said  Lynam,  which  being 
delivered  instanter,  disconcerted  the  examiner,  and 
gave  to  the  former  a  character  for  repartee  at  least 
equal  to  that  of  the  latter.  But  I  am  forgetting 
my  Freshmen,  busy  as  they  are,  at  the  following

not  the  case,  their  exertions  would  be  paralyzed  at 
the  bare  thought  of  it.  An  attempt. of  this  kind 
was  once  made  by  a  late  bishop  of  Peterboro\ 
M astier  of  the  CoU^,  but  the  Commons,  or 
JTunior  Fellows  of  the  Society,  took  fire  instanter, 
csalling  down  the  vengeance  of  the  Lord  Chancellor 
-r-the  visitor  of  the  college — who  priesently  con^ 
Tinced  him  of  his  error.  It  is  needless,  however, 
to  dwell  longer  upon  the  admitted  fact,  that,  **  as  to 
the  disposal  of  honours  and  rewards.  Trinity  is 
absolutely  incorruptible.^  During  my  long  resi- 
dence, the  disappointed  men  yielded  many  a  sigh 
it  is  true,  but  never  a  murmur. 

But  whilst  the  Seniority  are  thus  impartially 
balancing  the  merits  of  each  candidate  within  the 
chapel,  their  friends  in  college,  together  with 
several  small  college-men,  and  hosts  of  gyps,  bed- 
makers,  shoe-blacks,  scullions,  &c.  &c.  the  whole 
ooU^  being  in  a  swarm,  and  tradesmen  (the  speedier 
payment  of  their  *^  small  accounts,"  even,,  depend- 
ing upon  the  turn-up),  are  pacing  with  strides  full 
of  most  anxious  forebodings— a  favorable  event  to 
the  candidates  being  a  handsome  cmnpettnctf  for 
ItfCf  and  to  the  domestics  (the  rogues  lay  wagers  pn 
this  occasion)  the  acquisition  of  a  leg  of  muttony  a 
new  hat,  or  some  other  such  invaluable  commodity,

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over  and  above  a  probable  continuance  of  wrviiude. 
Many  such  confabs  as  these  bave  I  overheard: 
"  Master  Hardman,  my  boy,  I  think  as  how  mj 
leg  of  mutton's  safe  enough.  Its  mine,  as  much 
as  that  here  one  is,"  Hfiitg  up  his  leg,  "  for  the 
matter  of  that.  Aye,  aye,  you  may  cock  up 
your  sheep-shanks,  Fletcher,— he  did'nt  hear  me, 
did  he,"  meaning  a  gowimaan  so  named,  close  by, 
"  but  I'd  bock  my  maater  a^not  the  wok  kit  on 


The  great  round-about  of  a  butler  coming  up, 
was  next  addressed :  "  Well,  master  Scapkhom, 
y'have  ta'en  in  many  a  hogshead  oti"t  to  mate 
you  that  swell,  master,  but  I  don't  think  that  here 
gallon  0  audit  I  laid  you,  will  get  into  you — least- 
wise, at  my  cost.  My  master's  a  tight  bit  on't,  1 
knaw.  He  did'nt  sit  up  all  them  here  nights  for 
nought,  1  knaw  ;  I'll  lay  you  another,  mun,  if  you 
like  it." — "  No,  tny  good  fellow,  I  don't  want  to 
put  you  to  expense  ;  Newby  knows  all  about  iii 
and  he  backs  my  man." 

Seaplehom  goes  rolling  away,  quite  satisfied 
with  his  own,  or  rather  Newby's  foresight,  and 
up  comes  "  mother  Hutt,"  the  shoe-black,  an 
old  lady  of  colour,  about  seventy,  and  of  audi 
standing  in  college,  that  she  could  take  the  liberty 
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of  addressing  you  with,  "  my  dear  boy."  "  God 
blew  'em  all  I  say ;  I  wish  there  wrs  a  Fel. 
lowship  o-piece  for 'em,  and  that's  all  the  harm  I 
wish  'em.  They're  all  dear  boys  as  ever  I  aee'd,  and 
I've  seen  well  nigh  sixty  of  these  here  days  come 
next  year  twelvemonth,  God  save  me  !  There's 
that  here  boy,  Bailey,  God  bless  him  1  the  nicest 
boy  what  is,  he  is ;  I  hope  will  get'n,  being's  as 
how  he  be  good  to  poor  bodies,  such  as  the  like 
o'we,  and,  mayhap,  raouglit  be  better,  give  him 
more  of  the  raenns,  God  bless  him  !"—  "  Come, 
mother  Hutt,  you're  a  shining  character,  as  my 
master,  my  lord,  says."  interrupted  a  dapper- 
looking  gyp,  lawdried  out  in  his  absent  master's 
wardrobe,  "  what  are  you  in  your  days  so  loose  a 
cliarakter  as  to  want  all  on  'em  to  yourself-  Take 
your  fancy-man,  Mr.  Bailey,  and  welcome,  but 
spare  one  on  'em  for  my  sweet  little  wienosc," 
chucking  the  Trinity  Venus  under  the  chin,  "  as 
the  gem'mcn  calls  her.  I've  got  a  bottle  on't." 
*•  Aye,  aye,"  retorted  mother  Hutt,  not  a  tittle 
chagrined  by  the  impertinence  of  this  whipper- 
snapper,  "  and  where  will  thou  get  the  wine,  my 
boy,  if  thou  loses.  It'll  come  out'n  a  place 
known  these  vorty  year,  out'n  a  place  close  by  a 
place  where  thou  got  them  here  ailk  stock'n,  and 
that  here  water-wagtail  coat  th'st  on/ 
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But  at  the  momcDt  this  altercation  betvces 
mother  Uutt  and  the  spruce  gyp,  which  mucb 
amused  David  the  porter,  Jeni  Saunders  the 
cool-carricr,  and  hali'a  hundred  others  of  the  subal- 
terns of  the  college,  is  waxing  red  hot,  the  doors 
of  the  chapel  fly  open,  and  from  the  bishop's  owe 
mouth,  all  who  could  catch  the  sounds,  run  off  in 
every  direction  to  the  new  Fellows,  all  the  waj 
bawling  as  loud  as  [heir  lungs  would  let  them, 
"  Miisgrave,  Waddington,  Moody  !" 

Wliilat  the  college  is  yet  in  a  ferment,  the  new 
Fellows  go  in  a  body,  first  to  the  Master  and  then 
to  each  of  the  eight  Seniors,  to  present  thanks,  and 
to  receive  congratulations.  This  ceremony  being 
performed,  the  groups  of  gownsmpn,  servant;,  and 
tradesmen,  grddually  disperse,  and  tranquillity  is 
once  more  restored,  except  indeed  in  the  breasts  of 
the  disappointed  candidates,  whose  prospects  are 
now  blighted  and  fallen  from  the  high  distinction 
of  a  Fellowship  at  Trinity,  to  solitary  obscurity  in 
a  country  village — from  rooms,  and  a  dinner  El 
for  the  king,  gratis,  between  two  and  three  htmdred 
a-year  pocket  money,  and  thrice  three  hundred  bj 
pupilizing,  to  the  chance  of  getting 

"  t'asaiog  rich  with  forty  pounds  a^year — " 
from  the  enjoyment  of  the  society  of  the 
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learned  body  in  the  world,  to  that  of  two  or  three 
smock-fiocked  luacics. 

Thus  ends  the  most  important  of  all  the  Ex- 
aminations, not  only  at  Trinity,  but  in  the  whole 
University,  both  for  honour  and  emoluments. 
There  are  many  situations,  indeed,  such  as  Pro- 
fessorships of  much  higher  salary,  but  these  arc  dis- 
posed of  not  by  Examination,  being  awarded  to 
those  individuals  in  general,  who  have  already  most 
distinguished  themselves  in  that  particular  study. 
The  long-vacation  was  now  fast  coming  to  a 
close.  The  gownsmen  flocking  up  from  the  country 
or  IVom  town,  in  considerable  numbers,  were  again 
beginning  to  dispel  the  gloom  which  had  so  long 
possessed  tlie  forsaken  walls  nf  the  colleges ;  the 
theatricals  at  fiarunell,  "fretted"  their  best,  as 
is  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year,  to  keep  up  our 
spirits  during  the  interval  between  the  Fellowship 
Examination  and  the  commencement  of  Lectures. 
In  a.  word  the  University  beiog  reassembled,  after 
B  little  amusement  at  the  expense  of  the  Freshmen 
just  imported,  and  so  on,  again  commences  the 
labour  of  lectures. 

The  classical  lecturer  now  takes  his  leave  of  us, 
rightly  calculating  that  our  time  thenceforth  ought 
to  be  wholly  occupied  in  prqiaring  for  the  Schools, 
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and  for  the  Senatc-houee.  Afr.  Browa,  opcui 
the  business  of  his  tccturc-room,  by  enplstiUai^ 
obscn'ations  upon  the  remainder  of  the  fint  boofc 
of  the  Principia  of  Newton,  which  afforded  lun* 
smplc  employment  for  the  whole  Tcnn.  Beadtc 
this  he  lent  us  MSS.  upon  the  several  Eectiaa^ 
much  more  valuable  than  his  own  illtutratiaaii 
inasmuch  as  they  contained  the  aggregate  of  dll 
results  of  the  labours  at  Cambridge,  to  cleaili|> 
the  obscurities  of  Newton,  ever  since  he  had  boB 
read  there.  Without  the  aid  of  these  MSS., 
which  are  mostly  Jn  the  hands  of  private  tuHM 
it  is  next  to  impossible  for  a  student  to  make  hit 
way  tlirough  the  Principia.  Hence,  in  a  great 
measure,  the  superior  necessity  of  a  private  tutor 
in  this  Term.  For  my  own  pan,  I  had  "  taken 
time  by  the  forelock,''  having  duriug  the  long 
vacation  scraped  together  a  load  of  MSS.  from  the 
candidates  for  Fellowships,  and  fagged  myself  into 
a  tolerable  actjuaintance  with  the  subject.  I  wu, 
therefore,  not  so  attentive  as  formerly  to  Mr.  B's 
lectures,  but  occasionally  absented  myself  to  pro- 
ceed with  book  the  second  of  the  Principia,  relat- 
ing to  the  motion  of  Bodies  in  a  resisting  mediuni' 
"  I  progressed,"  as  the  Jonathans  say,  pretty  much 
to  my  satisfaction   in  this   subject,  being  cleau 
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Mvougb  it,  and  also  a  considerable  part  of  the 
"Uxd  book,  relating    to  the    disturbances    of  the 
PanetB  arising  from  their  mutual  attraetioos,  by 
■*«  end  of  the  Term.    This  Temi  I  also  extended 
•y   researches  in  Fluxions,  and  practised  myself 
***iewhat  in  working  of  Ftuenia,  &c.   In  short,  I 
'■Cgan  to  find  myself  so  much   a-head  of  lectures, 
'^at  I  grew  impatient  of  an  attendance  to  them, 
*l>d  now  cut  ihcm  very  often.      Mr.  B.,  seeing  I 
"*«  better  eng^ed  in  my  own  rooms  than  with 
nim,  who  must  wait  even  for  the  slowest  capacities, 
'*u  kind  and  nise  enough  to  connive  at  this  dere- 
.lietion.     I  also  read  during  this  term  a  goodly  poi- 
-tion  of  the  superior  French  mathematics,  such  bs, 
Fran^oeur'sMathematiques  Purees, in  two  volumes, 
and  pemaed  several  of  the  excellent  productions  of 
iBmsui,  of  Lncroi.\.    and  Gamier, — in  short,  all 
tneli  books  as  could  in  any  degree  pave  the  way  to 
those  ru  plu»  ultras  of  Mathematical  Science,  the 
Mecanique  Analytitiue,  and    Mecanique  Celeste. 
For  these  I  now  ielt  myself  prepared,  and  accord- 
ingly commenced  the  task,  but  proceeded  scarcely 
through   the  first  section  of    the  fonner  ere  the 
Term  concluded,  and  with  it,  for  a  season,  my 
Uudies. 
On  the  last  day  of  Term,  as  usual,  the  concerts 
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being  concluded  for  ihe  Term,  came  on  the  Com- 
memoration-day. Being  a  First -class-man, !«» 
called  up,  amongst  ihc  rest,  to  receive  fiom  the 
hands  of  the  Dean  my  prize,  the  "  Newtoni  OpM 
Omnia,"  edited  by  Horseley,  with  the  ouBtonttij 
compliments.  In  other  respects  nothing  new  oc- 
curred to  me  at  this  sumptuous  fixtival,  excepting 
that  the  First-class  and  other  prize-men,  dianV 
deeper  than  the  year  preceding,  both  of  the  wino 
and  of  the  "  amber -flowing  audit."  For  myow 
part,  having  made  a  "wet-wager"  against  of 
own  success  at  the  last  Examination,  it  was  discua- 
ed  after  Hall,  by  a  select  few,  and  if  I  recollect 
aright  at  this  distance  of  time,  we  became  ver^ 
considerably  elevated. 

Be  that  as  it  may,  the  greater  part  of  the  college 
not  waiting  to  see  us  sober,  were  all  off  to  keqi 
Christmas  at  home  during  the  vacation.  I  and 
some  others,  however,  agreed  to  celebrate  lh« 
happy  period  within  the  ancient  and  religious 
foundation  of  Trinity  college.  1  was  nothing 
loth  to  remain  in  my  warm  and  quiet  seclusion  in 
the  cloisters,  being  much  more  amuseil  with  the 
volumes  around  me,  than  I  should  have  been  with 
the  "  Devil's  books,"  [as  the  methodists,  and 
other  workers  of  supererogation,  nickname  cards). 
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which  form  almost  the  only  rational  iTecreations 
*itfa  innocent  country-folk  during  this  Eaintish 
leison. 

I  Etuclc  close  to  Lagrange,  and  actually  got  on 
the  right-side  of  the  middle  of  him,  finding  myself 
most  agreeably  placed  nearer  the  ecd  of  that  won- 
deriiil  work  than  the  beginning,  I  could  now  talk 
about,  and  what's  more,  could  write  about  virtual 
velocities,  and  had  become  competent  to  group 
mad  resolve  extensive  classes  of  iiroblems  relating 
to  the  equtlibriura  and  motion  of  bodies,  which 
faeictofore  1  had  believed  inBnitety  beyond  the 
teach  of  our  limited  faculties.  For  practice,  I  had 
recoursetoGergunne's  most  excellent  periodical,  the 
Annalea  Mathematiques,  anil  the  Journal  Poly- 
tecnique.  For  other  subjects,  which  I  was  from 
time  to  time  resumiDg,  I  sought  examples  and 
problems  in  Ley  bourne's  Mathematical  Repository, 
the  Diaries,  and  above  all  in  the  Eicamination 
Papers. 

The  Senate-house  Examination  now  again  being 
in  hand,  the  University  was,  as  usual,  once  more 
in  a  bustle  ;  each  college  contesting  for  the  honour 
of  the  Senior  Wrangler.  Mr.  Le  Fcvre,  of  Tri- 
nity, son  of  the  late  member  of  Reading,  in  Berk- 
shire, was  the  luperlaltvely  great  man  of  this  year. 
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Mr.  liind  the  comparative,  and  Mr.  MallLm  tbr 
positive — at  which  a  Johnian  inaiQuated,  thit  ii 
was  infamous  to  be  beat  by  Hind.  Twenty- 
other  Wranglers,  thirty  Senior  Optimes,  wd 
eleven  Junior  Optimes,  completed  the  tripoa.  The 
wooden  Spoon  went  to  Clare  H  all,  a  college  abudj 
Famous  Tor  such  productions.  In  the  year  ISOl. 
having  attained  the  honour  for  the  third  timeduiil^ 
three  years  successively,  some  wagsof  the  UniveniCf 
caused  to  be  fabricated  a  spoon  of  enormau 
dimensions,  and  placed  it  as  a  memento,  in  frwt 
of  the  principal  entrance.  But  enough  of  spooni. 
The  lectures  for  the  second  Term  of  the  thinl 
year,  were  upon  Pluxious,  Fluents,  and  Hydro- 
statics. Having  already  gone  through  Vince. 
Dealtry,  and  the  "  small  Lacrois,"  it  only  remain- 
ed for  me  to  read  the  three  huge  ijuartos  of  die 
last-named  author.  This  was  a  task  not  easily 
performed.  I  contrived  to  get  through  a  ray 
considerable  proportion  of  it.  Hydrostatics  I  read 
with  prodigious  pleasure.  The  wonderful  aai 
almost  miraculous  properties  of  fluids,  as  diBplayeft 
in  the  theory  of  the  bydrostatical  paradox,  where- 
in it  appears  a  pint  of  water  may  be  mnilt!  to  st^ 
port  an  ocean,— a  power  applied  so  bcnclinally  W 
the  country  by  Bramah,  and  of  a  multitude  ufotbe^ 
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pHBts,  present  such  a  wide  fidd  (^interestiBg  spe- 
eelation  to  the  philosopher,  that  wore  it  alone  the 
frmts  of  a  life  devoted  to  the  mathematics,  the 
noompenoe  would  be  amply  munificent.  There  is 
■j»  branch  in  the  mathematics  more  strikinj^y 
grand  and  astonishing  in  the  dieory,  or  more  per- 
feet  in  practice  than  this  one.  It  has  also  the 
■dfmntage  of  being,  for  the  most  part,  as  easy  as  it 
m  pleasing,  and  Mr.  B.  accordingly  became  more, 
ianperative  than  formerly  with  regard  to  theattend- 
of  the  non-reading  men,  during  these  popular 
more  elementary  views  of  the  subject.  The 
Mstory  and  nature  of  Bramah's  Hydrostatic  press 
mad  its  wonderful  works,  were  described  at  length, 
sfliewing  how  it  pulled  up  by  the  roots,  in  fifteen 
aninutes,  the  largest  tree  in  the  park ;  its  prodigi- 
cns  power  in  coknpressing  hay  and  straw  finr  the 
mmy  during  the  war,  into  the  consistency  <^a 
flttik,  &c.  ^c,  which  proved  equally  interesting 
to  «U  dasses  of  students.  Bossut^s  Hydrostatique 
mod  Hydrodynaroique,  in  two  volumes,  one  giving 
the  theory,  the  other  the  practice,  I  feund  the  best 
Ifork  upon  this  subject. 

'  During  this  Term  I  attended,  moreover,  a  course 
df  very  excellent  lectures  delivered  by  Professor 
Farish,  in  the  rooms  of  the  Botanic  Grarden,  upon 
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the  arti  and  manufactures  of  the  country,  and  m 
greatly  edified  Thcro  is  scarcely  a  piece  d 
machinery  in  the  United  Kingdom  which  he  ite 
not  exhibit  on  a  small  scale  in  actual  operatinn. 
He  has  collected  a  number  of  wheels,  axles,  puUies. 
cranks,  &c-  &c.,  so  admirably  contrived  as  to  rela- 
tive dimensions,  &c.  that  in  a  few  minutes,  with  die 
aid  of  an  assistant  or  two,  he  would  set  up  and 
have  in  full  and  effectual  work,  by  means  of  a  small 
steam-engine  thrown  into  gear  for  that  ptuposti 
any  machine  you  choose  to  name.  Although  ibae 
lectures  were  not  delivered  with  much  eloquence, 
yet,sa  instructive  and  practically  demonstrative  were 
they,  of  that  source  of  this  country's  wealth — its 
machinery — that  they  ever  appeared  to  my  mind  of 
national  importance,  and  therefore  worthy  the  direct 
patronage  of  his  majesty's  ministers. 

Far  more  amusing,  but  much  less  beaeficisi, 
were  the  lectures  upon  Mineralogy  of  the  gtett 
traveller,  Professor  Clarke.  His  delivery  wss  i 
mastcr-piccc  of  didactic  eloquence.  Even  the  verj 
commands  to  his  attendants  were,  some  how  ai 
other,  squeezed  into  the  sentence  so  as  to  product 
no  interruption  to  the  flow  of  his  discourse.  His 
manner  was  ease  and  even  clf^ncC)  although 
occasionally,  he  would  burst  forth  into  the  most 
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rgjBiic  pathoG  and  sublimity.     In  describing  the 
lentable  ileatb  of  his  predecessor,  Dr.  Tennant, 
po  was  accidentally  drowned  in  France  during 
war,  Napoleon  baving  permitted  him,  with  a 
>tncsg  of  mind  unparalleled,    to  traverse,  as  a 
1  of  science,  his  dominions,  even  at  that  junc- 
re ;  the  Professor  used  to  work  himself  up  into 
ic^  paroxysms  of  regret,  that  his  audience  were  as 
juivocal    in  their  sympathy     as   ever   was   a 
itre  before  a  Garrick  or  a  Kemblc.     Comedy  as 
gdl  as  Tragedy  was  lo  requisition,  and  he  would 
itinually    relate    some    anecdote  of  persons  or 
lings  he  had  met  with  both  at  home  and  abroad, 
every  stone,  as  he  handled  it  and  described 
p  qualities — from  the  diamond,  through  a  world  of 
'Stals,  quartz,   lime-stones,  granites,  &c.  down 
I  the  common  pebble  which  the  boys  pelt  with  in 
streets,  would  spring  some  pieces  of  pleasantry. 
'^om  amongst  a  thousand  others,  take  the  follow- 
In  his  description  of  the  stinking'Sione,   so 
llled,  because  of  its  emitting,  when  rubbed,  a  very 
iBsgreeable  smell — "  Gentlemen,"  he  used  to  say, 
the  stone  I  have  been  submitting  to  your  atten- 
jn,  is  none  other  than  the  one  most  commonly 
nbstituted   for   marble   in    your  chimney-pieces, 
Uthough,  as  you  have  just  experienced,  so  exceed- 
illgly  unpleasant  to  the  olfactories  are  its  effluvia. 
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An  elderly  lady  of  Cambridge,  whomnetbenuit' 
less,  some  few  years  ago,  being  desirous  of  liaviog 
a  chimaey-picce  of  this  economical  descripunt 
sends  for  the  lapidary,  who  with  as  much  diapitd 
as  may  be,  executes  her  orders,  speedily  encv^ 
the  chimney-piece  in  question.  But  then  a  lat 
polish  being  yet  wanting,  the  polisher  commracB 
the  work  of  friction.  By  degrees,  as  the  stone 
begins  to  shine,  the  lady  begins  to  sniffle,  nA 
fetching  her  only  daughter  to  inhale  the  mudoat 
vi^urs,  again  and  again  they  jointly  eu^  la 
smell  out  the  source  of  them.  The  maid  is  Btfl 
ushered  into  the  apartment  by  miss,  but  the  lidv 
herself  meanwhile  having  made  many  shrewd  ob- 
servations, dispatches  heriR6ta[tter,for  thelapidary. 
The  lapidary  quickly  appearing,*  stands  pttr^wi 
with  astonishment,  on  being  met  in  the  pasngO 
with,  "  How  dare  you.  Sir,  insult  me  in  this  my." 
"  I-I-I,  upon  my  honour,  Madam,  I  am  at  a 
loss  to  divine  inwhatlhave  offended  you.^ — "  Well, 
Sir,  step  in  yourself,  and  see  what  filthy  (ellovs 
you  employ  in  your  establishment.  I  beg.  Sir, 
you  will  not  presume—"  &c.  &c. 

The  Professor  of  anatomy  I  also  attended,  but, 
once  only.  His  theatre  was  in  the  anatomical 
schools,  opposite  Queen's  College.  Here  presided, 
between  the  hours  of  twelve  and  one,  another  Pif 
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of  the  name  of  Clark,*  describing  snd 
ing  dried  specimens  of  the  different  parts

commence,  when,  perceiving  the  operator  somcnhte- 
iqueamish,  like  those  ol'  the  college  of  Surgeons. 
who  need  at  once,  to  overcome  all  delicacies,  lobe 
drawn  across  the  mouth  by  a  (inger  besmeared  lilh 
the  unctuousness  of  a  dead  man's  fat,  the  opeiat» 
aforesaid,  by  a  gentle  squeeze  on  the  stomach  of 
the  old  lady  aforesaid,  was  driven  out  of  the  schools 
in  the  utmost  precipitation,  many  of  the  students, 
amongst  whom  was  myself,  running  out  as  dan 
our  legs  would  carry  us.  Not  having  a  tlomnc^ 
for  exhibitions  of  this  kind,  however  necessary  ditj 
may  he  for  the  health  of  mankind,  I  never  sut 
jected  myself  to  a  repetition.  This  was  even  wont 
than  the  old  lady's  chimney-piece. 

Besides  these  two  courses  of  public  lecntOt 
many  others  are  given :  for  instance,  the  king^i  Pn- 
fessor  of  Civil  Law  delivers  his  at  Trinity  Hall— 
the  law  college,  in  three  successive  terms,  beginning 
at  the  middle  of  the  Michaelmas,  and  ending  at  the 
division  of  the  Midsummer  Term.  The  Flumian 
Professor  gives  lectures,  experimentally  explainii^ 
the  theories  of  Mechanics,  Hydrostatics,  Opucs, 
Astronomy,  Magnetism,  Electricity,  Galvanism, 
&G.  These  are  intended  to  be  a  succedaneum  to 
the  lectures  of  the  college  tutors.  In  Modem 
History,  you  may  hear  also,  most  excellent  disqiii- 
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tioDS,  l-*rotcssor  Smyth  luivint;,  lor  these  twenty 
iars  past,  devoted  nearly  the  whole  of  his  time 
I.  tlimt,  and  collateral  subjects.  Woodward'^s  Pro- 
of Geology,  at  present  the  indefatigable  Mr. 
•48^^'  gives  a  very  instructive  course  of  Lee- 
;  and  some  others  are  attended  by  those  whose 
is  not  better  engaged  in  the  pursuit  of  honors 
college  preferments, 
^liese  lectures,  be  it  known^  are  most  proper  for 
B  attendance  of  Bachelors,  and  others  of  superior 
'  tailding,  the  subjects  and  substance  of  them  being 
^MOnewhat  aside,  if  not  beyond,  the  studies  which 
jead  to  college  honors  or  those  of  the  Senate- 
bouse.  Many  Bachelors,  therefore,  even  of  those 
who  are  not  looking  forward  to  Fellowships,  remain 
'u  term  or  two  after  they  have  taken  their  Degree, 
£pae  the  express  purpose  of  attending  them. 

Amid  all  these  occupations,  there  was  one  of 
paramount  importance,  now  to  be  attended  to.  In 
tbe  third  year,  after  the  Senate-house  examination, 
the  Moderators*  having  received  a  list  of  the 
students  aspiring  to  honors  at  the  next  examina- 

*  The  two  moderators  are  Masters  of  Arts,  usually 
Senior  or  Second  Wranglers,  who  conduct  the  public  acts 
ia  the  sdiools^  and  the  general  examinations  for  B.  A.  iu 
the  Senate-house. 
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During  the  fortnight's  preparation  it  has  been  the 
eustom,  from  time  immemorial,  for  the  first  Oppg- 
to  invite  the  other  two  to  take  tea  with  hlra, 
n  order  that  by  comparing  arguments,  they  may 
iToid  repetitions.  This  being  arranged,  and  the 
nrtDlght  elapsed,  the  Moderator  enters  the  Schools 
■t  one  o'clock  precisely,  attended  by  one  of  the 
fnictor's  servants  carrying  before  him  the  statutes 
f  the  University,  and  ascending  the  chair  elevated 
ftbove  the  Opponent's  rostrum,  says, 

"  Asccndat  Dominus  Respondens." 
(TheRespondcnt  mounts  ajostrumdircctly  opposite, 
Knd  begins  reading  a  Latin  thesis,  usually  upon  the 
Jut  or  moral   subject   he  has  chosen  to  defend. 
7his  being  over,  the  Moderator  says, 

"  Ascendat  Opponentium  Primus." 
The  Opponent  and  Respondent  being  now  in  front 
.'of  each  other,  and  the  Malerator  elevated  above 
them  just  behind  the  former,  the  Opponent  delivers 
the  first  argument  syllogistically  in  Latin.  The 
■  Kespondent  then  replies ;  and  they  battle  it  out  as 
they  best  can,  the  Moderator  acting  the  part  of 
an  Umpire. 

Seven  other  arguments  are  thus  advanced  by  the 
first  Opponent,  which  being  dismissed,  he  descends 
irith  a  suitable  compliment  from  the  Moderator, 
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Bsch  as,  *'  Domine  Opponens,  bene  di^tUatti,  op- 
timt  disputasti,  oplime  tjttidan  diiputaati,"  ^c.  ^c. 

The  second  Opponent,  in  like  manner,  sscending 
the  rostrum,  brings  five  arguments,  and  the  llurf 
brings  only  three. 

The  Opponents  having  been  dismissed,  At 
Respondent  is  examined  for  some  time  hf  tbc 
Moderator  as  to  the  nature  and  extent  of  his  ma^ 
matical  knowledge,  with  the  view  of  ascerUuning 
how  to  class  him  at  the  Senate-house  Examinatioit; 
afler  which,  he  descends  with  such  a  compliment  tt 
the  Moderator  thinks  fit  to  bestow  upon  him,  ud 
about  three  the  Schools  close  for  the  day. 

The  disputations  in  all  the  Schools,  whether  ef 
Philosophy,  Oivinity,  or  Law,arc  always  conducted 
in  a  sort  of  barbarous  Latin.  Sometimes,  indeed, 
a  man  who  prides  himself  upon  his  lmowled^4^ 
that  language,  will  attempt  something  bettor,  bm 
the  generality  of  Moderators,  as  well  as  students, 
are  little  solicitous  upon  that  point.  When  R* 
fcsEor  Parish  presided  over  these  Schools,  lie 
rendered  himself  as  famous  for  the  quality  of  Ilii 
Latinity,  as  he  has  ever  been  for  his  great  acquoB' 
dons  in  science.  I  have  already  given  one  instBllOC 
Another  apecimen  is  this,  which  was  due  to  a  iog 
who  had  impertinently  made  himself  one  of  his  aidi-

"  VerU  eantm  e*." 
Some  will  have  it,  that  hence  arose  the  term, 
"Dog-Latin,"  than  which   many 'things  are  leu 
probable,  seeing  that  the  reign  of  Parish  was  as  far 
back  as  the  year  1786. 

For  these  exercises  in  the  schools,  amongst  other 
occupations  I  was  now  busily  preparing.  As  is 
cuatomary  with  Senior  Sophs,  I  ntteniletl  the  Schools 
several  times,  with  the  view  of  acquiring  the  tact 
and  self-possession  so  requisite  in  these  public  con- 
tests. I  borrowed  of  those  who  had  passed  the 
ordeal.anumbcr  of  arguments,  and  practised  "tak- 
ing them  off,"  as  well  as  I  could  by  myself.  I 
went  through  an  Opponcncy,  and  got  on  "  Optime 
quidem,"  which  augured  well  enough  of  success 
in  the  Senate-house.  But  the  Term  passed  over 
without  receiving  an  act  in  which  I  might  do  my 
best  as  Respondent.  Well,  the  Term  being  over, 
the  Scholarship  Examination  was  fast  approaohing. 
For  this  acquisition  I  was  obliged  to  recur  to  the 
subjects  of  my  Freshman's  year— to  cram  a  good 
quantity  of  classics  —  the  Homan  and  Grecian 
Histories,  &c.  4c.  This  was  such  a  check  to 
my  Mathematical  preparations  for  the  Schools 
and  the  fienate-housc,  that  I  set  to  with  no

The  Examination  oommenoed,  and  went  on  for  two 
cr  three  days,  much  in  the  same  way  as  the  Fel-^

The  Third  Term  of  the  Third  Year  had  no* 
commenced,  and  with  it  the  Lectures,  which  nere 
upon  Optics,  I'bysical  Astronomy,  and  a  geaenl 
recapitulation,  asit  nere.of  the  studies  of  the  whole 
Three  Years  in  the  working  of  Problems.  Wooft 
Treatise  on  Optics  was  the  Lecture  Book.  But 
it  was  also  necessary  to  consult  Smith,  La  Caille, 
and  Biot's  Physique.  The  results  M  be  derived 
from  these  latter  sources  being  in  aa  analytieil 
form  were  of  more  ready  and  convenient  application 
in  the  lesolntion  of  problems.  Vince's  Physical 
Astronomy  was  the  one  then  most  in  request — 
but  Eo  uncouth  and  dumsy  did  I  find  its  geome- 
trical demonstrations,  that,  with  the  subsidiary 
knowledge  I  now  possessed,  1  found  it  less  Xabo- 
rious  to  draw  my  knowledge  of  that  subject  &om 
Laplace  himself. 

Whilst  thus  winding  up  the  Noviciate,  I  re- 
ceived an  Act  from  the  Moderator,  Mr.  Fallows, 
of  St.  John's,  and  selected  for  my  subjects  the 
Ninth  Section  of  Newton's  Principia,  the  Second 
Part  of  Woods  Algebra,  and  Paley's  Chapter  on 
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Duelling.  The  Opponents  had  already  laid  their 
beads  together  at  the  usual  tea  party,  the  more 
effectually  to  surprise  me  in  the  attack  they  medi- 
tated, and  I  had  made  ample  preparations  for  de- 
fence, having  fortified  my  upper  works  in  every 
way  I  could  devise,  as  the  antagonist  of  the  trio 
just  mentioned,  when  dawned  the  day,  "  the  im- 
portant day,  big  with  the  late  of"  one  ambitious 
enough  to  be  "  aut  Cicsar,  aut  nuUus."  At  the 
bour  of  one  I  was  to  mount  the  rostrum,  and  the 
two-tongued  time-teller  of  Trinity  had  just  spoken 
twelve,  when  in  order  to  stretch  ray  legs  and  hrace 
my  nerves,  I  sallied  out  for  Parker's  Piece,  in- 
tending to  play  at  cticket.  Passing  through 
Trinity-street,  round  Maps's  at  the  comer,  I  had 
reached  the  Market  Place,  atid  tbenco  the  Petty 
Ciiry,  when  seeing  an  infuriated  ox  on  its  way  to 
the  slaughter,  fast  making  up  to  pin  a  woman  and 
her  Infant  to  the  wall,  1  interposed— having,  when 
B  rustic,  not  only  *'  taken  many  a  hull  by  the 
hoins,"  but  also  hy  the  nose^lhinking  my  purple 
gowa  might  protect  me — and  for  my  pains  got  pil- 
loried in  a  druggist's  shop  ;  each  hand,  as  well  as 
my  head,  making  way  through  a  square  in  Mr, 
Watsm's  shop-window.  The  beast  having  done 
me  tbii  service,  passed  furiously  along,  I  was  told.

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me  of  cricket.  Be  it  known,  at  Cambridge  the

r  three  for  the  exclusive  amusements  of  the 
Masters  of  Arts. 

Now,  it  so  happened  that  my  occupations 
limited  me  to  the  use  of  only  one  of  them— viz, 
Parker's.  Every  day,  when  the  weather  would 
jtennit,  I  used  to  bat  and  ball  about  an  hour  at  a 
running,  and  then  "  refreshed  like  a  giant  with 
new  wine,"  for  the  remainder  of  the  day  I  com- 
bated with  Newton,  Lagrange,  or  Laplace.  I 
read,  what  was  unusual  at  that  time,  the  whole  of 


the  Three  Books  of  the  Principia,  and 
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exception  of  the  First  Section,  which  I  took  f^ 
granted,  had  a  pretty  cleat  understanding  of  theio- 
In  short,  I  read  like  one  bent  upon  being  the  firs' 
man.  1  also  cultivated  the  society  of  the  be' 
men  of  the  year,  being  at  this  time  intinwtc 
with  King,  Bird,  Lyon,  &c.  With  che  w 
fonner  I  was  for  a  short  time  in  the  habit  d 
working  Problems,  and  making  other  advanco 
lonards  the  honours  uf  the  Si^nalc  House.  Kui| 
was  a  man  of  strong  intellect  naturally,  and  had, 
moreover,  highly  cultivated  it— but  he  possessed 
not  the  ready  invention,  the  scrutinizing  penetn- 
lion  of  Bird.  Although  the  former  was  a  toleiahlt 
adept  at  Problems,  yet  the  latter  at  such  exercisB 
would  far  outstrip  him.  They  were  both  men  of 
high  talents,  although  so  different  in  degroa  md 
quality,  that  I  could  not  easily  say  who  wh  At 
superior. 

The  Annual  June  Examination  now  again 
taking  place,  relieved  those  of  the  Third  Year,  for 
a  space,  from  the  severity  of  study  ;  having  nnme- 
lous  friends  amongst  the  examinees,  and  being, 
the  alert  for  examination  papots. 
This  being  over,  the  college  business  once  more 
closes,  and  the  men  go  down.  I  took  a  trip  to 
London,  thence  to  Oxford,  and  round  again  lo 
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Cambridge,  and  then  sat  down  quietly  for  the  Long 
'  ScatioD,  fully  resolved  to  lose  not  a  moment  in 
freparing  for  the  Senate  House.  I  fagged  through 
•  Dumber  of  books  in  every  branch  of  the  Mathe- 
AUlics,  making  extensive  additions  to  my  former 
JCquisitions  in  each  of  them.  Amongst  a  multi- 
tude of  others,  I  read  fluler's  Analysis  Iiifinitorum, 
Itts  line  work  on  the  Rotation  of  Bodies,  Atwood's 
Bectilinear  Motion,  &c.  &c.  and  confirmed  this 
Itoading  by  all  the  praclice  I  could  meet  with  or 
evise.     In  short,  I  was  in  downright  earnest.

Jem,  "  she  would'nt  give  up  the  key.  She  called 
the  gemmcn,  Sir,  my  Lord,  howsmiver,  alt  the 
jnost  shockingcst  name!<  she  could  lay  her  tongue 
to." — '*  You  know,  Jem  Saunders,  you  tell  stories, 
you  know  you  do,"  retorted  the  lady,  still  sobbing- 
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"  Peace,  woman,"  roared  ihe  Master,  "  go  at 
Saunders." — *'  Thai  here  bod  gDod-fbr-cotluvg 
woman  for  to  say  as  I  could  tell  a  lie,  saving  yoM 
gracej  your  worsliip,  my  Lord,  howsmWer,  I  itonr 
itj  in  the  teeth  o'  her,"  (juoth  James.—"  Ytt, 
yes,  my  good  fellow,  you're  an  honest  man,  &nddl^ 
I  fear,  is  &  bad  woman,  but  go  on." — "  Yes,  Sir, 
my  Lord,  howsmivcr,  she's  a  bad  woman,  tOH 
enough ;  used  foul  most  iDdecentish  words,  nch 
as  the  like  o'  we  ought  nivcr  to  say  to  the  gem- 
men." — "  What  did  she  say,  man  ?" — "  Shenii 
my  Lord,  they  was  Flat-caps,  and  she  called  'am 
Trencher-men  in  the  streets,  before  that  here  min, 
and  that  here  woman."  A  baker,  the  man  pointed 
at  by  Saunders,  was  then  e.\amincd,  as  likewise  u 
bed-maker,  who  corroborating  the  evidence  already 
adduced,  the  Bishop  again  addressed  Mary  Bax- 
ter, commenting  upon  the  enormity  of  her  sini, 
she  all  the  while  protesting  with  a  flood  of  tean 
her  innocence,  and  the  guilt  of  the  Gownsmen. 
Jem  Saunders,  and  e\ery  body  else.  Sentence  o! 
expulsion  was  passed,  leaving  at  my  discretion  the 
commutation  to  an  humble  apology.  Mr.  Hustlei 
now  put  in  his  oar  in  her  fuvour,  and  the  thiog 
was  speedily,  satisfactorily,  and  humanely  adjuE  ted: 
but  the  Bishop  now  recollecting  her  refusal  (o  <■(- 
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tend  upon  the  first  summons,  again  drew  himself 
iflp  and  commenced  a  fresh  examination.     *'  But, 
•Itfarjr  Baxter,  one  thing   1    had  t'orgolten.     How 
MK  it  you  did  not  obey  the  orders  I  scut  you  by 
jlbat  man  Saunders  P"—"  I  did,  my  Lord,  us  soon 
■■  I  could,"  was  the  reply.      "  What    say  you, 
{Saunders  F" — "  I  say.  Sir,  my  Lord,  howsmiver, 
jKkat  I  went  up  to  her  when  she  were  standing  on 
I^ie  hall  steps.     Says  I  to  her,  '  Mary  Baxter,  how 
i^  you  do?'  says  I,  Sir,  my   Lord,   howsmiver. 
^•ys  she,  '  Jem  Saunders,  how  are  you  T  Says  I, 
[*ithe  Bishop  wants  for  to  see  you,  Mary  Baxter.' 
^ys  she.  Sir,  tny  Lord,  howsmiver,  says  she — says 
[(tc— saving  your    worship — says    she" — "  Well, 
ir,  and  what  sard  she?" — "  Says  she.   Sir,  my 
ird,  howsmiver,  says  she — '  the    Bishop  may  be 
j,.  -d."" — *'  Woman,  dare  you  presume  thus  to 
Lpeak  of  the  Master  of  the  College  ?     Know  you 
I  can  take  your  bread  &om  you  ?    Such  mon- 
IS  insolence,  such  unparalleled,  such  unheard- 
audacity   must  be  punished   with  the  utmost 
'crity.     Gentlemen    I   won't  detain  you   any 
We  left  the  kind-hearted  old  Prelate  in 
great  passion  certainly,  but   great    as  was  his 
ith,  be  was  exceedingly  reluctant  to  injure  the 
and  from  her  trudging  her  uiual  twiods 
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the  ne^t  day,  we  saw  he  also  had  told  her  tu  "go, 
and  sin  no  mote."  My  Tutor,  Mr.  Brown,  now 
arriving  in  college,  I  got  other  and  more  eligible 
lOoms  on  Aw  side,*  not  choosing  to  haveaoy  doings 
whatsoever  with  Mary  Baxter. 

During  this  Vacation  I  also  formed  some  two  or 
three  valuable  connexions  amongst  the  men  who 
remniued  in  college  sitting  for  Fellowships.  With 
them  and  my  pupils  I  occasionally  relaxed  so  far 
as  to  take  a  boating  up  to  the  romantic  little  vil- 
lage of  Grantchesier,  a  spot  so  sequestered  that  it 
seems  absolutely  cut  off  from  all  communication 
with  the  rest  of  the  world.  There  is  no  road 
through  it,  that  I  know  of,  which  leads  to  any  vil- 
lage of  consequence,  much  less  to  any  market 
town,  so  that  when  here  you  arrive,  it  seem^ 
almost  as  though  you  could  go  no  farther. 

At  other  times,  when  the  wind  was  favourable 
for  sailing,  we  used  even  to  go  down  the  Cam  all 
the  way  to  Ely,  a  distance  of  twenty  miles  and 
upwards.  After  another  hard  fag  of  a  week  or 
tKo,  a  land    excursion    would   be    proposed   to

Mheain. 

Lord  Osborne's  seat  on  the  Gog  Magogs,  on 
another  occasion,  would  we  visit ;  and,  in  short, 
between  study  and  these  excursions,  with  now  and 
then  a  little  cricket,  billiardii  at  Chesterton,  nnd 
■o  on,  the  humours  of  Pot  Fair  at  Midsunamer,  of 
Stourbridge  Fair*  in  September,  and  of  the  theatre 
at  BamwcU,  the  summer  months  had  slipt  away 
both  profitably  and  pleasantly,  and  the  Freshmen 
of  the  next  year  were  now  to  be  seen  gawkjing 
round  the  University  with  their  Pas  and  Mas,  to

□urt^  Year,  and  kit 
had  now  set  in.  Lee- 
Father  of  ihc  college 
us  through  the  Senate 
to  the  Vice-chancellor  u 
(jualilicd  for  the  degree  of  B.  A.,  &c.  &c.),  gave  m 
frequent  examinations  in  the  subjects  before  lec- 
tured upon  by  Mr,  Brown, 

Having  been  unable  to  "keep  an  ^c(,"  during  the 
last  Term,  for  the  reasons  already  assigned,  I 
naturally  expected  that  an  opportunity  would  be 
aBbided  this  Term  of  reaching  ray  proper  place  in 
(he  Senate  House  Classes.  Mr.  Peacock,  of  Tri- 
nity, and  Mr.  Gwatkin,  of  St.  John's,  were  the 

"  The  Private  Tutors,  with  eight,  ten,  or  a  dozen  pupili, 
during  Ihe  Long  Vacation,  take  up  tlieir  residence,  either 
at  the  Lakes  or  some  other  place  of  summer  recreation. 
If  two  or  three  parlies  sojourn  at  the  same  place,  \\iej 
create  in  the  neighbourhood,  about  the  same  bustle  and 
conviviality  asdoes  a  regiment  of  swldiers,  all  Ihe  gentry 
round  about  taking  an  interest  in  the  thing. 
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Moderators.    Day  after  day  did  I  anidously  await 
the  summons  to  attend  one  of  them,  but  in  rain, 
fbr  it  subsequently  came  out  that  the  number  of 
the  Acts  were  too  much  for  two  Moderators,  even 
dispatching  them  at  the  rate  of  five  in  the  week ; 
and  thus  from  *^  the  pressure  of  business''*  I  was 
overlooked.     True  it  is,  that  although  it  was  cus- 
tomary for  each  man  aspiring  to  high  honours,  to 
keep  two  Acts^  one  in  each  of  the  two  last  Terms, 
yet  several  this  year  were  obliged  to  be  content 
with  one  only.     This  may  account  for  the  over- 
sight the  Moderator  committed  with  respect  to 
myself.     But  I  was  doomed  to  be  yet  more  un- 
fortunate— I  am  willing  to  suppose,  through  the 
same  excess  of  business.     On  finding  it  too  late  in 
the  Term  now  to  have  an  Act  sent  me,  I  waited 
upon  Mr.  Peacock,  respectfully  complaining  of 
the  neglect  I  had  experienced.     He  pditely  and 
feelingly  regretted  the  circumstance,  but  promised 
me  a  Private  Examination. 

The  Term  had  elapsed,  and  indeed  the  Senate 
House  Examination  was  dose  at  hand.  In  my 
rooms  I  was  a  constant  prisoner,  daily,  nay  hourly, 
expecting  a  message  from  the  Moderator,  to  attend 
him.  But  up  to  the  very  Examination-day,  re- 
ceiving no  such  intimation,  I  waited  upon  him, 


and  was  inlbiined  that  the  thing  had  sUpt  his  me- 
moiy,  and  that  the  Classes  being  already  made  out 
and  posted  at  Ueighton''s,  there  was  non  nu  rcniEdy. 
After  many  expressions  of  regret  on  the  part  of 
Mr.  P.,  which  were  evidently  sincere,  I  quittol 
him  and  went  to  my  Tutor,  Mr.  Brown,  who  con- 
soled me  in  every  way  he  could  think  of,  strenuously 
advising  me  against  the  determinatioa  I  had  now 
formed  of  cutting  honours,  by  quietly  sitting  down 
in  the  Gulph.*  In  this  determination,  however, 
I  jKrsisted,  and  for  these  palpable  reasons : 
During  my  whole  residence  at  college  I  had  been 
twice  examined  only,  and  each  time  with  complete 
success.  Being  wholly  absorbed  in  the  direct 
studies  of  my  college,  I  had,  moreover,  never  once 
deviated  to  compete  for  the  several  classical  and 
other  prizes  given  by  the  University  at  large.  In 
a  word,  and  without  canity  be  it  spoken,  I  had 
experienced  no  failure,  no  disappointment  up  to 
the  very  termination  of  my  Under-gradualeship. 
Well,  actuated  by  such  considerations,  how  could

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a  First-Class  Man  of  the  first  college  In  the  Uni- 
versitj',  tamely  submit  to  the  decision,  founded 
upon  an  Opponency  or  two,  which  seldom  call 
forth  a  man's  best  exertions,  and  which  tumbled 
him  headlong  into  the  Third  Class  for  the  Senate- 
House  ?  My  reading  had  all  along  been  of  the 
very  highest  order,  and  in  such  subjects  as  the 
First  and  Second  Classes  only  arc  examined  in. 
Under  what  disadvantages,  then,  must  I  have 
laboured,  when  insteud  of  combating  the  difficultia 
of  Newton  or  Atwood,  my  situation  with  the  Third 
and  Fourth  Classes  would  bring  me  down  to 
Kuclid,  Trigonometry, or  possibly  the  Second  Part 
of  Algebra.  I  felt  well  assured  that  I  necessarily 
must  hence  fall  far  short  of  my  proper  place  in  the 
Tripos,  and  not  choosing  to  lie  any  body,  I  sought 
the  other  alternative — to  be  nobody.  I,  therefore, 
"  Gulphed  it." 

During  (he  last  six  weeks  of  the  preparation  for 
the  Senate  Ilou^e,  the  students  arc  termed  Ques- 
tionists.  All  of  us  bearing  that  appellation,  as- 
semble in  the  Combination-room  at  seven  in  the 
morning  of  the  first  Monday  after  Plough  Monday, 
when,  after  an  excellent  breakfast,  we  all  march 
tway  for  the  Senate  House,  headed  by  the  Father, 
and  usually  accompanied  by  the  Tutors,  so  as 


m 
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there  to  airivD  a  little  before  eight.  My  Tuwt 
a]l  the  way  dissuaded  me  from  the  course  I  m- 
tendcd  to  pursue— but  in  vain.  Mr.  P.  seeiDtd 
equally  anxious  for  me  to  io  my  best  under  ilie 
citcuin stances,  and  it  was  even  intimated  that  so 
soon  as  I  had  outstripped  the  Third  Class  I  shouU 
ascend  to  tbc  Second,  and  so  on.  But  then  1 
knew  full  well  that  half  (he  day,  if  not  half  the 
Examination,  must  pass  before  I  could  thus  find 
my  level.  I  therefore  remained  unshaken  in  my 
resolution. 

But  now  all  the  Classes  being  arranged,  two  and 
two  together,  at  the  Game  tabic — First  and  Second 
together,  the  Third  and  Fourth,  and  so  on — the 
Third  and  Fourth  Classes  were  examined  in  Book- 
work,  the  Senior  MoJeralor,  Mr.  Gwatkin,  from  a 
book  in  bis  hand,  continually  givingouttheenunda- 
tion  of  some  proposition  in  Geometry,  Algebra,  and 
the  olhpr  more  elementary  subjects.  For  amusement, 
as  well  as  to  keep  myself  warm,  the  weather  being 
severe,  I  wrote  out  a  lew  propositions,  and  putting 
them  into  my  pocket  instead  of  into  the  hands  of 
the  Moderator,  at  the  conclusion  of  the  hour, 
marched  off  to  my  rooms. 

During  this  same  hour,  the  Fifth  and  Sixth 
Classes  had  been  examined  in   Book-work  by  the

juat  facility  of  getting  into  the  higher  classes,  The 
moment  I  had  fiaisheJ  a  proposilioD,  another  MB 
before  me,  and  id  (his  manner  I  proceeded  imbl 
St.  Mary's  chimed  eleven,  when  Peacock  goag 
the  round  to  collect  each  man's  papers,  (bund  nt 
off  with  mine  in  my  pocket.  I  had  retired  mlk 
them  to  rey  friend  Valpy's  lo  lunch,  where  tin 
fire  being  dull  and  the  weather  wintry,  I  node 
fuel  of  them. 

During  this  hour  and  a  half,  theBrst  anduomd 
classes  were  also  examined  in  Book-work  by  Mr. 
Gwatkin. 

At  one,  again  we  assembled,  and  the  third  and 
fourth  classes  were  examined  one  hour  in  Book- 
work,  viz.  from  one  to  two.  With  regard  M 
myself,  Mr.  1'.  having  noticed  my  doings  at  the 
last  meeting,  now  waxed  exceeding  wroth,  and 
coming  up  to  me  said,  "  as  you  seem  determined, 
Mr.  - — —  not  10  sock  honour  at  this  examination. 
I  have  to  tell  you,  Sir,  that  you  must  avoid  disgrace 
by  fagging  for  your  degree.  You  must  go  dowD 
to  the  eighth  class.  Sir,  and  let  me  tell  you  if 
when  there,  you  continue  to  do  nothing,  your 
degree  will  not  be  given  to  you."  Whereupon 
escorting  me  the  whole  length  of  the  Senate-house, 
he  left  me  in   the  good  company  of  the  embrje 
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$Ol  n  AAoc  and  Apostles.  These  poor  feyowf  were 
•seribbling  away  all  the  propositioiu  of  Eudid,  as 
if  life  or  death  were  to  be  the  issue.  I  seated 
Aiyadf  close  to  a  clever  Hebrew  sdiolar,  who  has 
amoe  inigrated  to  Calcutta  as  aprofessor  of  Oriental 
X«siign!^es-*a  man  of  shrewd  talent  tn  such  matters, 
^t  not  quite  so  quidc  at  the  mathematics.  <*  How 
is  was  I  know  not,  but  so  it  was,^— the  moment  I 
went  down  amongst  them,  the  lengthened  visages 
•f  these  gentlemen  began  visibly  to  shorten.  Guess- 
ing I  had  nothing  to  do  for  mjself,  and  that  I 
ibaight  just  as  well  be  assisting  them,  as  shiveringly 
to^  sit  wanning  my  hands  in  my  inexpressibles,  no 
iooner  had  the  examiner  dc^vered  the  enunciation 
9t  the  proposition  or  problem,  and  turned  his  back 
Upon  the  table,  than  I  was  accosted  in  a  most 
^piteous  tone  with,  ^*  pray.  Sir,  do  be  so  kind  as  to 
tcO  me  what  line  to  draw  ncfxt  ifi  this  figure. 
Thank  you.  Sir.  Indeed,  I  am  infinitely  oUiged 
to  you.'^  Then  again  in  a  minute  or  two,  '*  I  am 
itfdiamed  to  trouble  you,  but  would  you  just  tell 
me  that  again.  Sir.  Thank  you,  Sir.^  Next,  a 
man  from  the  opposite  side  of  the  taUe,  having 
tar  the  last  ten  minutes  been  leaning  his  head  upon 
his  hand,  excogitating  most  intensely,  exclaimed, 
*'  I  shall  be  plucked  to  a  certainty,  and  if  so,  I

may  as  well  hang  myself,  my  father  having  agaa 
and  again  threatened  to  disinherit  mc  if  I  ani 
plucked — do  help  me  over  this  difficulty,  Sii-" 
Without  giving  any  more  of  the  lajnentaliou 
poured  forth  ever  and  anon  by  these  hspless  tai 
helpless  wights,  let  it  be  sufficient  to  add,  thit 
finding  myself  in  such  incessant  rec[uest  amoo^t 
them,  and  not  heing  quite  sure  that  at  length  tbeil 
importunities  might  not  reach  the  ears  of  the 
ejfamincrs,  and  thus  get  me  into  trouble,  I  set  tot 
apparently  on  my  own  account.  Every  deductiai 
from  Euclid,  every  little  thing  in  Algebra  or  Me- 
chanics, not  immediately  Book-work,  I  did,  to  &» 
utter  astonishment  of  all,  whose  optica  could  leadi 
as  far,  who,  taking  advantage  of  their  proximi^, 
and  my  simplicity,  drew  thereof  duplicates,  tripli- 
cates, &c.  with  the  rapidity,  although  not  the 
accuracy  of  a  copying-machine.  The  Hebraut 
above  alluded  to,  being  my  right-hand  man,  ogled 
my  performances  with  better  success  than  the  rest, 
inasmuch,  as  having  during  the  whole  of  the  ex- 
amination maintained  his  position,  he  ultimately, 
became  Captain  of  the  Foil,  a  distinction  of  which 
he  was  subsequently  not  a  little  consetguentisl.

On  the  Wednesday  a  diHerent  arrangement  of 
the  Classes  takes  place.  From  eight  to  nine  Mr. 
Qwatkln  examined  the  Sixth  Class — Mr.  Peacock, 
the  First.  From  half-past  nine  to  eleven  the 
Fourth  and  Fifth  were  examined  together  by  Mr. 
G.— the  Second  and  Third  by  Mr.  P.  From 
one  to  three  Mr.  G.  attended  to  the  First — Mr. 
P,  to  the  Sixth  Class.  From  half-past  three  to 
five,  Mr.  G.  was  engaged  with  the  Second  and 
Third— Mr.  P.  with  the  Fourth  and  Fifth,  and 
with  liiae  labours  terminated  the  third  day. 

The  hours  of  attendance  arc  the  same  on  the 
Thursday  as  on  the  former  three  days,  but  the 
examinations  are  conHned  to  Logic,  Moral  PhJlo- 
BOphy,  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  &c. 

The  fatigue  of  the  Examiners  and  their  assis- 
tants, from  the  first,  has  been  extreme,  superin- 
tending by  day  the  actual  examination  of  the 
several  Classes,  and  sitting  up  all  night  to  inspect 
and  appreciate  the  huge  piles  of  scribbling  paper. 
According  to  the  sum  total  of  each  man's  marb, 
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is  now  maile  out  a  Iresh  arrangement  of  (he  Classes 
called  the  Brackets.  These,  in  which  each  is 
placed  according  to  merit,  at  eight  o'clock  on 
Friday  morning,  are  hung  upon  the  pillars  in  the 
Senate-house.  To  see  these  Brackets,  by  which 
the  fate  of  the  principal  men  begins  to  be  pretty 
evident,  there  is  always,  at  this  juncture,  a  great 
rush  into  the  Senate-house  from  the  whole  junior 
part  of  the  University. 

The  Examination  now  re-commences,  according 
to  Brackets,  and  after  a  mortal  struggle  with  some 
of  them,  finally  closes  at  five  o'clock,  The  A[ode- 
ratoTs  retire,  taking  with  them  the  papers  of  the 
combatants,  and  by  ten  or  twelve  that  very  night, 
givu  out  the  name  of  the  Senior  Wrangler. 
Should  the  Senior  and  Second  Wrangler  be  nearly 
on  a  par,  this  decision,  even  at  midnight,  occasions 
DO  small  stir  in  the  University.  If  Trinity,  for 
instance,  anticipate  the  satisfaction  of  that  honour 
fiilling  to  one  of  its  own  members,  you  sec 
parodhig  the  Great  Court,  a  number  of  Gownsmen, 
all  eager  to  caich  the  first  intelligence  of  it,  either 
from  within  walls,  if  the  IVfodcrators  happen  to 
decide  at  Trinity,  or,  in  the  other  case,  from  the 
porter  at  the  gate,  who  has  heard  it  from  some 
without. 
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This  year,  however,  there  wai^  no  such  bustle. 
King,  of  Queen's,  being  Bracketed  off  by  himself 
on  the  Friday  morning,  and  far  beyond  all  com- 
petition. When  there  is  a  great  distance  betvecn 
one  man  and  all  the  rest,  between  his  Bracket  and 
the  ne.\t,  a  number  of  lines  proportioned  to  that 
intcrral  are  inserted  between  them.  Thus,  in  the 
present  case,  between  King's  and  the  next  Bracket, 
unless  my  memory  fails  mc,  there  were  three  sucli 
lines,  inliniating  that  be  was  beyond  all  the  others 
by  three  Brackets — so  that  King  was  even  then  b 
dead  .Senior  Wrangler.  The  rest  of  the  Brackets, 
however,  went  on  with  the  Examination,  and  at 
certain  periods,  that  is,  at  nine,  eleven,  three,  and 
five,  were  again  Bracketed  according  to  merit. 
On  each  fresh  arrangement  of  the  Brackets  beiiig 
thus  effected,  the  Hrst  man  of  each  of  them  is  at 
liberty  to  "  challenge"  the  Bracket  immediately 
above  his  own,  and  may  thus,  even  on  the  fourth 
day  of  the  Examination,  greatly  retrieve  himsetf. 
In  the  year  1778,  as  I  am  told  by  a  "  Captain  of 
iho  PoU"  of  the  year  178S,  the  pr^ent  leamod 
and  venerable  Parish  did  really  make  his  way 
through  many  of  these  Brackets  up  lo  the  Senior 
W'rangler&hip. 

At  C.'ambriitge,  this  Senior  Wranglership,  what- 
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ever  the  rest  of  the  world  may  ihink  of  it,  is  a 
thing  of  mighty  consequence.  "  To  be  or  not  to 
be"  at  the  head  of  the  youth  of  Great  Britain  for 
any  given  year  "  is  the  question,"  and  a  momen- 
tous question,  I  should  think,  it  somenhat  is. 
Thus,  you  see,  every  individual  year,  the  most 
desperate  struggles  in  the  con  lest,  not  only  for  this 
*'  single  Diadem,''  as  the  modem  Solomon  calls  it, 
but  even  for  the  second  and  third  place  in  the 
Tripos.  In  a  ccrlain  year  the  Johnians  flattered 
themselves  they  were  about  to  carry  off  both  the 
Senior  and  Second  Wranglerships ;  buttheTrinity- 
men  rousing  themselves  into  exertion,  came  in 
Becond,  and  only  lost  the  Senior  Wranglership  by 
a  nose.  This  decision  being  announced  at  mid- 
night, the  Secoud  Wrangler  was  chaired  all  round 
the  college  in  the  most  uproarious  triumph,  the 
whole  college,  not  even  excepting  the  Bishop  him- 
sdf,  taking  a  lively  interest  in  the  rejoicings 
With  regard  to  ihe  Senior  Wrangler  himself, 
on  the  election  being  proclaimed,  away  fly  his 
fiiends  to  his  rooms,  accompanied  by  all  his  de> 
pondents,  in  the  shape  of  gyp,  bed-maker,  shoe- 
black, &c.  Sic,  helter-skelter,  all  striving  to  I)e 
Jbramost  in  congratulations.  Gownsmen  and  ser- 
vaahi  know  no  distinctions  on  the  happy 
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but  ill  the  tumult  of  their  joy,  together  gel  glon- 
ously,  royally,  drunk. 

Tipsy  as  may  have  been  the  Senior  Wrangler, 
(and  there  have  been  very  few  sober  Senior 
Wranglers  on  the  first  day  of  creation,  I  wot),  wet 
napkins,  by  way  of  a  night-cap,  or  some  oihet 
restoratives,  must  befit  the  gentleman  agaia  to  ap- 
pear in  the  Senat«-house.  At  eight  on  the  Satur- 
day morning  the  entire  lists  of  Wranglers,  Senior 
Optimes,  and  Junior  Optimcs,  as  likewise  of  the 
Oi  nJXXoi,  are  hung  upon  the  pillars,  and  a 
scene  ensues  which  baffles  all  description.  The 
moment  the  doors  fly  open,  in  rush,  towards  the 
Tripos,  hundreds  of  Gownsmeu  and  Townsmen 
of  all  ranks  and  conditions,  to  read  the  fate  of 
themselves,  their  friends,  or  their  masters.  An 
hour  or  two  having  elapsed  during  this  inspection, 
and  questions,  "  Who's  Second  Wrangler? 
Third?"  and  so  on,  "  Who's  Wooden  Spoon?" 
"  Who's  Captain  of  the  Poll  ?"  having  been  asked 
a  thousand  times,  the  tumult  begins  to  subsidi', 
and  groups  upon  groups,  in  all  directions,  parading 
the  Senate-house,  are  now  lo  be  seen  shaking  hnnda 
in  mutual  congratulations. 

With  regard  to  myself,  I  entered  the  Senate- 
house  this  morning  as  full  of  fearful  forebodings  as 
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My  man.  I  had  been  given  to  understand  that 
the  Tutors  of  my  college  had  fixed  upon  lue,  on 
aecDunt  of  my  obstinacy  during  the  Examination, 
as  a  person  entitled  to  the  Spoon.  From  Mr. 
Peacock's  cvasperatiou,  I  had  also  some  fears  lest 
I  should  be  plucked  ;  but  on  reaching  the  Tripos, 
I  discovered,  to  my  great  and  unspeakable  satis- 
Jaction,  that  my  name  vna  no  where  to  be  founds 
that  I  was  Gulphed.  From  the  Senior  Wrangler 
down  to  the  Wooden  Spoon,  both  of  whom  I  knew 
intimately,  I  had  here  and  there  a  friend  on  the 
Tripos,  for  whom  I  felt  more  or  less  interest.  I 
•incerely  rejoiced  to  find  the  "  Single  Diadem" 
crowning  the  King  of  Queen's,  and  as  sincerely 
did  I  lament  the  decision  which  awarded  to  another 
friend  the  Spoon.  This  worthy  little  fellow,  for 
■heer  amusement  and  love  of  the  Mathema^cs, 
bsd  dabbled  in  them  an  hour  a  day,  or  there- 
abouts, but  little  dreamt  of  being  thus  fixed.  After 
producing  a  modicum  of  his  acquisitions,  he  be- 
^KWght  himself  he  had  gone  too  far,  and  then 
faegnunng  to  vadllate,  finally  settled  into  the 
'  Spocn. 

The  Captain  of  the  Poll,  a  Pembroke  man,  as  I 
have  already  intimated,  fr.-tnkly  and  Ireely  confessed 
to  all  around  him,  the  use  be  had  made  of  my 
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Gcribblings,  whilst  I  was  condemned  by  tlie  Junicff 
Motlcrator  to  the  drudgery  of  the  Eighth  Class. 

Many  were  the  disappointments  and  miscalcu- 
lations of  this  year,  but  by  far  the  most  conspicu- 
ous were  those  of  a  Sydney  omn  and  a  Jesuit.  Both 
these  men  had  been  spoken  of  as  Senior  Wrangler, 
and  yet  both  fell  down  to  Senior  Optimes.  The 
latter  had  been  a  great  orator  at  the  Union  before 
I  put  it  down,  and  no  wonderment,  therefore;  seeing 
that  speechifying  runs  in  the  blood  of  the  family, 
the  gentleman  being  very  nearly  akui  to  that  great 
mouth-piece  of  the  seditious  and  disorderly  "  John 
BuWs  aversion."  This  gentleman,  and  a  very 
gentlemanlike  clever  fellow  he  was,  was  one  of  the 
many  victims  of  that  debating  society. 

At  ten  o'clock  on  the  Saturday,  oneof  the  Esquire 
Bedells*  calls  up  the  Houses,  and  the  Senior 
Mwlerator  makes  a  Latin  speech,  the  Vice-Chan- 
celloT,    arrayed   in    his    crimson   ennined   gown 


•  The  Bedells  are  Ihree  in  number,  and  have  varioo* 
duties;  one  of  which  is,  lo  precede  Ihe  Vice- Chancellor 
on  all  public  occasions,  beating  in  processions  each  * 
silver  mace ;  aaolher  lo  call  ihe  lloases,  that  is,  to  assemble 
the  White-hoods,  and  Black-hoods  (somewhat  like  tha 
Lonls  and  Commons),  who  compose  the  Senate  or  Gotcri- 
ment  of  the  Univeriily, 
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and  other  state  dresses,  all  the  time  beuig  seated 
with  his  cap  on  in  the  chair  of  office.  The 
Junior  Proctor  then  delivers  to  the  Vice-Chan- 
cellor  the  list  of  Honours,  subscribed  thus : 

Eiaminali  et  appTobatia  nobis. 

The  Caput  is  then  called  for  passing  the  suppli- 
cats  of  the  Questiuaists.  On  every  Supplicat  is 
M-rittcn  the  name  of  the  college,  and  the  signature 
of  the  Pra;lector,  or  Head  Lecturer,  of  the  college 
is  subjoined.  A  certificate  is  also  ^ven  to  the 
Caput,  signed  and  scaled  by  the  master  of  the 
college,  stating  that  each  Questionist  has  krpt  his 
full  number  of  Terms.  The  llcgiscrary  of  the  Uni- 
Tersity  next  shews  to  the  Caput  that  every  candi- 
date has  subscribed  (hat  he  is  bona  fide  a  member 
of  the  Church  of  England.  The  Vice-Chanoellot 
reads  the  supplicats  to  the  Caput,  and  on  those 
that  arc  admitted  writes,  'Mif",  A  Bedell  carriai 
supplicats  into  the  non-regent  house,  to  be  read 
by  the  Scrutators,  and  if  all  are  approved,  the 
Senioi  Scrutator  says,  "  Omnrs  plactnt."  If  not 
be  says,  A.  B,  &c.  "  non  placent,"  "  retiqtti  pla- 

'  cent." 

During  these  proceedings,  the  Questionists  have 

I  been  sent  up  into   the  gallery,  which    throughout

Tbt  Vice  Chnwcilor  now  a^wii  ukn  tb 
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The  raomcnt  the  Senior  Wrangler  reaches  the 
A' ice- Chancellor,  there  succeeds  an  involuntary 
burst  of  applause  from  every  part  of  the  gallery, 
the  fair  ladies  themselves,  even,  exhibiting  a  lively 
interest  in  the  honours  thus  pubUcly  conferred  upon 
Science— the  Senior  Wrangler  taking  precedence 
even  of  the  very  nobility. 

King''s  outward  appearance  on  this  proud  day 
was  as  little  indicative  of  the  treasures  viihin,  as  is 
the  exterior  coating  of  the  diamond.  His  gown 
was  a  mere  apology  for  one,  being  too  much  in 
shreds  and  tatters  even  for  the  rag-shop  ;  and  his 
cap,  which  had  once  been  a  true  matlicmatical 
square,  had  now  merged  into  the  most  irregular 
polygon  a  geometer  ever  coped  withal.  But  the 
ladies  would  have  clapped  their  hands  and  waved 
their  kerchiefs  just  the  same,  even  though  his 
academicals  had  been  in  a  still  more  degenerate 
condition. 

The  Father  of  King's  College  next  presents 
bis  sons  in  the  same  manner.  The  Fellow-Com- 
moners, alias  empty-bottles  (not  so  called  because 
they've  let  out  any  thing  during  the  examination), 
are  then  presented  ;  and  afier  them  the  Question- 
tsts  of  Trinity — then  those  of  St.  John's,  and 
lastly,  those  of  the  other  colleges  according  to  ihc 
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Seniority  of  the  Fathers.  As  thej  are  pmented, 
four  or  five  together,  the  Bedells  direct  them  lo 
the  south  aide  of  the  Senate-house.  When  the 
presentation  is  over,  the  Senior  Wrangler  takea 
the  oaths  of  allegiance  and  supremacy,  and  (he 
Senior  Proctor,  with  his  colleague  standing  by  hii 
side,  reads  to  him  this  printed  oath 

Jurabia  quod  niKU  ex  m  <minibua,  sciem,  volnts, 
pratermUisti,  qua  per  legft  out  prohatas  contuttu- 
dines  hujus  Academic  ad  kunc  gradrnn,  quern  an- 
Ut  adipiscendum,  aut  ptragenda,  aul  pcrsolvenda, 
requirunlur,  nisi  quatenus  pergraltam  a&  ^eademti 
COtueBsamlecum  dispensfUuwJ'ueril .  Jurabia,  etiam, 
^od  CtinceUario,  el  Pro-Cancellario  nostro  comiler 
oblemperabis,  et  quod  stalula  nostra,  ordinationet, 
d  eotuuetttdines  apprabotas,  observubis,  Deni'que 
jurabis  quod  eojnposilionetii  inter  Academiam  et  col' 
Itgtum  Regah  factam  sciens,  votens,  non  violabi». 

Ita  le  Deua  juvet,  et  sancta  Dei  Evangelia. 

This  singular  oath  being  sworn  by  each  man, 
the  Senior  Wrangler,  followed  by  all  tlie  other 
Qucitionists  and  preceded  by  a  Bedell,  march 
round  the  chair,  and  as  they  pass  they  bow  to  the 
Vice- Chan cellot  and  to  the  proctors  who  stand  on 
either  side  of  him.  The  Senior  Wrangler  then 
knveling  down  the  Viee-Chancellor  takes  1: 
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between  hts  ovm  and  admits  him  pronouncing 
kloud  these  words : 

Authoritale  mihi  commism,  admitlo  te  ad  retpon- 
dtndum  qu^lioni.  In  nomine  PatrU  et  FiJii  et 
Spiriliu  Sancti. 

The  rest  are  similarly  admitted,  and  afterwards 
go  to  the  Sophs  Schools  under  the  Public  Library 
to  answer  the  Questions  which  may  be  oaked  tbem 
by  their  respective  Fathers. 

This  last  ceremony  has,  now-a-days,  become  a 
mere  matter  of  form.  Vou  ascend  the  rostrum 
<^posite  the  one  occupied  by  the  Father,  or  any 
other  M.  A.  that  fancies  the  work,  who  having 
punned  a  little  upon  your  name,  you  descend  and 
go  your  way  home,  the  whole  business  of  taking 
the  degree  of  B.  A.  being  now  over.  The  general 
question  is,  "  Quid  est  nomen?"  to  which  you 
reply,  "  Nescio."  But  should  there  be  any  thing 
ptinabk  in  the  name,  advantage  is  taken  of  it  to 
create  a  laugh  against  you.  Mi.  SniM,  for  instance, 
the  celebrated  private  tutor,  on  Ixing  put  into  the 
box,  was  asked,  "  Quid  est  a^s?"  to  which  he  re- 
turned, "  Nescio  nisi  finis  Examination  is," — 
"  none  such  a  worser,"  methinks.  On  my  raount- 
ing  the  rostrum  I  was  assailed  with,  "  Quid  est 
Latiu-rectum  ?"  which  was  too  wretched  to  be  re- 
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plied  to,  and  bo  far  fetched  that  the  mathemati- 
cians  themselves  will  hardly  therefrom  detect  mj 
name. 

On  the  evening  of  this  day  the  neir  Bacfadon 
forming  into  parties,  have  a  feast,  and  both  llw 
fortunate  and  unfortunate,  the  une  set  levelling 
vithjoy,  and  the  other  drowning  their  sonows, 
contrive  once  more  to  riot  in  the  neclareous  juices 
of  Punch,  Audit,  and  Bacchus. 

The  Bachelors  now  for  the  greater  part  having 
done  with  the  University,  go  off  to  study  for  holj 
orders.  The  Oi  Il6X\ot  to  a  man,  and  a  great 
portion  of  Junior  Optimes,  and  Senior  Optimes 
are  thus  disposed  of.  The  residue  remain  to  take 
pupils  and  toget  Fellowships.  All  Wranglers  of 
the  fourteen  small  colleges  take  Fellowship  as 
theybecome  vacant  in  the  order  of  Seniority.  But 
at  St.  John's  as  well  as  at  Trinity  even  Fellow- 
ships require  a  separate  and  very  severe  examtna- 
timi.  At  Trinity  in  the  three  following  Septem- 
bers a  B.  A.  who  is  already  a  "  scholar  upon  the 
foundation,"  can  each  time  become  a  candidate — 
after  which  he  is  superannuated.  This  examina- 
tion which  has  already  been  described  at  eonsider- 
ablo  length  is  perfectly  independent  of  all  others. 
Should  a  mail  be  Senior  Wrangler  it  wJUbeasi 
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sary  for  him  to  prepare  for  it  as  thougli  he  were 
ihe  Wooden  Spoon.  This  is  another  instaoce  of 
the  wise  and  enlightened  views  of  Trinity.  Thus 
suppose  a  man  is  so  indisposed  that  lie  cannot 
Ittend  the  Senate-house  examination,  nor  conse- 
I'qucntly  acquire  any  Honour,  he  is  obliged  to  be 
gulphed,  taking  what  is  termed  an  /Egrotal  degree. 
iBut,  at  Trinity  there  is  yet  a  road  to  fame 
and  riches  left  open  for  him.  He  despairs  not, 
fteling  assured  that  after  three  more  years  of  hard 
atudy,  he  may  yet  secure  a  Fellowship.  Deter- 
[vined  by  these  considerations,  I  now  made  up  my 
^ind  to  try'  my  luck  to  the  uttermost,  and  accord- 
lingly  to  remain  a  longer  period  in  the  University. 
L  I  bad  resolved,  however,  with  a  few  friends  to 
luve  a  rustication  for  a  month  or  two.  On  the 
Sonday  after  the  Examination  half  a  dozen  of  us 
Mt  off  in  a  chaise  for  Huntingdon,  wherein  one 
VKy  or  another  we  spent  the  day,  not  very  righte- 
'Cnsly,  indeed,  nor  very  wickedly,  but  exceedingly 
'■greeably.  We  attended  church,  in  the  evening, 
fMid  were  much  amused  if  not  edified  by  the  hor- 
^lorf  efiusions  of  a  very  "  Popular  Preacher," 
;^riio  but  the  year  before  bad  gone  off  from  the 
Senate-house  as  one  of  the  twelve.  This  man 
rinvitcd  us  to  supper,  but  afterwards  fearing,  as  wc 
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supposed,  that  the  popularity  he  had  taken  nich 
infinite  pains  to  establish  in  the  good  town  gf 
Huntingdon,  would  be  bloim  up  at  a  breath  l^ 
any  little  irregularities  we  might  choose  to  indalgl 
in,  he  revoked  it,  and  left  us  the  alteroadwoi 
scandalizing  him  yet  the  more  by  leaving  i»  It 
parade  the  streets  half  the  night  long  to  the  di«» 
pose  of  the  reverend  pastor  himself,  as  well  u  U 
that  of  his  flock. 

From  Huntingdon,  having  an  invitation  from  n 
old  friend  of  Clare'IIail,  I  proceeded  to  LeiceiM. 
Three  weeks  I  spent  here  as  agreeably  as  I  ooaU 
desire.  I  found  the  good  hosiers  of  that  krge 
nanufactory  as  hospitable  as  they  are  rich.  I  WM 
introduced  to  several  highly  respectable  families, 
and  accompanied  my  friend  and  his  amiable  atttn 
to  several  evening  patties,  to  whist,  quadrilles,  &c. 
on  the  grandest  scale.  The  people  of  Leicesltr 
appear  to  vie  with  each  other  in  the  splendor  and 
magnitude  of  their  entertainments.  It's  a  com- 
mon every-day  occurrence  with  them  to  invite » 
a  hundred  or  a  hundred  and  fifty  on  these  occasioas. 
The  largcfit  and  most  magnificent  I  had  At 
honour  to  be  inviteii  to,  was  one  given  by  ibf 
celebrated  Miss  Linwood  of  nccdlc-work  notoriety 
Although  this  occupation  itself  is  clearly  a  o 


le,  yet  the  extraoTcliiiary  superiority 
of  this  lady  over  all  competitors,  entitles  her  to  be 
regarded  a  real  genius.  If  you  tell  your  tailor  that 
you  roust  have  a  coat  cut  and  and  stitched  in  the 
perfection  of  his  art,  he  informs  you  that  since  for 
that  puqMJse  he  must  call  in  a  genius  to  whom  he 
must  pay  douhlc  wages,  your  pay  must  be  in  the 
same  proportion ;  and  moreover,  that  as  such 
geniuses  are  generally  sotting  at  some  public-house 
for  a  week  or  two  at  a  sitting,  you  must  be  as  un- 
sparing  of  time  as  of  money.  Again,  if  you  re- 
monstrate with  your  printer,  complaining  of  his 
lardineiis  in  sending  you  the  proof  sheets  of  Greek 
or  Mathematics,  his  excuse  is  ready,  scil.  "  I  have 
only  one  man  capable  of  setting  up  such  work,  and 
he  has  been  drunk  these  three  weeks".  In  short, 
in  every  department  of  life  the  genius  is  equally 
conspicuous,  and  wherever  it  may  he  found,  espe- 
cially when  unoWured  by  the  fumes  of  dissipation, 
it  has  equal  right  to  admiration.  A  true  and  per- 
ftcl  genius  is  Miss  Linwood.  Whatever  she  under- 
takes she  shines  pre-eminently  in.  On  the  present 
occasion,  although  nearer  seventy  than  sixty,  I  was 
informed,  she  opened  the  <]uadrilles  «ith  the  case, 
grace,  and  agility  of  a  girl  of  seventeen  ;  and  from 
tile  silent  admiration  of  all  the  party,  she  was  evi- 


^ 
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dently  considered  a  very  Euperiot  dancer.  Here  I 
miglit  describe  hor  person,  and  the  treasures oTbs 
mansion,  which  arc  chiefly  drawn  from  her  own  men- 
tal resources.  But  not  having  room  for  lengthy  it- 
tails  and  descriptions  unconnected  with  Univcmty 
matters,  I  must  quit  the  pleasant  theme  as  well » 
my  good  friends  of  Leicester — even  "  The  three 
Graces,^'  the  Misses  C — x,  who  were  as  ace 
plished  as  they  were  lovely. 

From  Leicester  I  depiLrt^d  for  the  MetfrnioBi, 
there  to  meet  a  college  friend,  who  having  travelW 
much  at  home  as  well  as  abroad,  now  proposed 
shewing  me  Life  in  London.  The  theatres  being 
the  principal  foci,  to  which  converge  most  of  whtl  ' 
is  curious  or  rare,  nightly  almost  did  we  vidt 
one  or  other  of  them.  I  was  soon  initiated  into 
the  mysteries  of  the  saloons,  not  only  at  llii: 
theatres  (which  by  the  way,  arc  not  very  niysteri- 
ouB  now-a  days,  the  indecencies  there  exhibited 
being  so  openly  visible  that  one  cannot  take  i 
modest  lady  to  the  boxes  withotil  both  seeing  anil 
hearing  enough  to  deter  her  from  ever  entering  the 
place  again),  but  also  of  those  oyster  shops,  to 
which  the  frequenters  of  the  lobbies,  of  both  sexes, 
repair,  after  the  theatres  have  closed,  to  have  what 
u  called  a  "  I-'inish."  Another  sort  of  a  "  Finisb' 
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U  the  Cyder  Cellar  in  MuiilGn  Lane.  Hltlier  we 
used  from  the  theatres  to  go,  to  have  poaclied  eggs, 
ft  Welsh  rabbit,  or  some  such  wind-up. 

In  this  subterraneous  concern  they  shew  you  the 
identical  arm-chair  in  which  the  great  Professor 
Poraon  used  to  preside  nightly  as  chairman,  keep- 
ing "  the  table  in  a  roar  "  all  night  long  with  the 
.power  of  his  inexhaustible  humour.  And,  over 
ihc  chimney  you  see  bis  portrait.  Alas  !  poor 
Ponon,  thou  wast  indeed  a  gftiiu^ — truly  a  most 
uncommon  genius — but  like  too  many  other  supe- 
rior beings — the  Morlands  and  Chattcrlons  of  this 
world— thou  also  too  cheaply  valued  life,  and  "  left 
tu,  loth  to  leave  thee."  All  the  world  knows  the 
untimely  fate  of  this  great  man.  fiot  few  have 
beard  the  particulars  of  his  life.  Hannah  More 
bas  related  some  of  them,  and  I  have  seen  some- 
where a  short  biographical  sketch  of  him,  but  the 
persons  best  qualified  for  the  task,  are  those  Fel- 
lows of  Trinity  college  who  were  his  contempora- 
ries— or,  perhaps,  the  very  best,  is  Ncwby  the 
chapel  clerk  of  that  College,  the  identical  rum-one 
who  bothered  Brongham  so  the  other  day  about 
the  pictures.

Gordon,  when  in  town,  was  the  president.  JemniT 
was  a  much  greater  man  here,  even,  ihan  at  Cam- 
bridge, bciDg  always  addressed  as  Lord  Gordon, 
Sic.  In  short  we  rambled  into  every  hole  and 
corner  of  the  huge  city,  seeing  sights  scared]' 
to  be  imagined,  much  less  described.  But  the 
upshot  of  the  excursion  was  a  dead  fobbery,  bj 
R  man  since  murdered,  and  by  a  suitor  for  the 
StafTordshirc  peerage,  of  all  the  money  we  both 
possessed,  and  a  consequent  disiappaiiitment  of  i 
trip  to  Paris.  So  much  for  the  Liions  of  Lon- 
don. 

Having  thus  "  paid  for  peeping,"  we  founil  our- 
selves rather  scantily  supplied  with  the  necdiitl, 
and  I  began  seriously  to  ruminate  as  to  the  pro- 
bability of  "  raising  the  wind  "  amongst  the  pub- 
lishers. Bui  after  a  few  unsuccessful  attempts  I 
had  almost  abandoned  so  unpromising  an  expedient 
when  I  closed  all  at  once  with  two  houses — with 
one  for  a  mathematical  work  of  some  magnitude  on 
the  plan  of  ha/f  prafita,  and  with  the  other  for 
seeing  a  Latin  one  correctly  through  the  press.  The 
former,  however,  bringing  no  cash  tmmediateli/  to 
one's  empty  coffers,  and  the  latter,  through  the 
culpable  negligence  of  an  insolent  nobleman 's-ille- 
gitimate,  of  a  printer,  who  is  silly  enough  to  bng 
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of  his  origin,  bringing  it  in  scarcely  at  the  rate  i>f 
two  and  thirty  shillings  a-weeli,  I  again  retunied 
to  the  University  ;  Mr.  Brown,  my  tutor,  having 
kindly  negotiated  with  me  a  loan  of  fifty  pounds 
fiir  that  express  purpose. 

In  the  month  of  March,  1 830,  I  again  resumed 
tny  studies  at  Trinity.  During  my  long  absence, 
my  old  rooms  had  been  occupied  by  an  Under- 
graduate, but  now,  being  a  scholar,  and  a  Bachelor 
of  Arts,  forsooth,  I  claimed  a  more  commodious 
suite  of  apartments  in  the  first  floor  of  the  Bishop's 
Hostel.  Here,  with  the  "  wry-nosed  beauty"  os 
m  bed-maker,  and  a  very  subservient  gyp,  I  was 
iHice  more  perfectly  at  my  ease  in  college,  and  the 
more  so  from  my  expenses,  through  the  emolu- 
ments and  privileges  of  the  scholarship,  being 
greatly  diminished.  For  the  use  of  their  parents, 
IS  well  as  the  incipient  students  themselves,  I  give 
m  specimen  of  every  thing,  and  therefore  subjoin 
my  college  bill  for  this  one  ti 
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Id  this  hiWihe  Ds.is!iamtra.a[onoiDominus,a 
title  due  to  all  Bachelors  of  Arts.  It  may  be  here 
;yaiiarkcd,  that  Undergraduates  have  no  distinctive 
flppcllal ion  beyond  Freshman  and  Soph.  Bachelors 
.»e  Dmninus,  and  Masters  of  Arts  arc  called  Mr. 
'any  an  M.A.  is  ircak  enough,  at  the  same 
nooiQent  that  he  substitutes  for  the  square  cap  a 
jioinmon  hat,  to  set  the  painter  at  work  to  place 
er  his  door  the  additional  Mr. 
These  nice  college  distinctions.  I  have  taken 
■ome  pains  throughout  the  worl(  to  illustrate,  not 
inly  as  tending  to  render  my  picture  of  the  Uni- 
nersity  a  more  perfect  likeness,  but  also  with  the 
riew  of  preventing  the  public  at  large,  and  cspe- 
Oilly  the  editors  of  cerlain  Journals,  from  ex- 
ling  their  want  of  an  University  education. 
WTienever  these  gentlemen  presume  to  handle 
[Jniversity  matters,  some  slip  of  the  kind  is  sure 
lead  to  the  exposure.  For  instance,  in  the 
|iuiuary  of  1823,  in  giving  the  lists  of  the 
ipos  irom  the  Cambridge  Chronicle,  a  certain 
[>er  misinterpreted  Ds.  into  Z)r«.,  and  thus  in- 
med  the  world  that  at  Cambridge  in  one  and 
:  same  day  were  dubbed  Doctors  oite  hundred 
i  gixly-tkree .'  Many  other  specimens  might 
adduced  (not  dissimilar  to  which  is  the  blunder 
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Brougham  committed  whilst 
Ncwby  the  other  day— although  this  douglit; 
champion  is  so  cognoscent  in  Univeraily  matten). 
but  the  subject  is  curious  rather  than  useful. 

It  being  unuEual  for  Bachelors  in  the  first  Se^ 
Icmber  after  the  Scnntc-housc  Exarainatitm  to  at 
for  Fellowships,  I  now  felt  little  regret  that,  Aaaag 
my  absence  from  Cambridge,  this  opportunity  htA 
slipt  by  me.  A  greater  source  of  disquiet  m 
derivable  from  the  time  I  had  lost  in  my  prepara- 
tions for  the  Examination  to  take  place  in  the 
September  fbUoning.  But  this  circumstance  did 
not  greatly  distress  me.  In  the  iuterim  I  iai 
not  been  idle.  I  had  seen  a  little  of  the  world,  ■ 
thing  which  before  I  was  entirtiy  ignorant  of.  I 
had  read  a  few  pages  of  the  book  of  human  life, 
ami  hoped,  during  the  progress  I  had  to  male 
through  it,  to  avail  myself  of  the  practical  know- 
ledge it  so  abundantly  afforded.  There  were  yrt 
two  chances  remaining,  in  one  of  which  succen 
was  not  exceedingly  improbable,  provided  I  should 
be  able,  aflei  so  long  an  interruption,  to  resume 
my  studies  with  my  wonted  vigour  and  assiduity. 

Stimulated  by  these  reflections,  and  the  prospect 
of  the  honourable  independence  of  a  Trinity  Fel- 
lowship, once  more  I  sat  down   in  company  with- 
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\tiit  authors,  in  order  to  form  a  more  familiar  iiiti-

Hanuel.     To   none    of  the    duties  of  his  college 

irould   he    conform,    hut  despite    of  Impositions, 

tch  came  thick  upon  him,  would  cut  Chapel, 
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Hall,  Lectures,  and  every  thing  that  impoid 
upon  him  the  least  restraint,  fiut  for  the  nspect 
with  which  they  regarded  his  abilities,  he  could 
not  possihly  have  escaped  u  downright  Expulsm- 
This  unfortunate  sluggishness  or  obstinacy  pre- 
vailed, during  the  time  he  was  my  pupil,  to  the 
extent  of  keeping  him  from  me  about  nineteen 
times  in  twenty.  Another  pupil,  also,  of  cotm- 
derablc  talent  sought  ine,  hut  this  gcDtlcroan  «ai 
too  handsome  to  study  hard  enough,  or  I  might 
possibly  have  made  something  of  him.  Calling 
upon  him  one  morning  rather  early,  to  tell  him  la 
come  for  his  Lecture  at  another  hour  than  the 
usual  one,  I  found  his  hand  hanging  out  of  bed 
with  a  glove  on  ;  but,  finding  himself  detected,  be 
whipt  it  under  cover  *'  helbre  you  could  say  Jmi 
Robinson."  Effeminacies  like  these,  induced,  no 
doubt,  by  the  flattering  admiration  of  the  tir 
snohbesses,  engrossed  so  much  of  his  time  and  at- 
tention, that  I  presently  discovered  my  utraosi 
exertions  would  prove  unavailing.  The  third 
pupil  was  likewise  well  stocked  with  brains,  but 
prior  to  entering  at  Cambridge,  instead  of  having 
been  educated  at  a  good  English  Grammar  or 
Public  School,  he  had  been  running  round  the 
world,  picking  up  OD  the  continent,  and  in  every 
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Other  part  of  the  globe  almost,  a  vast  deal  of  know- 
ledge forsooth,  hut  not  of  the  kind  wc  want  at 
Cambridge.  He  knew  enough  of  men,  women, 
and  children,  but  hardly  enough  for  college  ad- 
.nisgion,  of  Latin,  Greek,  or  the  Mathematics. 
Had  this  gentleman  been  well  grounded,  one 
might  have  huilt  upon  him,  but  by  the  time  a 
fimndation  had  been  made,  the  examinations  came 
OD  just  at  the  time  he  waa  b^inning  to  pripnrc 
tot  them.

tar  aimilar  reasons,  as  well  as  the  disinclination   to 

ive  up  my  prospects  in  college,  declined  it. 
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the  things  aforesaid  having  passed,  the  dessert,  and 
other  things  drinkable,  besides,  "  every  thing 
drinkable^'  (if  I  may  quote  myself}  having  made 
their  appearance,  wc  fall  to  upon  them  also  that 
ibcy  likewise  may  pass,  The  wag  of  a  ftillow — 
the  *'  arbiter  bibcndi,"  now  discovering  tliat  his 
vines  had  killed  dull  Care,  and  in  his  shoes  stood 
lively  Joy,  pushing  around  the  botlomlcas^ 
bumpers,  proposed  as  the  civenticth  toast  "  the 
Uaiden  Snobbesses,  with  three -limes-three— no: 
meaning  thereby,  Gentlemen,  that  each  of  the 
three- times- three  Miss  Go-to-beds-f — the  nine 
Muses,  is  to  monopolize  one  of  the  cheers.  No, 
Gentlemen,  I  being  a  lover  of  them  all,  as  you'll 
aoon  sec,  propose  my  toast  in  honour  of  the  whole 
Tirgincommunity  of  the  redoubtable  (own  of  Cam-

jocularity  of  the  whole  parly.  Being  a  Bachelor, 
and  one  out  of  three  of  that  higher  order  of 
students,  who  had  honoured  this  Undergra- 
duate on  the  present  occasion,  of  course,  like 
the  rest,  I  held  as  grave  a  countenance  as 
I  could ;  but,  I  mtist  confess,  had  I  been  the 
only  one  of  my  year  present,  so  ludicrously 
eager  were  most  of  the  maids  —especially  the  old 
ones— for  the  holy  rites  of  matrimony,  that  1  must 
have  brought  myself  to  a  downright  level  with  the 
underlings.  This  scene  being  closed  amid  the 
most  outrageous  applause,  and  the  rest  of  the  com- 
pany becoming  regardless  of  all  distinctions,  out 
slipt  the  Bachelors  as  they  best  could,  leaving  the 
residue  to  perform  the  "  finish." 

These  jolly  ones,  it  seems,  proceeded  with  the 
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fottvities  of  the  day  the  greater  part  of  the  night, 
sallying  forth  into  the  streets  to  skirmish 
with  the  snobs,  now  romping  with  the  bed-makers, 
nd  so  on,  and  ever  and  anou  resuming  the  bottle. 
But  the  exposition  of  the  maids'love-lctters  produced 
merriment,  and  suggested  also  much  sport  for 
other  days.  Each  man  had,  or  pretended  to  have 
had  some  such  conquests  over  the  fair  ones  to  boast 
of,  and  much  coaversatioa  naturally  arose  relative 
to  the  subject  generally.

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beautiful,  tlie  most  perfect  of  angels.  So  extra- 
vagantly ludicrous  were  these  raptures,  that,  as 
the  lady  confeiised,  much  as  she  enjoyed  the  thing, 
she  was  ohlig«l  abruptly  to  dismiss  the  (alien  cap- 
tive, to  prevent  an  actual  discovery  of  the  trick 
played  upon  him.  Another  meeting  was  ap- 
pointed, and  took  place  much  as  hefore,  with  the 
exception  that  the  lover  now  sued  so  eloquently 
and  forcibly  for  the  nuptials,  that  the  lady  at 
length  yielded  consent,  and  promised  to  run  off 
that  day  week,  at  four  in  the  morning,  meeting 
him  at  the  first  mile-stone  on  the  road  to  Hun- 
tingdon. It  was  next  agreed  that  the  union 
■hould  be  solemnized  at  Huntingdon,  by  the  gen- 
tleman's friend,  the  curate  of  that  place,  he  taking 
her  and  the  biide's  maid  up  at  the  aforesaid  mile- 
Btonc,  and  so  whisking  away  in  a  chaise  and  four 
to  the  Fountain. 

The  wicked  rogues  did  actually  proceed  to  the 
very  last  extremity  in  this  ridiculous  piece  of 
humbug.

Arriving  one  after  anotber  at  the 
Fountain,  the  fugitives,  who  first  got  there,  were 
anxiously  waiting  the  arrival  of  the  parson,  far 
fear  of  being  detected  by  the  firiends  of  the  parenu, 
when  a  whole  posse  of  the  tandemizcrs  (some  of 
whom  were  his  particular  friends)  entered  the 
room,  convulsed  with  laughter,  as  they  pretended 
at  the  result  of  a  wager  which  had  been  laid,  vit 
"  that  the  man  milk  ike  bcauttj'vl  countenance  canU 
be  made  to  pass  for  a  lady/'  Little  as  Air.  X. 
Y.  was  disposed  to  look  over  the  use  they  Bcemed 
to  have  made  of  bim  in  the  experiment  (he  was 
innocent  enough  to  believe  them),  after  a  few 
crossings  of  the  room,  and  a  number  of  good 
solemn  oalbs,  accompanied  by  certain  Iiints  about 
honour,  and  all  that,  the  good-natured  man, 
thinking  with  Falstafi",  that  "discretion  is  the  better 
part  of  valour,"  forgave  them;  and  the  whole  party 
CI  ct  armvi  sat  donn  to  a  devilish  fine  dinner  (to 
use  their  own  language),  and,  in  short,  concluded 
the  play  with  a  most  delectable  entertainment. 
The  performances  being  over,  the  tandems  at 
length  lined  the  road  through  Godmancheater,  to 
Old  Granta,  and  the  bride,  bridegroom  and 
bridcmaid  trundled  home  again  with  merriment  as 
vehemently  vociferous,  and  probably  as  lastingly 
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felicitous,  as  though  under  th«  enlivening  influence 
of  a  fuU-faccd  honey-moon. 

Tricks  like  these,  us  tlic  reader  may  readily 
suppose,  are  pretty  common  amongst  the  gay-ones 
of  the  University.  The  only  thing  surprising  \a 
that  without  study  of  some  kind  or  other  they  can 
thus  invent  a  perpetual  round  of  amusement. 
The  Billiard  Tables  at  Chesterton,  the  Tennis- 
Court,  the  Races  at  New  Market,  the  Balls  at 
Huntingdon,  Bury,  Colchester,  &c.,  the  Hunts, 
Shooting,  and  other  sports  beguile  much  of  the 
time  that  otherwise  would  be  so  dull,  that,  to  make 
life  tolerable,  it  would  be  necessary  to  seek  occu- 
pation in  study.  But  even  these  numerous  sources 
are  found  too  scanty.  The  desperately  indolent 
wiUdo  any  thing  in  the  world  but  perform  their  duty 
to  themselves  and  their  parents.  If  they  meddle 
at  all  with  reading  or  Reading-Men,  which,  not 
breathing  freely  in  such  an  element,  they  seldom 
do,  it  is  merely  in  the  way  of  a  make-sport.  For 
instance,  about  this  time  a   Ttn-Ymr-Man,*  tX 
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*  Ten-Ycar-Mtn  ftre  so  called  because  being  admitted 
at  college  lute  ia.life,  the  Bishop  immediately  OTdains 
them  with  the  prcwiao  thai  ihey  reside  at  certain  periodi 
in  the  L'niTersity,  lieep  tlieir  nanies  on  (he  Boards,  and 
keep  certain  F.iercises  in  the  Divinity  Schools  daring  ten 
years ;  or  perhaps  it  is  olhetwise  derived. 


Trinity-hall,  who  having  just  returned  iVom  ihe 
wars,  and  finished  slaughtering  the  French,  had 
latterly  taken  to  hewing  and  hacking  the  Latin 
and  Greek,  and  pretty  mangling  of  the  latter  he 
made,  most  surely,  whatever  might  have  hcen  his 
achievements  with  the  former.  This  ci-devBiit 
son  of  Mars,  like  others  of  his  standing  in  the 
vorld  and  in  the  University,  had  now  to  fight  in 
single  combat  with  that  renowned  champion,  the 
veteran  Esquire  Bedell,  John  Beverley — in  Other 
words,  he  was  required  to  keep  an  Act  in  the 
Divinity  Schools.  Like  others  of  the  army,  he 
had  acquired  in  that  gay  vocation  all  the  tact  and 
spirit,  and,  perhaps,  somewhat  more,  of  the  Gay- 
men  of  the  University,  and  therefore  mixed  &eely 
with  them.  He  hail,  moreover,  the  discretion  to 
enter  at  a  gay  college,  viz.  Trinity-hall — the  most 
lawless  of  all  the  seventeen  of  ihem.  The  Gay- 
men,  however,  hts  associates,  had  just  been  long 
enough  at  Eton,  Westminster,  or  Harrow,  to  dis- 
cover that  the  gallant  soldier's  defeat  was  a 
certainty.  They  clearly  perceived,  that  in 
of  words,  and  especially  of  Latin  words,  ho' 
colossal  his  person,  however  portentously 
the  red  glare  of  his  eye-balls  might  he,  John  Be- 
verley was  a  match  for  a  whole  regiment  of  such 
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hetoes,  so  sure  is  it  that  "  knowledge  fcill  prewail," 
as  an  old  cockncy-brcd  lady  I  used  to  know  pro- 
nouoced  it.  Much  fun  beinj:;,  however,  antici* 
patcd  from  the  unequal  contest,  the  aroresaid  Gay- 
men,  and  also  a  number  of  the  more  sober-minded 
members  of  the  University,  congregated  upon 
the  occasion,  and  the  farce,  or  rather  pantomime, 
went  off  quite  equal  to  their  exppctation.  Ima- 
^ne  yourself,  reader,  seated  with  a  few  scores 
of  these  Varmint  Men,  most  of  them  come  into  the 
schools  for  the  first  time  since  their  entrance  at 
college,  with  the  two  combatants  on  either  side, 
stationed  on  the  opposite  rostrums  by  way  of 
vantage-ground,  and  like  a  presiding  deity,  the 
Right  Reverend  the  Bishop  of  Bristol  on  a  still 
more  elevated  rostrum  on  the  same  side  as  the 
Respondent.  The  sly  old  fox,  John  Beverley, 
who  knew  his  way  through  all  Theological  subtle- 
ties as  well  as  he  did  into  his  own  ancient  unmen- 
tionables, you  behold  on  the  left,  eyeing  his  an- 
tagonist with  the  look  of  one  nowise  intimidated. 
On  the  right-hand^  you  have  before  you  the  most 
Striking  contrast  between  War  and  Peace.  The 
gigautiedimensions(hewas  about  six  feet  four  inches 
high,  and  about  twenty  slone  weight),  the  swarthy 
sun-bumt  visage,  resembling  that  of  the  sunhimsetf 
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fog,  or^hat  of  my  grandmother's  warming- 


pan,  and  the  fiery  fierce  contentious  eye,  all  pro- 
claim the  man  of  War ;  whilst  the  diminuliie 
form  of  the  Professor,  Dr.  Eaye,  (who,  although 
more  elevated,  is  scarcely  so  high,)  and  his  mild, 
beneficent,  and  expressive  features,  as  distinctly 
marked  the  man  of  Peace  and  Intelligence, 

But  now  John  Reverlcy  commences  the  attack 
by  dealing  abo\it  his  ''  flabbergasted"  antagonist 
his  knock-down  arguments,  On  the  delivery  of 
each  and  every  one  of  them,  the  man  of  War,  find- 
ing himself  without  weapons,  as  empty  of  Latin 
as  of  argumentation,  works  about  his  head-piece 
to  and  fro  in  all  directions,  but  for  the  life  of  liira 
can  shake  nothing  out  of  it.  Now  a  thought  strikes 
him,  and  rising  with  the  majesty  of  a  Goliah,  he 
prepares  to  do  for  John  Beverley  at  a  blow.  But, 
alas  !  he  cannot  find  Latin.  ASiex  stammering 
for  five  minutes,  then  resting  bis  heavy  head  upon 
his  brawny  fisty-cuffers,  be  turns  round  to  the 
man  of  Peace,  who  giving  him  one  word  of  the 
lingo,  the  defence  again  begins,  and  would  go  on— 
but  then  the  man  of  "War  halts  ac  the  very  next 
word.  In  this  manner  was  conducted  through 
several  rounds  the  whole  battle,  to  the  infinite 
amusement  of  all  the  spectators.     At  length  the 
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Kene  became  so  droll,  and  the  mirth  so  mtlecorous, 
that  the  Professor  was  constrained  to  pronounce 
alo  u  d — Descendas. 

The  Respondent,  by  the  aid  of  his  little  know- 
ledge of  English,  being  "  up  to  "  this  scrap  of 
Xaim,  immediately  descended.  Although  the  term 
^nays  implies  the  disgrace  of  a  complete  failure, 
jet  the  wags,  his  gay  friends,  now  surround  him, 
overwhelming  him  with  compliments  upon  the 
unheard  of  victory  he  had  gained  over  John 
Beverley,  and  so  on,  and  finally  dragging  him  ofi* 
to  a  dinner  and  drinking  'bout,  at  a  certain  distin- 
guished pugilistic  Fellow- Commoner's,  theie  the 
more  worthily  to  celebrate  the  same. 

During  the  repast  the  congratulations  went 
round  as  freely  and  as  generously  as  the  bottle, 
and  before  Post-time,  the  man  of  War  was  so 
much  more  than  half  seas  over,  that  he  was  fooled 
into  writing  a  long  letter  to  his  dear,  dear  wife  in 
London,  eulogizing  himself  and  his  doings,  as  well 
as  the  quick  discernment  of  the  same  in  the  Pro- 
(essor,andendingwith  a  high-flown  description  of  the 
never- to-be  forgotten    compliment — Descend— (ua. 

Many  are  the  dilemmas  into  which  the  gay-men 
are  thrown  on  their  sporting  excursions.  The 
game,  eq>ecially  birds,  even  to  the  very  walls  of 
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the  colleges  is  abundant,  notwithstandmg  th* 
number  of  sportsmen.  This  is  to  be  attributed  lo 
the  numerous  fine  preserves  in  the  immediate  vici- 
nity—those  of  Lady  Colton,  at  Madingly,  Air. 
Pcmberton's,  at  Trutnpington,  the  one  at  Milton, 
&c.  Great  destruction  is  daily  made,  in  season 
and  out  of  season,  by  the  University  Poacfim 
(few  of  them  trouble  themselves  about  a  licence  or 
qualification)  in  the  preserves,  as  well  as  out  of 
them.  Many  a  good  drubbing  the  poor  keepen 
have  experienced  within  my  own  recollection. 

On  one  occasion  a  pupil  of  mine,  distinguished 
for  nothing  so  much  as  for  the  magnitude  of  hit 
nose,  with  half  a  dozen  others,  sallied  forth  in 
their  dog-carts,  to  throw  off  at  a  venture  upon 
ground  hitherto  unknown,  some  twelve  or  four- 
teen miles  from  Cambridge.  On  reaching  the 
cover  the  dogs  begin  to  range  the  fields,  and  the 
shooters  bag  lots  of  birds  and  a  brace  of  harts, 
when  a  couple  of  keepers  unused  lo  such  broad-day 
wholesale  demolition,  bring  with  them  a.  host  of 
helpers  and  take  the  whole  party,  after  some  fc* 
bruises,  before  two  old  maids,  the  Ladies  of  the 
Manor,  My  pupil  being  also  well  limbed  and 
statured  (according  to  his  own  words  he  was  of  the 
altitude,  within  the  hundredth  part  of  an  inch,  of 


the  Apollo  Belvidere),  and  having,  i 
fine  gab  for  the  ladies,  volunteered  spokesman  on 
the  occasion.  Straightway  went  the  whole  party, 
dogs  and  all,  into  a  Epacious  apartment,  and 
saluting  ihe  ladies  wich  a  good  morning,  the  man 
with  the  fine  proboscis  speedily  "  opened  an  ac- 
count" with  the  fair  creatures  as  follows.  "In 
the  name,  and  on  the  behalf,  of  my  brother 
sportsmen,  Ladies,  who,  like  myself,  are  mem- 
bers of  the  University,  in  the  first  place,  I  b^ 
to  complain  of  the  rough  treatment  we  have 
received  at  the  hands  of  your  keepers ;  and  in 
the  next — "'  The  eider  interrupting  him  re- 
plied, "  Gentlemen,  my  keepers  I  must  hold 
blameless,  because  they  have  received  positive 
instructions  to  apprehend  all  poachers,  to  give 
vaming  to  all  gentlemen  of  producing  certificates, 
and  to  request  such  gentlemen  as  cannot  tender 
those  documents  to  explain  the  omission  to 
ine  IS  person.  I  well  know,  by  experience, 
that  you  Cambridge  gentlemen  arc  apt  to  be 
a  little  irregular  in  your  proceedings, — that  you 
do  not  always  produce  your  certificates,— and 
fi^uently  instead,  arc  rather  turbulent  with  the 
keepers," — "  That   may   be   the  character    of   a 
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fen  gjrps  and  other  menials,  Madun,  who  occa- 
sionally assume  the  Gownsman,"  quodi  the  spokes- 
man, "  but  it  certainly  does  not  apply  la  the 
members  of  the  University.  Gentlemen  of  the 
University  are  utterly  inc^>ablc  of  such  unsporls- 
man-like  conduct.  They  may  possibly  forget 
their  certificates,  but  arc  never  wanting  in  galluitrr 
and  the  other  deUcatesses  due  to  the  more  amiable, 
and  softer  sex,  when  they  have  the  happiness  to 
sport  upon  their  Manors."—"  John  !  William ! 
conduct  the  gentlemen  (o  the  best  preserves,  and 
— good  morning,  gentlemen,  I  wish  you  much 
sport,"  was  the  result  of  this  well-timed  piece  of 
flattery. 

The  ladies'  keepers  conducted  the  gentlemen 
through  many  a  piece,  some  barren,  and  some 
that  had  never  been  turned  up,  but  in  which  sat 
lurking  full  many  a  hare ;  and  after  firing  away 
for  about  three  hours,  prodigious  slaughter  waa 
the  consequence,  part  of  which  was  sent  to  die 
larder  of  the  ladies,  and  the  residue  found  its  way 
to  the  different  colleges. 

Numerous,  indeed,  are  the  scrapes  of  this  nature 
to  nhich  the  reckless  and  rackety  Gownsmen  are 
NUbject,   not  one  in   fitly  ever  taking  the  trouble 
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to  procure  the  licence,  or  rather  prefemng  the 
being  without  such  a  document,  in  order  that 
the  customary  battling  with  the  keepers  may  be 
lendered  tlic  more  excusable.  The  neighbouring 
gentry  arc,  honevcr,  in  most  cases  exceedingly, 
and  almost  incrcilibly,  lenient  with  the  oSendcrs. 
From  long  experience  they  seem  to  have  been 
trained  to  lE. 

On  another  occasion  a  party  is  formed  to  attend 
the  Bury  Ball ;  tandems  and  other  vehicles  are  in 
requisition  at  the  livery  stables,  and  the  descendants 
of  Hobson,  having  sent  forward  the  leaders*  a  mile 
or  two,  the  sons  of  Alma  arc  now  seen  raising  the 
dust  to  Buiy  St.  Edmund's.  Not  more  than  three 
of  them  being  upset  on  the  road,  and  cousequetitly 
EO  bruised  and  fractured  as  to  be  htdc  disposed  or 
able  to  "  thread  the  mazes  on  the  liglit  fantastic 
toe,"  a  pretty  strong  muster  arrive  safe,  sound,  and 
■'  retdy  fiir  the  work,"  at  the  assembly- looms. 
On  presenting  themselves  to  the   master    of  the 

•  Tandemiiiog  being  ratlierahazardous  sort  of  driTiog, 
and  especially  so  wilh  the  hamm-Bcarura  rear-nought 
youths  of  the  UniTcnity,  the  laws-  prohibiting  it  have  been 
■«  Mvere  for  many  yeatt  past,  that  you  usually  go  out  of 
Cambridge  with  a  ychceltr  only. 
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ceremonies,  however,  a  scrutiny  takes  place,  as  is 
customary  with  the  high  and  mighty  odcs  of  this 
ancient  and  superb  little  capital,  lo  the  exclusion 
of  so  many,  that  the  party  admitted  is  about  a 
tithing  of  the  whole.  At  tliis  time  the  gentry  of 
Bury  had  ^made  it  a  law,  that  no  person  connected 
with  trade  or  commerce  should  ever  come  in  con- 
tact with  them  at  their  assemblies-  Many  of  the 
Fellow-Commoners  present  on  the  occasion  being 
unable  to  derive  their  origin  from  any  other 
quarter  than  the  big  city,  are  rather  uncere- 
moniously given  to  understand  they  smell  too 
much  of  the  shop  for  these  West-cnders.  Whit- 
bread,  amongst  the  rest,  being  told  he  won't  do, 
lets  fly  a  little  of  the  hyperbolical,  and  retorts 
with,  "  Ridiculous  !  contemptible !  Sir.  My 
father.  Sir,  has  as  many  old  second-hand  masb- 
tubs  as  would  buy  up  the  whole  concern." 

The  disappointed  ones,  returning  to  the  inn, 
consoled  themselves  as  they  best  could  over  the 
bottle,  and  then  issuing  forth,  under  cover  of  tbe 
night,  took  revenge  by  breaking  half  the  lamps, 
and  wrenching  off  about  the  same  number  of 
knockers  from  the  doors  of  the  more  inooceut 
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Thehumblelittletownof  Huntingdon,  a!  ihough 
it  kicks  up  sucli  (lusts  at  elections,  is  much  more 
civil  and  hospitable  to  the  Cantnhs.  The  balls 
bere  are  unceremonious  enough  to  adtnit  any 
person  even  calHng  himself  an  Univcrsily-man, 
and  the  gentlemen  of  the  University  not  unfre- 
quently  show  their  sense  of  such  politenesis  by  as- 
sembling in  large  numbers,  and  as  unceremoniously 
monopolizing  to  themselves  the  whole  of  the  ladies. 

On  one  of  these  jocund  occasions,  at  Hunting- 
don, during  a  vacation,  a  gyp  and  shoe-black  of 
Trinity,  ct^uipping  himself  from  his  maater'i 
vardrobc,  sent  in  his  card  with  upon  it,  "  Mr. 
Hutt,  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,"  and  the 
man  being  admitted,  was  introduced  pro  Jorma  to 
K  young  lady  of  some  attractions.  But  unfor- 
tunately for  Mr.  Hutt,  the  shining  character  in 
him  displaying  itself  to  two  real  Trinity-men,  they 
gave  him  a  gentle  hint  to  be  ott',  or  they  would 
toon  "  take  the  shine  out  of  htm." 

Scenes  like  the  above  are  of  every-day  occur- 
leuce  amongst  the  gay-men.  I  could  go  on  to 
dcscribo  many  others  even  ofa  deeper  die— videlicet, 
■elect  rows  between  the  Simbs  and  Gownsmen — 
curious  encounters  lictwecn  the  Pioctors,  Gown, 
3'ovii,    and    Castle-Endors,      1    might    expose 
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several  scenes  at  play — at  Rouge  et  Noir,  Short 
Whist,  or  Shorts,  as  it  is  called.  At  BamweU, 
besides  the  rows  l)ctwcen  the  Cyprians  and  Gowns- 
men in  the  Theatre,  at  the  beginning  of  esch 
Academical  Year,  the  ludicrous  dilemma  into 
which  an  Artium  MagUUr,  deserting  the  ladita  in 
black,  Fell  into  with  a  certain  vigilant  Thoth  of 
a  Proctor,  and  also  the  thing  called  "  Charlotte 
Johnson's  hop,"  with  a  thousand  others,  might  be 
introduced  with  asloundjng  eSect.  But  I 
pander  to  the  flagitious  taste  of  this  smutty  V< 
tinian  age.  No  "  Velluti-in-sifficulum's".  fof 
or  my  readers— e\cept  at  "The  Garden. 

The  descriptions  of  the  gaieties  of  the  Gewns- 
men  are  contrasted  with  their  sobrieties  throughout 
these  pages,  not  only  as  a  picture  of  rca)  Itfe,  but 
also  to  show  parents  that  the  complaints  they  con- 
tinually make  as  to  the  great  expense  of  an  Uni- 
versity education,  is  more  the  fault  of  the  students 
themselves,  or  their  progenitors,  than  of  that 
tutors.  From  the  specimen  of  a  tutor's  hill  for  a 
scholar  already  given,  it  will  be  seen  how  moderate 
are  the  charges  necessarily  incurred  for  that  order 
of  i>tudent<',  and  for  others  the  items  ore  not  on  a 
much  higher  scale.  If  any  of  you,  my  readers, 
have  a  son  of  tier^  superior  talent  naturally,  aod 
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also  gifted  with  a  love  of  study,  either  of  the 
Classics  or  Mathematics,  send  him  to  Trinity 
College — ns  a  Pensioner  if  you  are  rich — as  a 
Sizar  if  you  are  poor.  Let  him  be  a  Xobleman 
(if  such,  the  more's  the  pity,  in  a  literary  point  of 
view),  a  Pensioner,  or  a  Sizar,  but  whatever  may 
be  your  wealth,  make  him  not  a  Fellow-Cemmoner. 
At  Trinity,  as  it  has  already  been  shown,  although 
he  raay  be  ever  so  nobly  born,  if  your  son  possess 
the  pride  of  intellect,  he  will  here  compete  with 
the  sons  of  Commoners  for  distinctions  he  claims 
not  from  yourself  and  his  ancestors.  And  you 
will  not  only  have  the  satisfaction  of  finding  your 
remittances  about  half  of  what  you  must  send  to 
another  of  your  sons  at  Christ  Church  (if  you  are 
minded  to  try  both  Universities),  but  wUl  have 
one,  at  least,  of  your  blood  prepared,  by  literary 
and  scientific  attainments,  to  take  a  leading  part 
in  the  councils  of  the  Nation. 

If  you  arc  rich  without  being  noble,  and  your 
ton  haptfut,  still  send  him  to  Trinity ;  but  let 
him  go  in  the  quality  of  a  Pensioner.  As  a  Pen- 
noner  he  may  work  wonders,  especially  if  you  art 
liberal  in  pecuniaries  to  the  extent  of  your  means. 
Neither  act  the  miser  nor  the  prodigal  with  him, 
Neither  pinch  him  nor  be  so  profuse  as  to  impo- 
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veiish  the  rest  of  your  family.  Treat  him  as  one 
arrived  at  years  of  discretion,  and  you  will  never 
have  reason  to  blame  yourself  or  your  son  for  ex- 
penditures. He  must  and  will  associate  with  his 
equids — with  the  better  part  of  them,  if  left  to 
judge  for  himself — with  the  more  proBigat^  if 
under  improper  or  needless  restraint.  la  the  one 
case  he  will  not  only  attend  to  the  studios  of  the 
University  and  acquire  the  honorary  distinctions 
due  lo  his  talents,  but  will  form  connections  with 
the  clever  youths  of  every  order,  that  may  prove 
both  agreeable  and  advaniageous  to  him  to  the  end 
of  life.  In  the  other,  his  friendships  will  only 
plunge  him  deeper  and  deeper  into  every  sort  of 
worthlessncss  ;  and  ultimately,  in  many  instances, 
lead  to  utter  ruin.  Even  with  your  son,  should 
he  be  gifted  with  a  mind  capable  of  disoeming 
right  from  wrong,  observe  the  golden  rule  of  reci- 
procity with  the  same  views  as  you  would  with 
your  neighbours— do  lo  him  an j/oii would  hatehim 
to  do  unCo  you  under  the  same  circumstances. 
Treat  him  as  a  man.  A  person  must  some  time 
or  other  begin  to  thiuk  and  act  for  himself,  and  hit 
faculties  at  nineteen  or  twenty  ore  surely  guffi- 
Gicnily  developed  to  become  available  for  that  pur> 
pote,  or,  at  all  events,  to  know   and  feel  thai   \w 
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can  DOW  valk  without  leading-strings.  Were  I 
to  unfold  all  the  secrets  I  am  in  possession  of  as  to 
the  errors  of  parents  in  these  respects,  I  should 
wound  the  pride  and  other  selfish  feelings  of  many  a 
worthy,  but  wrongheadcd,  racmber  of  the  commu- 
nity, without  doing  myself  or  my  expos4  of  Uni- 
Tersity  matters  any  commensurate  service.  I 
could  tell  who,  possessing  immense  wealth,  would 
&in  have  restricted  their  sons  to  a  hundred  or  two 
m  year.  Id  the  same  breath  I  could  also  slate  the 
iact,  that  the  poor  fellows,  thus  crippled  in  life, 
who  would  otherwise  have  been  the  scoff  of  those 
having  wiser  relatives,  actually  incurred  debts  to 
the  amount  of  a  thousand  or  two.  It  were  also  in 
my  power  to  particularize  many  men  of  talent  who 
having  been  lefl  in  the  uncontrolled  exercise  of 
their  own  good  sense,  have  been  as  frugal,  or  more 
80,  than  met  the  wishes  of  their  directors.  One 
msD,  whose  father,  being  very  rich,  allowed  him 
£  1,500  a  year,  spent  scarcely  three  hundred,  and 
yet,  when  rela.'ting  from  study,  was  liberal,  and 
even  generous ;  and  another,  restricted  by  a  still 
licbcr  parent  to  two  hundred,  incurred  debts  at 
the  rate  of  £l,500  per  annum,  and  lor  that  was 
duinherited,  may  easily  be  recognised  by  men  of 
the  smne  standing.     But  the  beat  examples  I  can 
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adduce  of  the  liberal  system  are  the  several  sons  of 
Sir  Robert  Wigram.  Sir  Robert  had  the  dis- 
cernment to  send  them  as  Pensioners,  foreseeing 
that  in  the  capacity  of  Fellow -commoners,  their 
talents  would  lie  uncultivated,  or  at  most,  be  eser- 
cised  in  the  invention  of  fresh  rounds  of  dissipation. 
He,  moreover,  opened  his  purse  as  became  a  man 
of  substance,  and  made  his  sons  masters  of  their 
own  actions — the  consequence  of  all  which  was, 
that  whilst  they  ltej)t  their  horses,  and  entered  freely 
into  the  more  rational  gaieties  of  the  University, 
studies  were  not  improperly  neglected,  and  one 
afteranothcrSii  Robert  has  had  the  proudsaiisfactton 
of  seeing  elected  Scholars  and  Fellows  of  Trinity. 
M:iny  parents  send  their  ioj/s  of  nineteen  or 
Iwcnly  to  college  with  the  same  equipment  as  to 
wardrobe,  pocket-money,  Sc.  as  would  be  proper 
enough  were  college  a  sort  of  boarding-school. 
But  if  they  will  take  the  trouble  to  learn  from 
the  parson  of  the  parish,  or  any  other  person  eora- 
petent  from  experience  to  inform  them  of  Univer- 
sity matters,  they  will  know  that  the  dear  boys  are 
there  considered  men— that  John  is  no  longer 
Jacket/  but  agwif/emaw— no  more  a  Master  hvt  3 
Mister.  A  good  lady  from  the  north  sending  her 
darling  to  Trinity,  a  few  years  since,  not  only 


took  especial  care  to  load  him  with  school-cakes 
and  other  confectionaries,  to  be  divided  amongst 
his  fellow  collegians,  but  actually  addressed  an 
epistle,  couched  in  the  usual  dictatorial  style  of 
mothers  to  the  conductors  of  setninarks,  to  the  lady 
of  the  late  Bishop  of  Bristol,  Master  of  the  college, 
desiring  her  "  to  ace  that  the  sheets  be  well  aired." 
Not  are  such  instances  of  the  ignorance  of  both 
fathers  and  mothers  at  all  uncnmniDn.  They  take 
DO  pains  to  ascertain  the  real  nature  of  a  college 
education,  but  send  the  youth  up  at  a  venture, 
supposing  that  the  Master  and  Tutor  will  exercise 
over  him  any  control,  with  the  same  authority  as 
the  regular  pedagogues  ;  whereas,  if  they  would 
have  the  generosity  to  treat  the  said  parson  to 
about  a  dozen  good  dinners,  and  as  many  bottles 
of  good  tale-telling  Oporto,  he  will  open  upon 
them  and  put  them  at  once  upon  the  right  scent. 
He  will  inform  them  that  each  of  the  students  has 
a  suite  of  apartments  either  in  college  or  in  the 
town,  such  as  in  London  you  give  twenty  ot 
thirty  shillings  a  week  for — that  in  no  respect 
does  a  college  resemble  a  school,  the  Master  and 
Tutors  never  presuming  to  interfere  with  domestic 
concerns  ;  but  only  requiring,  on  pain  of  an  Im- 
position in  Latin  or  Greek,  attendance  for  an  hour 
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or  two  at  Lectures,  snd  attendance  at  Chapel  and 
Hall.  You  will  be  told,  indeed,  that  to  prevent 
rioting  in  the  streets,  knocking  down  the  snobs, 
too  great  a  familiarity  with  a  certain  class  of  the 
fair  sex,  tandem izing,  and  other  unsightly  Cihibi- 
tious,  there  are  officers  called  Proctors,  who  are  em. 
powered  hy  charters  and  by-laws  to  inflict  the  usual 
punishment  of  Imposition  upon  theGowDsmeD,aD(l 
imprison  within  the  walls  of  a  place  called  the 
Spinning-House  both  the  ladies  and  the  gentlemen 
of  the  town.  He  can  curdle  the  very  blood  of  a 
Briton,  by  stating  the  fact  that  these  Proctors,  in 
order  to  detect  and  apprehend  such  offenders,  have 
the  power  of  entering  every  house  in  Cambridge, 
suspected  ofharbouring  titem;  and  fullmany  onEjig- 
lishnuina  Castle  here  has  thus  been  invaded.  But 
I'll  do  duty  for  the  clergyman  myself,  and  tell  all 
of  the  usefiil  /know  upon  the  subject.  I  fall  in  with 
the  Divbe  most  fully,  in  admitting  the  e};istcnce 
of  such  extensive  powers  as  the  Proctors  are  in- 
vested with,  and  at  the  same  time  feel  constrained 
to  acknowledge  the  wisdom  and  necessity  of  those 
measures.  Wherever  such  large  numbers  of  high- 
minded  young  men  are  assembled,  it  cannot  be  cx- 
])ccted  in  reason,  or  nature,  that  scenes  of  relrac- 
lory  turbulence  should  not  continually  occur.     In 
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the  Universities  of  Germany  the  youths  make  no 
small  political  disturbances,  and  even  on  one  occa- 
sion, being  mentally  excited  by  the  representation 
of  s  play  resembling  the  Beggar's  Opera,  a  whole 
University  took  a  fancy  for  high-way  robbery,  but 
at  Cambridge  wo  are  satisfied  with  Lording  it 
over  the  snobs  by  now  and  then  giving  them  a 
licking  out  of  pure  good-will  and  affection.  This 
University,  it  must  be  confessed,  is  orderly  enough 
in  all  reason,  the  Proctors  scarcely  getting,  in  the 
execution  of  their  duty,  a  knock-down  blow  in  a 
twelvemonth.  But,  then,  as  IVIr.  Peel,  in  his 
bill  for  the  hotter  regulation  of  the  Police  at  Ox- 
(brd,  insinuates,  this  peaceful  disposition  is  ascrib- 
able  to  the  laws  of  tbe  Uni%'crsity.  On  one  occa- 
lion,  indeed,  they  would  not  endure  the  control  of 
ft  common  watchman,  and  accordingly  some  twenty 
or  thirty  years  ago  set  the  last  Charley  afloat  on 
the  Cam  towards  Ely  in  his  own  watch-box. 
Moreover,  when  local  militias  were  the  rage,  and 
the  clods  of  Cambridgeshire  assembled  at  tbe 
capital  of  the  county,  the  arrogance  of  the  upBtsrt 
ftfficers  proved  intolerable,  and  the  Gownsmen, 
tStet  repeated  and  even  bloody  attacks,  finally 
ejected  the  red-coats.  But  these  extreme  cases 
irne  not  characterised  by  any  traits  of  determined

PARENTS. 

Itell  Anr  London  and  all  other  plans  to  imiiate. 
The  ladies  of  Huntingdon,  Newmarket  and  other 
towns  understand  the  thing  well  enough,  and,  not 
unfrequently,  for  a  few  weeks,  come  here  for  the 
bcncBt  of  their  health.  Upon  this  point  a  lively 
contrast  in  favour  of  Cambridge  might  he  exhibit- 
ed between  the  sister  Universities.  But  the  sub- 
ject being  too  delicate  to  be  further  dwelt  upon,  I 
proceed  to  other  mattera. 

Much  as  the  gownsmen  arc  left  to  set  for  them- 
selves, from  the  above,  parents  will  see  thai  their 
conduct  ia  watched  over  with  unceasing  vigilance 
by  officers  specially  appointed  for  the  pur]>ose. 
But  yet  they  are  not  treated  as  boys.  The  flog- 
ging system,  indeed, formerly  prevailed,  and  Milton 
U  said  to  have  been  the  last  one  who  had  the  honour 
of  a  ride  on  the  back  of  a  Cantab.  But  then  in 
those  days  mere  children  were  admitted.  In  the 
statutes  of  the  University,  even  to  this  day,  you 
may  se«  an  express  prohibition  against  playing  at 
marblts.  All  this  might  then  be  proper  and  even 
neceBsory.  Now,  however,  the  University  expects 
to  receive  none  but  such  as  are  so  formed  by  time, 
precept,  and  example,  as  to  be  capable  of  conduct- 
ing themselves  like  rational  beings  and  gentlemen. 
Giving  parents  credit  for  having  performed  their 
Vol.  II.  L 
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dutjr  up  to  manhood,  the  roaster  and  tutors  receive 
them,  as  being  "  brought  up  in  the  way  the^ 
should  go,  until  old  enough  not  to  depart  from  it," 
and  proceed  to  give  a  last  polish  to  their  educa- 
tion, and  at  the  same  time,  the  opportunity  of 
forming  connexions  in  the  world  which  may 
enable  them  vith  most  advantage  to  commence  (he 
career  they  choose  to  run  in  it.  Should  the  parents, 
however,  have  failed  so  to  prepare  their  sons, 
they  will  not  only  every  term  receive  heavy 
tutor's  bills,  but  have  to  pay  debts  of  a  private 
nature  proportionate  to  the  young  gentleman's 
want  of  sense  and  self-government.  The  tutor's 
bills  contain  no  articles  but  what  are  necessary; 
but  the  extraordinaries,  such  as  wine  bills,  dessert 
bills,  Uvery  bills,  &c  and  pocket-money  aecounis, 
will  astonish  the  father  of  a  youth  thus  let  loose 
into  society. 

Being  upon  the  subject  of  advice  to  parents,  1 
shall  here  give  a  few  more  hints  which  may  be  of 
great  service  to  them.  In  matters  of  religion, 
they  need  a  refom].  Alany  an  example,  giving 
name  and  address,  could  I  instance,  wherein  upon 
a  true  estimate  of  the  case,  it  would  appear  that 
the  father  was  the  delinquent.  I  could  shew  that 
many  a  son's  errors  are  attributable  chiefly  to  ex- 
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5e88ive  2eal  in  the  parent.  Numercms  are  the 
inatanoes,  whidi  a  man  of  obserrationat  any  Uni- 
versity must  have  noticed,  of  the  extreme  profli- 
giicy  of  a  son,  who,  through  mistaken  aelodsm  for 
any  particular  set  of  opinions  on  the  past  of  his 
fkther,  has  been  fettered  down  to  the  same  tenets. 
If  all  his  li&  they  have  laboured  to  make  a  saint- 
Kng  of  him^  the  odds  are,  on.  letting  him  kxise, 
that  he  prove  a  very  imp  of  the  devil. 

Having  thus  allowed  your  son  liberty  of  thought 
aad  action ;  having  taught  him  the  right  use  of 
time  and  money,  not  by  precqtt  only,  but  also  by 
aetual  experience,  so  that  you  deem  him  fit  to  act 
the  man ;  and  prepared  him«t «  grammar  or  pUb- 
Ife  school  (home  tuition  is  good^  for  little,  or 
nothing),  with  a  quantum  suff.  of  Latin  and  Greek, 
send  him  to  Cambridge.  If  you  are  wealthy  send  him 
as  a  Pensioner  (I  repeat  it)  to  Trinity.  Here,  if  he 
be  dever,  he  will  meet  with  abundant  incitement 
to  display  his  abilities  and  will  be  best  instructed ; 
if  a  dunce,  something  good  will  necessarily  be 
driven  into  him.  In  either  case  he  will  here  be 
introduced  to  the  best  society,  and  will  have  widest 
scope  for  knowledge  of  life  as  wdl  aaibr^i  selection 
of  Aiends. 

If  you  are  ever  so  needy,  provided  your  son  is 
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possesseiiuf  uncDTiimoR  talents  (of  which  you  yourself 
Boleiyought  not  to  judge),  still  let  himgotoTriniiy. 
Let  his  name  be  on  tlic  college  boards  as  a  Siiar 
(if  you  cannot  spare  him  two  hundred  a  year)  threo 
years  or  thereabouts  before  he  is  old  enough  to  re- 
side.  By  thns  "  taking  time  by  the  forelock," 
for  the  trifling  expense  of  four  or  five  pounds  fix 
each  of  the  three  years,  on  going  up  at  the  age  at 
19  (this  is  ihe  best  age  fur  residence — because  oa 
taking  B-  A.  he  becomes  nearSy  of  the  nge  its 
taking  orders  nhich  is  23)  he  becomes  a  foundip 
tion  SiKnr,  and  as  such  entitled  to  much  assistancB 
from  the  college.  Sixteen  of  this  order,  althougb 
like  the  Sizars  generally,  wearing  the  same  cap  and 
gown  as  the  Pensioners,  and  in  no  way  otherwise 
degraded  by  outward  distinctions,  are  allowed  rooms 
and  commons  gratis.  They  dtne  and  sup,  indeed, 
after  the  Fellows,  but  from  the  rich  overplus  of 
the  feastings  from  the  Fellows'  table,  there  is 
*'  satis  inperquf,''  to  satisfy  the  palate  of  the  great- 
est epicure  of  ihem.  The  Pensioners,  much  as 
they  pay  for  commons,  would  gladly  change  places 
with  the  Sizars  a(  (o6/e.  Thesehigh  privileges  due 
to  the  less  wealthy  students  whose  friends  have 
been  knowing  and  active  enough  to  get  them  on 
the  foundation,  greatly  diminish  the  expenses  of 
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an  University  education.  But  besides  these  ad- 
vantages, others  are  claimnhle.  The  Tutor  makes 
n  deductions  from  the  bills  each  term,  under 
the  titles  "  Livery,"  "  Stipend,"  &c.  arising  from 
certain  fees  paid  by  Feilow- Commoners  and  Noble- 
men. Moreover  the  Tutor,  at  his  discretion,  selects 
those  most  deficient  in  pecuniary  means,  to  carry  to 
the  Master  and  Dean  the  several  admission  papers 
(some  hundred  or  two  each  year)  for  their  signa- 
tures, for  each  of  irbich  he  pays  about  ten  ot 
tnelve  Bhillings.  Several  other  sourcea  of  patron- 
age arc  open  to  the  poorer  or  more  deserving  foun- 
dation Sizars.  For  instance  there  arc  four  exhi- 
bitions of  £8  6s.  each  per  annum  to  natives  of 
North  Wales,  bequeathed  hy  a  Dr.  Lewis;  one 
of  ^37  per  annum  for  a  Kent  and  a  Cambridge- 
shire man,  alternately,  founded  hy  a  Mr.  Newman; 
Lady  Jermyn's  of  £7  10?.  per  annum,  presented 
by  the  Master;  Mr.  Elwes'  of  ^6  per  annum, 
also  to  he  given  hy  the  Master;  Mr.  Hope's  of 
£S.  8s.  Sd.  yearly  for  scholars  from  Lynn  gram- 
mar school;  Five  by  Mr.  Perry  of  ■£'10  each  per 
annum  for  scholars  from  St.  Paul's  School ;  Two 
by  Lady  Veruey  (from  an  estate),  to  scholars  from 
Cranbrook  or  Warwick  school ;  and  various  other 
emoluments  and  benefactions,  amounting  to  £136 
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Clergymen  of  small  inromes  need  scarcely  bf 
Mid,  that,  in  addition  to  the  above  list  of  emolu- 
ments available  in  common  with  others  for  the 
education  of  their  sons,  there  is  an  examination  in 
Classics,  Euclid,  First  Part  of  Algebra,  Trigo- 
nometry and  the  more  elementary  propositions  of 
Mechanics,  for  the  election  of  two  Bell'»  Schoiart, 
who  muit  be  exclusively  sons  of  the  clergy.  These 
emoluments,  arising  from  the  yearly  interest  of 
£  15,200  transferred  (by  Dr.  Bell,  Prebendary  of 
Westminster)  into  the  3  per  cents,  are  alone  suffi- 
cient to  provide  handsomely  for  two  students. 
Although  these  two  good  things  generally  go  to 
Trinity-men  from  their  being  better  classics,  yet 
tre  they  open  to  the  whole  University.  There  are 
some  other  helps  for  the  more  necessitous,  such  as 
the  eight  Tancred's  scholarships,  each  about  ^1 13 
per  annum,  not  to  mention  the  numerous  exhibi- 
tions someof£  80  others  of  £  100,  £  120,  &c.  per 
annum,  appropriated  to  the  public  schools  of  St. 
Paul's,  Christ's  Hospital,  Uppingham,  Oakham, 
Grantham,  Merchant  Tailor's,  Rugby,  Charter- 
House,  &c.  But  without  stopping  to  particularize 
these,  suffice  it  to  say,  that  without  these  and  the 
other  adventitious  aids  above  described,  if  a  parent 
or  guardian  tale  the  necessary  mcosuret  to  place 
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ance,  and  the  other  the  more  humble  distinctions 
of  gyp,  first,  and  then  chapel-clerk.  Newby  will 
ttUo  describe  to  you  the  rise  and  progress  of  the 
very  learned  and  worthy,  aswell  as  Vtry  Reverend, 
the  present  Dean  of  Ely,  who,  like  Cicero  and 
some  other  high-minded  ones,  whether  of  ancient 
or  modem  times,  will  not  foel  offended  at  thus 
being  instanced  a£  a  X^ovus  Homo.  As  to  Ncwby, 
he  has  fought  his  way  so  well  through  ihc  Univet- 
■ity,  and  feathered  his  nest  in  Cambridge  so  com- 
fortably, as  to  care  as  little  for  my  atpcraions  as  he 
did  for  Brougham's  the  oilier  day.  This  \s  a 
man,  by  the  way,  who  can  tell  you  a  world  of  anec- 
dote relating  to  University  matters.  Invite  him 
to  your  rooms,  open  his  lips  with  the  generous 
bottle,  and  you  will  find  him  as  liberal  with  the 
Watsons,  the  Persons,  and  other  great  personages 
■till  fresh  in  his  recollection,  as  you  can  possibly 
be  with  your  beverage.  He  will  tell  you  that  one 
man,  now  very  high  in  the  world,  when  an  under- 
graduate, had  made  his  debut  in  the  University 
with  BO  little  of  the  ready,  that  he  was  obliged  to 
live  in  a  sort  ofcock-lofl  at  St.  John's,  the  entrance 
being  through  a  trap-door,  and  for  lack  of  candle 
or  lamp  of  his  own,  to  use  the  staircase  one.  He 
,vill  inibrm  you  that  the  great  Porson  used  to  tra- 
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v«Tse  the  college  with  scraps  of  learned  Greek  of 
inestiinsble  value  issuiiig  out  of  hia  Beveral  pockets, 
at  the  same  time  tliat  the  Professor's  toes  were 
wooing  day-light  through  his  slippers.  But  "  1 
am  oblivious."  Leaving  Newby  himself  to  bring 
these  things  to  light,  1  shall  resume  my  own  mon 
ilircct  and  beneficial  illustrations.  In  my  on 
limited  sphere  of  observation,  I  knew  twoinstanca 
of  veri/  clever  men  having  been  so  patronised  by 
the  presentation  of  Exhibitions  and  other  lucrativa 
that  they  not  only  had  nothing  to  pay,  but  ewn 
had  a  balance  to  receive  each  term  for  the  gmUa 
part  of  the  Undorgraduateship.  These  instances, 
however,  are  not  common  ;  chiefly  because  few 
there  be,  talented  enough  to  elicit  such  liberal 
patronage.  It  may  be  safely  asserted  that  no  man 
of  extraordinary  abilities  was  ever  overlooked  at 
Trinity.  He  is  sure  of  attracting  the  favourable 
notice  of  this  enlightened,  and  coosequentiv,  liberal 
community,  in  the  direct  proportion  of  his  abililia 
or  assiduity.  They  will  not  let  an  acquisition  to 
the  society  escape  them. 

Unlike  some  disappointed  sons  of  Trinity  (dis- 
appointed they  always  are  through  their  on*n  nc^- 
gencies)  I  feel  hound  in  common  honesty  thus  to 
upheld  Trinity,  in  every  view,  at  the  mirror  i>f 
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jrfcction.  \t'V(M'iliclrss,  it  mu^t  he  disilnctlv 
J2x  ^culerstood  by  parents  about  to  enter  their  sons, 
f  ;^.tat9  however  gifted  they  may  be,  they  must  also 
g^^pSMM  a  well-regulated  mind — a  disposition  to 
,  i^ttdj.  Without  abilities  or  money,  It*s  of  no  use 
eoming  here.  With  abilities  and  no  prone- 
to  use  them,  it^s  much  the  same  thing.  But 
a  r^.  long  as  men  read  effectuaDy,  so  as  to  distinguish 
^ihemselves  at  Lectures  and  Examinations,  their 
,y  society  will  be  courted  even  by  men  of  much  longer 
. ,  standing  than  themselves  ;  and  the  whole  coU^ 
'  will  concur  in  furthering  their  progress.  Well, 
•  these  facts  being  admitted,  and  they  cannot  be  de- 
A  nied  by  any  member  of  the  University,  let  us  sec 
^    what  a  clever  man'*s  praspects  are  on  his  being 

admitted  a  Trinity  Foundation  Sizar. 
,^  His  iriends,  having  placed  £  10  in  the  hands  of 
the  tutor  as  caution-money,  against  a  possible  de- 
fideation,  which  remains  so  long  as  he  is  an  Under- 
graduate, his  mind  is  not  disturbed  for  some  time 
by  any  pecuniary  applications,  and  he  sits  down  to 
preparefor  the  Lectures,  and  thereby  for  the  general 
Midsummer  Examination.  His  object  in  this  pre- 
paration is,  to  get  into  the  First  class,  and,  as  an 
honorary  reward,  to  obtain  a  prize  of  books.  This 
honour  he  labours  to  attain  also  in  the  second  and 


third  years  of  his  Undergraduateship.  If  he  be 
the  son  of  a  clergyniaTi,  ho  may  also  present  him- 
self even  in  his  first  year  as  a  candidate  for  the 
honour  as  well  as  emolument  of  a  Bell's  scholarship. 
There  are  moreover  several  other  honorary  sod 
lucrative  (JiiiversUt/  scholarships  to  be  cooipeted 
for  whilst  in  statu  pupillari,  viz. 

Craven's  of  £  50  per  annum,  tcnahle  for  seven 
years.  Lord  Craven  founded  five  of  them,  which 
become  vacant  one  after  another,  so  as  to  produce 
an  examination  almost  yearly. 

Battle's   of  £lS  per  annum,    tenable  for 
same  period, 

Sir  \V.  Brow 
likewise  for  seven  years. 

Davlcs's  consisting  of  the  interest  oi  J£  \  000  in 
3  per  cents  for  seven  years. 

Pitt's  of  the  interest  of  £  1,300.  This   schol«r- 
ship,  founded  partly  hy  the  Pitt-club  in 
and  by  the    subscribers    to    Pitt's  statue  in] 
Senate-house,  is  held  during  four  years. 

Besides  these  distinctions  and  rewards  nhicli' 
may  cotitcnd  with  other  ITndcrgraduatC!!  for,  if  the 
youth  be  a  votary  of  the  Muses,  he  may  write 
yearly,  upon  a  givea  subject,   a  copy  of  English 
heroics  for  a  prize  gold  medal,  of  the  value  of  IS 
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guineu  called  the  Chanccllurs  medal.  He  may 
also  woo  the  nine  in  other  languages  than  ]m  own, 
by  composing  yearly  during  his  first  three  years, 
upon  subjects  given  out  hy  the  Vice-Chaucellor, 
A  copy  of  Greek  verses  in  imitation  of  Sappho, 
mother  of  Latin  jMcaics  or  Sapphics,  and  two 
epigrams  in  Greek  and  T.niin,  for  Sir  W.  Browne's 
gold  medals,  each  of  the  value  of  five  guineas. 

These  several  medals  are  ornamented  with  suit- 
able inscriptions,  and  are  deemed  more  honourable 
in  the  acquisition,  like  the  above  scholarships,  from 
being  open  to  the  University  at  large.  The  exer- 
cises sent  in  to  the  adjudicators,  arc  accompanied 
by  s  loiter  containing  the  name  and  college  of  the 
respective  candidates,  with  a  distinguishing  motto 
or  Latin  verse  written  on  the  envelope  If  the 
candidate  be  unsuccc&sful,  as  a  point  of  delicacy  this 
is  destroyed  unopened. 

During  his  UnJergraduateship,  the  student  of 
Trinity  may  also  try  his  hand  either  at  the  Latin 
Declamation  prize  of  ^4',  left  hy  Dr,  Paris;  for  that 
instituted  by  the  College  ;  or  for  one  of  the  three 
silver  goblets  given  to  the  three  best  Epoulers  in 
English.     This  is  done  in  the  second  year. 

He  may  also  claim  Dr.  AValker's  prize  of  J!  10 
in  books,  if,  at  the  end  of  his  noviciate,  he  can  make 


it  appear  to  the  Master,  Vice-Master,  and  Senioi 
Dean,  that  he  is  most  deserving  of  the  k 

In  this  interval  of  three  years,  if  the  gcntleiaan 
from  a  Siz.ar  has  become  a  Scholar,  nhich  he  must 
be,  in  order  to  have  a.  chance  for  the  Fel]owship,he 
begins  tv  read  in  turn  with  the  other  68  Schdais, 
the  lessons  in  Chapel,  and  shnuld  he  be  deemed 
the  best  reader  of  them  all,  he  is  presented  with 
£  4  by  the  senior  Dean  ;  or  with  £  2  if  the  second 
best.  Bytheway,  the  Scholarshipbeing  attained, 
he  still  has  rooms  and  commons  gratis,  but  ^• 
though  he  has  thereby  stepped  above  the  Pension- 
ers, his  college-income  is  something  diminished. 

AH  these  things  he  may  aspire  to,  as  an  Under- 
graduate. On  taking  the  degree  of  B.  A.  which 
o/'itgclfi&  of  easy  acquisition,  requiring  but  a 
very  moderate  knonledge  of  the  Mathematics, 
Metaphysics,  and  Moral  Philosophy,  the  Quondsm 
Sizar,  but  present  Scholar,  will  seek  the  lasting 
honours  of  the  Tripos,  Let  him  have  fa^ed  steadily 
some  six  or  eight  hours  per  diem  in  the  Mathema- 
tics, with  a  head  and  relish  fiir  them,  and  he  nill 
find  himself  perhaps  a  Senior  Wmvgler.  Bui 
.  even  if  a  Wrangler  only,  he  will  find  through  lift 
that  this  honour  wiH  greatly  avail  him,  although 
there  is  no  emolument  directly  attached  to  it. 
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Should  OUT  hero  he  one  of  the  first  five  oc  six 
Wranglers,  he  may  o3er  himself,  a  few  days  after 
the  Senatcvhouse  Examination,  as  a  candidate  for 
the  rcwardsos  well  as  honoursi  o[ Firsl  and  Secund 
Smith's  Prizes.  These  prices  of  £  25  each,  open 
to  the  University,  were  founded  by  Dr.  Smith  the 
Master  of  Trinity  and  author  of  a  valuable 
Treatise  on  Optics,  with  a  view  no  doubt  to  give 
an  opportuniiy  to  such  Bachelors  of  Arts,  who 
deem  themselves,  from  one  cause  or  other,  below 
their  proper  place  as  Wranglers.  The  examiners 
■re  the  Lucastan,  Plumian,  and  Lowndean  Pro- 
fessors of  Mathematics,  and  arc  consequently 
other  than  those  who  e.xamined  in  the  Senate-house. 
This  examination,  although  strictly  impartial  and 
independent  of  the  Senate-house  Examination,  is 
generally  confirmatory  of  it,  the  Senior  and  Second 
Wranglers  almost  always  bearing  away  respectively 
the  first  and  second  prizes.  There  are  exceptions, 
however,  of  which  [he  most  remarkable  are  those 
of  Wright,  a  sixth  Wrangler  beating  Gilbert 
Wakefield  the  Second  Wrangler,  for  the  second 
prize ;  and  of  the  famous  Aiwood,  who  was  Thiid 
Wrangler  ousting  Parkinson  the  Senior  Wrangler, 
by  getting  the  first  prize

'  Whether  the  Bachelor-scholar  of  Trinity  has 
auGceeded  in  sll,  any,  or  none,  of  the  foregoing 
examinations,  he  sits  down  now  again  to  commence 
a  firesh  and  more  elaborate  course  of  studies  ibr  the 
greatest  honour  in  the  University — a  Trinity  Fel- 
lowship. These  are  perfectly  unrestricted,  icing 
open  to  the  whole  world.  In  each  of  the  three  suc- 
ceeding Septembers,  afler  the  Senate-house  Ex- 
Mnination,  the  scholar  may  offer  himself  a  candi- 
date. Although  the  number  of  Trinity  Fellows 
is  sixty,  yet  so  richly  arc  they  endowed,  being  up- 
wards of  £  300  per  annum  upon  an  average,  that 
the  vacancies  each  year  are  very  few.  Sometimes 
there  have  been  none.  The  average  number, 
however,  may  be  some  two  or  three. 

During  his  preparation  for  the  Fellowship,  if 
the  student  be  short  of  cash,  he  easily  replenishes 
bis  pockets  hy  taking  pupils,  who  will  readily  en- 
gage him  if  he  be  a  good  Wrangler.  There  are 
aho  some  prizes  which  he  may  contend  for  yearly 
with  the  rest  of  the  Bachelors  in  the  University-

two  members  who  represent  the  University  in 
Parliament — two  for  the  best  Latia  dissertations 
in  prose  upon  a  given  subject  (or  Junior  Bachelors, 
and  other  two  upon  another  subject  in  the  same 
laDguagc  to  Senior  Bachelors.

The  Hulsean  Prize  is  £40  for  the  best  English 
Dissertation  on  the  Evidences  of  Christianity,  the 
Prophecies,  or  the  Miracles, 

There  is  also  a  Parson  Prize,  consisting  of 
books  purchased  with  the  interest  of  £400  nai^  5 
per  cents,  for  the  best  translation  into  Greek 
Iambics  of  apassage  from  Sbabspcare,  Ben  JonMUii 
Massinger,  or  Beaumont  and  Fletcher. 

He  may  also  get  presented  with  £  100  a  year  to 

travel  abroad  with,   provided  he  will    engage   to 

publish  the  observations  he  may  make  during  his 

peregrinations.     There  are  two  of  these  to  be  held 

,   for  three  years. 

In  his  own  college  also  the  gentleman  may  find 
himself  presented,  when  a  Junior  Bachelor,  with 
£  10,  if  he  can  spare  time  to  write  the  best  essay 
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on  tbe  conduct  and  character  of  King  William 
III.  This  is  abequest  from  the  late  Mr.  Gieaves, 
of  Fulboume. 

He  may  also  get  a  Sodlerian  Lectureship  for 
Algebra  of  £  30  per  annum. 

But  after  all,  his  grand  aim  must  be  to  secure 
tbe  Fellowship.  Besides  the  high  honour  of 
being  a  Fellow  of  Trinity,  there  are  attached  toil 
the  privileges  of  handsome  apartments,  gratis ; 
luxurious  living,  almost  for  nothing ;  and  che  pros- 
pect of  £Don  acquiring  a  handsome  competency  to 
retire  with,  either  by  taking  some  ten  or  a  dozen 
private  pupils  at  £  110  pi.T  annum  each,  or  by 
getting  voted  in  due  course  into  one  of  the  more 
lucrative  situations  of  the  University.  The  Fel- 
low of  Trinity  may  go  through  the  several  posts 
of  Junior  Dean,  Senior  Dean,  Lecturer,  Head- 
Lecturer,  Bursar,  Auditor,  Steward,  Pandoxator 
(appointed  to  look  after  the  brewery).  Librarian, 
Tutor,  and  Vtce-master,— at  his  own  college  if  he 
can  do  without  a  wife  long  enough.  He  may 
also  go  off  with  a  living  and  a  better  half,  provided, 
on  giving  up  his  fellowship,  he  be  old  enough  to 
lay  claim  to  some  one  of  the  sixty-three  benefices 
in  the  patronage  of  ilie  college.

A  fond  parent,  however,  must 
not  imagine  that  half-way  to  a  bishoprick  is  a  road 
easily  found  out.  It  will  require  no  common  abi- 
lities and  perseverance  even  to  reach  a  Fellowship. 
Much  as  Trinity -college  has  been  lauded  through' 
out  this  work,  the  merits  q(  fourltctt  of  the  other 
colleges  must  not  be  overlooked.  If  your  son  have 
but  moderate  abilities  it  will  indeed  be  wiser  in 
you  to  send  him  to  one  of  the^ie.  Should  his  talents 
be  such  that  by  proper  application  to  his  studies 
he  may  come  in  at  the  Senate-house  Examination 
any  where  amongst  the  }Vranglers,  at  any  one  of 
fbuTteeu  of  the  small  colleges,  he  is  sure  of  a  FeU 
lowship.  Although  they  have  not,  except  at  St. 
-  John's,  where,  of  late  years,  many  wise  and  benefi- 
cial imitations  of  Trinity  have  taken  place,  a  dis- 
tinct  examination  for  Fellowships,  yet  do  they  elect, 
with  strict  impartiality  as  far  as  they  are  permitted 
by  the  statutes  and  charters  peculiar  to  each  col- 
lege.

Once  elected 
scholars,  the  gentlemen  of  King's  have  nothing 
more  to  do  than  to  attend  the  Cathedral  service  in 
the  chapel  regularly  every  day,  there  being  no 
compulsion  as  to  any  augmcBtution  of  the  School- 
boy Classical  knowledge  they  have  attained  fit  Eton. 
With  regard  to  the  sciences,  these  lazy  men  arc 
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still  less  ioquisictve.  It  is  doI,  however,  the  Euili 
of  the  men  themselves,  tor  nho  would  toil  noi 
sweat  in  the  labour  of  mathematics  without  any 
prospect  of  pay  ?  These,  forsooth,  by  a  camposi- 
tion  entered  into  between  King's  aiid  the  rest  of 
the  University,  are  allowed  the  high  and  muperla- 
tive  distinction  of  becoming  Bachelors  of  jfrlt, 
prior  to  knowing  any  thing  about  the  Scienca. 
They  thus  get  their  B.  A.  without  the  bore  of  the 
Senate-house  Examination.  But  this  is  not  the 
only  bar  to  keep  out  the  light  from  the  King't 
Men.  By  the  same  composition  (a  foolish  ormcr- 
cenary  one,  surely,  on  the  part  of  the  University), 
the  proctors,  or  peace  otticcrs  (I  fear  I  can't  spell 
aright),  ate  debarred  all  control  over  them.  The 
natural  consequence  of  which  is,  that  the  softer 
sex  do  much  intermeddle  with  the  afiaiis  of  thii 
college. 

It  must  be  confessed,  however,  there  are  some 
splendid  exceptions,  amongst  those  King's  Men 
who  love  knowledge  for  its  own  sake. 

A  parent  has  nothing  to  do  with  tluH  college^  and 
may  therefore  overlook  this  account  of  it,  unless 
he  has  the  means  and  .inclination  of  sending  h 
boy,  whilst  yet  an  irfant,  to  Eton,

■V/j:  ScHOLAHsiiips,  to  which,  all  Graduates  of 
both  Cambridge  and  Oxford,  arc  equally  eligible. 

There  arc  fuo  Livings  at  the  disposal  of  this 
infantine  establishment. 
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THUS  have  I  walked  the  whole  round  of  ihe 
colleges,  pointing  out  to  parents  nnd  guardians  the 
res))ecCive  merits  and  resources  of  each  of  them. 
It  hasappeared  that  Trinity  College  is  unrestricted 
in  every  respect,  and  opens  its  treasures  to  natives 
of  every  country.  There  being,  consequently,  so 
much  competition,  however,  for  reasons  above 
Slated,  it  also  appears,  that  in  certain  cases  it  is 
more  advisable  to  enter  at  St.  John's,  or  the  small 
colleges.  In  short,  if  you  arc  minded  to  send  your 
son  to  the  University,  purchase  the  Cambridge 
Calendar,  and  look  over  the  vacancies  as  to  Fellow- 
ships,  &c.  and  you  will  presently  perceive,  sf^er 
having  availed  yourself  of  the  hints  conveyed 
throughout  the  preceding  details,  at  what  college 
you  ought  to  fix  him. 

I  shall  now  endeavour  to  lay  before  the  reader, 
a  sort  of  recapitulation  of  the  foregoing  estimates, 
or  rather  shall  try  my  best  (it  is  a  delicate  and 
ilifficult  point)  to  sum  up,  as  nearly  as  I  can,  the 
rrvtnue  of  the  University  of  Cambridge,

Such  is  the  result  of  a  rough  estimate  of  the 
income  of  the  University,  ini]c|>endent  of  the  fees 
paid  by    Tntlcrgraduates   for  tuition;  and   by  all 
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the  members  upon  the  college- boards,  in  numbcr 
about  5,000,  for  that  privilege.  These  extra  re- 
ceipts, together  with  such  others  as  individuals  like 
myself  must  be  uuacquointed  with,  are  at  least 
£  60,000  per  annum.  So  that  the  revmue  of  this 
one  University,  thus  devoted  to  the  furtherance  of 
Scientific  and  Literary  knowledge,  may  be  fairly 
rated  at  the  round  sum  of 

£  300,000 ; 
which  is  the  amount  of  the  princlpatf  clubbing  for 
by  the  originators  of  the 

London  University. 

But  these  plotters  and  plodders  will  perhaps 
exclaim,  "  Well,  and  what  have  you  done  with 
these  immense  means  ?"  To  which  the  answer  is 
Gufliciently  obvious  and  triumphant,  viz.—"  One 
moiety  at  Itast  of  the  LiUrali  of  Britain  (to  say 
nothing  of  the  benefit  resulting  to  the  community 
of  students)  arc  thereby  enabled,  with  the  '  OttKm. 
cum  dignitalf,'  to  prosecute  those  studies  which 
lead  not  only  to  their  own  aggrandisement,  but 
0  to  the  honour  and  glory  ofihe  British  nation."

Having  thus  delivered  mysdr  of  the  advice  I 
had  to  bestow,  more  particulurly  upon  pareats  and 
oilier  directors  of  the  education  uf  youth,  and 
pointed  out  the  eligibilities  of  the  several  colleges, 
I  proceed  to  narrate  such  other  expcrtcnceB  as  may 
be  useful  or  cntertaiaing.  It  has  already  been 
notified,  that,  on  my  return  to  Cambridge,  adei  a 
considerable  absence,  I  again  betook  myself  to 
studies  boih  classical  and  scientific,  with  the  view 
of  preparing  for  a  Fellowship.  These  occupations, 
together  with  pupillizing,  engrossed  all  the  hours 
I  had  to  spare,  from  the  rising  of  the  sun  to  the 
going  down  of  the  same,  and  pretty  much  beyond 
that  ])eriod  indeed,  for  some  months  alter  I  had 
snugly  nestled  again  within  the  comfortable  Rnd 


secluded  retreat  of  iKe  Bishop's  Hostel.  Besides 
■  vigorous  and  steady  [terusal  o(  the  higher 
mathematics,  and  the  more  abstruse  philosophy,  I 
bothered  myself  somewhat  with  metapfaydcs,  with 
morals,  politics,  and  so  ou.  But  the  aucients. 
poets  and  prostrs,  next  to  the  matliematicians,  1 
moat  consulted.  An  enumeration  of  the  various 
.works  in  either  department  which  1  thumbed  over, 
would  neither  be  useful  nor  amusing  to  the  general 
reader,  nor  even  to  the  student  himself— seeing 
that  when  he  shall,  like  men  of  the  same  standing 
as  myself  (if  ever  he  be  capable  of  it),  have  xaStea 
Buch  an  expanded  view  into  the  regions  of  know- 
ledge, as  to  perceive  the  various  treasures  thenda 
within  his  grasp,  he  will  himseli'  make  the  sdec- 
tion.  SufRceittosay,  once  for  all,  that,  from  the 
time  the  student  has  passed  the  ordeal  of  B.  A., 
his  acquisitions  are  considered  merely  in  the  light 
of  a  passport  througii  these  same  terrilturics. 
Hitherto  he  has  proceeded  not  one  step  in  (he 
devious  career,  withuut  the  aid  of  skilful  guides. 
But  the  tutor,  lecturers,  and  moderaton,  now 
declining  to  trouble  themselves  fiirther  with  the 
gentleman,  he  is  supposed  to  be  by  them  fiiUy 
equipped  for  any  excursion  he  may  be  disponed  lo 
undertake.     He  now  beukcs  himjiclf  more  fie- 
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quently  to  the  raiding  druks  of  the  librarits, 
where,  ntting  for  an  hour  or  two  occasionally,  he 
will  run  over  as  many  volumes,  picking  up  by 
the  way  a  number  of  isolated  truths  before  unknown 
to  him,  as  would,  on  first  entering  college,  have, 
in  the  entire  {lerusal  (if  that  had  been  at  all  in 
his  power),  consumed  as  many  twelve -months. 
Inetead  of  cramming  whole  elementary  volumes, 
which  hitherto  had  been  his  drudgery,  the  B.  A. 
proceeds  to  skim  the  cream  oftbe  most  elaborate 
aud  erudite.  Such  is  the  difference  between  the 
studies  of  on  undergraduate  and  a  graduate,  or 
rather  of  candidates  for  wranglerships  and  for 
fellowships.  In  these  latter  ^by  far  the  mors 
agreeable)  was  I  now  to  be  busied  for  stx 
months,  or  more  probably  ibr  eighteen  mouths, 
success  at  the  first  examination  not  being  quite  so 
probable  as  ut  the  last. 

These  prqiaratioDS  were  carried  on  with  but 
few  interruptions  from  tny  return  to  college  to  the 
Commencement  in  July.  Occasionally,  indeed, 
I  relaxed,  having,  through  my  pupils  and  old 
friends,  new  ones  continually  fulling  tn,  and 
requiring  a  participation  in  their  convivialities.  I 
lived,  in  short,  the  life  of  one  so  far  advanced  in 
scieuce,  as  to  have  attained  beyond  the  l^ur 
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view  of  ascertaining  whether,  by  the  collision  of 
such  great  bodies,  any  thing  brilliaiit  in  wit, 
literature,  or  science,  could  be  made  to  scintillate. 
But,  alas,  although  prepared  by  the  Gay  Wijs, 
whom  I  left  in  a  roar,  to  bring  these  into  contact, 
not  one  spark,  during  the  whole  evening,  could  I 
elicit.  They  were  too  deep  in  science  to  emerge 
easily  info  ordinary  topics  of  conversation,  or 
rather,  perhaps,  like  "  Castor  and  Pollux,"*  of 
Caius  College,  conversant  in  such  matters  only. 
Certain  it  is,  that  so  dull  a  quintetto  was  nerer 
performed  by  non-reading  men,  since  Cambridge 
was  an  University. 

Thus  passed,  the  time,  between  study  and 
amusements,  up  to  the  Coumekceuent.  In 
consequence  of  the  visit  of  the  duke  and 
duchess  of  Gloucester,  a  princess  royal  or  two,  and 
a  long  train  of  the  nobility,  this  year  the  CoH- 
HENCEUEVT    wBs    celebrated    with    uncommon

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splendor.  Even  on  CommenceiDent  Sunday,  u 
it  is  termed,  so  fast  were  flocking  ihe  carriage 
and  other  talk  trom  all  parts  of  the  countiy,  that 
scarcely  a  lodging  was  to  be  had  at  any  ]>rice. 
The  streets  of  Cambridge,  usually  so  little 
trafficked,  were,  even  then,  become  as  deafening  n 
those  of  the  metropolis.  On  the  Monday  tbo 
bustle  increased,  the  town  being  then  complet^f 
crowded  with  strangers.  On  this  day  was  gives 
an  oratorio  in  the  forenoon  in  St.  Mary's  Churdi, 
Miss  Stephens,  Mrs.  Salmon,  Braham,  and  marij 
others  of  the  first  voice  being  the  vocalists,  and  m 
the  ajlemoon  a  concert  in  the  Senate  House. 
On  the  Tuesday,  a  public  breakfast,  commencing 
at  four  r.  m.,  was  laid  out  all  round  the  cloisters 
in  Neville's  Court,  at  Trinity,  for  the  royals,  and 
upwardsoffiftccn  hundred  concomitants,  the  Dulcc's 
pavilion  being  raised  on  an  elevated  sort  of  terrace 
facing  the  Library,  called  the  Tribunal,  Between 
this  and  the  Library  were  playing  the  whole  time 
the  Vauxhall  band  of  Pan-pipers,  and  other  musi- 
cians, who  had  been  engaged  at  a  considerable 
expense  to  attend.  At  a  great  cost,  moreover,  the 
principal  walk  between  the  Library  and  the  bridge 
had  been  elevated  by  a  plat-form,  for  the  purpose 
of  dancing.     But  this,    from   the  unfavourable 
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state  of  the  weather,  proved  useless.  Other 
musical  entertainments  were  also  given  this  day  in 
the  Senate  House,  and  on  the  ^Vednesday,  a 
n)8gni(icent  dijtHne  ila  fourcheltc,  or  somcthinj^ 
of  that  sort,  was  presented  in  the  extensive  and 
beautiful  gardens  of  Sydney  College ;  and  thus  I 
believe  ended  the  Academical  Festival  (which 
takes  place  on  a  large  scale  about  once  in  three 
years)  called  the  Commekcehent.  I  have  not 
been  particular  in  my  description  of  it,  from  the 
circumstance  of  knowing  but  little  appeituning 
thereunto  from  actual  eyesight.  A  friend  and 
his  amiable  daughter  visited  me  all  the  way  from 
Lincolnshire  on  the  occasion ;  but  the  old  gentle- 
man, having  an  attack  from  a  malady  to  which  he 
was  subject,  required  all  my  time  and  attention  to 
alleviate  his  suSciings.  Thus  was  I  rendered 
unable  minutely  to  describe  what  in  general  is 
1  most  imposing  and  pleasing  spectacle. 
I  never,  however,  regretted  I'or  a  moment  this 
trifling  disappointment,  it  being  as  a  feather  in 
the  balance  against  the  indisposition  of  a  tried 
and  valued  friend. 

The  Commencement  would  seem,  in  ordinary 
language,  to  mean  the  beginning  of  things  each 
yeai  at  the  University ;  bnt  in  reality  then  com- 


inence  the  studies,  as  conducted  by  private  tutors, 
for  the  next  year's  subjects.  AU.  even  the  tutors, 
have  had  a  month  or  six  weeks'  relaxation,  from 
the  general  examination  to  this  period,  when  the 
fagging  out  of  college  iwgins.  The  private  tutors, 
with  their  groups  of  pupils  retire  to  some 
Watering-place  (as  it  has  already  been  observed), 
or  other  summer  resideuce,  where,  between  occupa- 
tion aud  amusements,  the  time  passes  away  both 
profitably  and  pleasantly  to  both  parties.  For  my 
own  part,  I  tripped  up  to  town  for  a  space,  with 
numerous  iutroductions  to  the  relatives  of  my 
friends  there  residing,  and  was,  as  usual,  well  enter- 
tained, and  agreeably.  One  friend,  not  having  yet 
reached  London,  wrote  to  his  mother  in  one  of  the 
squares  northward,  telling  her  what  an  agreeable 
fellow  I  was,  or  something  to  that  effect ;  fire  the 
old  lady  sent  her  youngest  son  express,  to  invite 
me  sans  ctremonir,  to  an  evening's  UU-d-Utt. 
In  her  superannuation,  she  had  forgotten  my 
name,  but  merely  requested  verbally  "  the  pleasure 
of  the  company  of  Iier  son  Jack's  friend,  from 
Trinity  College."  Now,  it  so  happened  that  there 
were  two  of  that  description  lodging  in  the  same 
house  at  the  moment,  although  the  other  gentle- 
man was  much  less  intimate  with  her  son  than 


myself,  and  in  no  rcs])cct  answering  the  description 
that  the  good  lady  liad  received  of  her  intended 
gue§t.  Hearing  from  her  son  that  I  was  partial 
to  music,  n  good  rubber  at  whist,  and  so  on,  the 
good  creature  had  extended  her  Ifte  a-teU  and 
invited  a  posse  of  friends  of  the  like  tastes  to  meet 
ihegownsman;  but  her  astonishment  was  extreme, 
and  indignation  against  her  son  not  moderate,  upon 
discovering  the  gentleman  absolutely  averse  from, 
and  ignorant  of  such  indolcneies.  Next  was  he 
complimented  upon  liis  literary  and  scientific 
acquisitions,  which  produced  in  the  Ga^-man,  no 
little  surprise,  his  conscience  telling  him  he  had 
laboured  to  keep  his  head  pretty  clear  of  such  incum- 
brances. In  short,  the  lady  and  gentleman  soon 
found  themselves  involved  in  as  inextricable  a 
labyrinth  of  mystery,  as  ever  has  been  represented 
upon  the  stage,  and  would  have  jostled  each  other 
in  the  dark  even  to  the  end  of  politeness,  had  not 
her  son  speedily  arrived  to  bring  them  to  issue. 

A  few  days  after  the  above  combatings,  the  son 
presented  himself  quite  unexpectedly  at  my  lodg- 
I  accompanied  him  to  hia  mother's,  who 
received  me  with  suf&cicnt  urbanity  ;  but,  with  a 
majesty  of  look  and  demeanor  I  shall  never  forget, 
hade  him  at  his  peril  to  approach  her.      Had  I 


been  a  sculptor  or  a  painter,  and  in  quest  of  aliving, 
real,  bom  Jiie  Minerva,  I  should  have  exclaimed 
inslanlei  ''nV'lKa)  "JpiiKo,"  so  expressive  of  wisdom 
and  exiKtience  was  every  feature  in  her  time-woni 
countenance.  Ahhough  beyond  *'  three-sonc 
years  and  ten,"  all  that  portion  of  her  body  througli 
which  is  seen  the  soul,  was  youthfully  ^-igorous. 
Her  eyes  were  keen  and  penetrating  ns  the  eagle's, 
and  every  glance  from  them  beamed  with  the  light 
of  the  world.  The  ways  of  mankind  she  had  seen 
through  and  through.  Threeseveral  husbandsshc 
had  conducted  through  this  vale  of  tears,  the  oiw 
an  underwriter  at  Lloyd's,  the  next  an  opulent 
merchant  of  Gibraltar,  and  the  last  a  clergyman— 
so  that  mankind  was  pretty  familiar  to  her  compre- 
hension. Intelligence,  in  a  word,  beamed  through 
every  feature. 

Well,  as  I  was  saying,  the  Cantab,  her  hopeful 
son,  she  kept  at  bay,  ugt  suffering  him  to  approach 
her  until  her  own  good  pleasure,  somewhat  after 
this  fashion.  Drawing  herself  up  into  most  ineff- 
able consequence,  quoth  she,  "  Thou,  my  son 
Jack  !  Impossible  !  I  know  thee  not.  Why,  thai 
face  is  none  of  mine;  it 's  as  long  as  a  horse's.  My 
son  was  always  accounted  handsome,  and  noble  ia 
his  features,  but  thou 'rt  more  the  son  of  a  Centaur. 
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Approach  mc  not,  but  sit  thee  down  there,  at  the 
door,  if  thy  stays  will  let  thee.  Defend  me  from 
all  dandies,  say  I,  Thou  fool  !  to  take  to  frocks  I 
My  daughters  were  the  plnguc  of  my  life  to  get 
out  of  them,  and  the  thing  that  calls  himself  their 
brother  now  spends  my  money  to  get  into  them. 
So  thou  hast  contrived  to  be  seated?  Defend  me 
from  the  monstrosities,  the  metamorphoses  of  the 
■ge  !  My  son,  Mr.  —  ,"  addressing  myself,  "  had 
not  only  a.  visage  a  little  in  proportion,  but  I  sent 
him  doira  a  full-blovm  rose  ;  but  this  thing's  as 
fair  as  the  lilies  of  the  valley.  Defend  me  !  I  see 
what  it  is  that  makes  thee  puil  long  faces.  But 
Itcep  off."  Then  whispering  mc,  she  proceeded, 
"  He's  a  chip  of  the  old  block,  and  I  should  hate 
him  were  he  not  so.  Nature  will  prevail."  Keep- 
ing him  still  in  [he  distance,  the  serianl  announces 
Mrs.  B.,  who  is  going  to  salute  the  old  lady,  but 
is  checked  with  "  I  rejoice  to  see  you,  my  dear 
madam,  and  especially  in  such  health  and  spirit*, 
but  must  decline  the  honour  of  your  lips.  Defend 
me !  Feminine  slobbetings,  indeed  !  No,  if  I 
must  be  kissed,  let  it  be  by  a  proper  man.  Come, 
you  good-for-nothing  nondescript,  and  be  that  man. 
Defend  mc  !  why  it  is  my  very  son  Jack — my  own 
fiesh  and  blood  after  all."

This  scene  being  over,  and  another  in  (be  tlupe 
ofa  lecture,  as  to  the  fate  of  the  last  £  100  note 
slie  sent  him,  the  answers  to  which  were  any  thing 
but  satisfactory,  the  daiouanmt  of  the  niysteiy 
relative  to  myself  took  place,  which  produced  lit 
and  merriment  from  the  "  lady  in  black,"  aa  she 
usually  styled  herself,  for  months  afterwards. 

During  this  visit  to  the  metropolis,  I  was  also 
introduced  to  another  oxtruucdinnry  personage,  but 
of  the  masculine  gender.

1  ou  may  imagine, 

person  with  as  noble  a  mien  as  ever  adorned  the 
"  human  form  divine,"  seated  in  his  nicker  easy 
chair,  as  closely  resembling  a  hermit  in  all  cxitr- 
nals  as  you  could  desire  to  contemplate.  His  eye- 
balls,  a  little  dimmed  by  the  effulgence  of  ninety 
suns  or  thereabouts,  turned  upon  me,  with  a  look 
betokening  the  consciousness  of  much  cxpexienee  ( 
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tini!  putting  aside  the  line  Honing  hair  which  still  in 
profusion  fringed  in  snowy  curta  Iiis  spacious  temples, 
he  thus  addressed  me :  "  So,  Sir,  you  belong  to  the 
learned  and  religious  foundation  of  Trinity  College, 
Aye,  aye;  well,  it's  a  fine  place  for  instruciion  of  all 
sorts  is  that  college,  and  has  produced  many,  very 
many  of  the  worthies  of  the  nation.  It's  a  few  years 
— some  two  or  three  and  upwards,  since  I  studied 
the  mathematics  at  Cambridge.  But  I  was  of  Clare- 
Hall.  Aye,  aye,  things  have  changed  since  those 
days.  I  suppose,  Sir,  they  still  persist  there  to 
worship  their  idol  Newton  ?  Aye,  aye,  I  suppose 
so.  Well,  a  greater  ornament  to  the  human  race 
did  never  exist ;  and  if  any  earthly  being  is  worthy 
of  so  much  honour,  it  is  he.  But  I  have  ever 
doubted  whether  the  Principia,  that  *  greatest 
monument  of  human  genius,''  as  I  think  Voltaire 
calls  it  (who,  by  the  way,  upon  such  subjects  could 
but  prate  from  others  as  a  parrot— a  habit  he 
pretty  often  indulged  in),  is  the  most  proper  for 
the  youth  of  Britain  so  much  to  dabble  in.  1 
confess  to  you.  Sir,  1  never  understood  the  work,  nor 
did  I  ever  perceive  it  intelligible  to  any  of  my 
numerous  friends  there  or  elsewhere.  Aye,  aye, 
but  it  is  a  great  repository  of  truth — of  true 
results ;  and  these  are  establislied  more  by  the 
a2 
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aye,  Newton  received  bo  much  happiness  in  the 
progress  of  discovery — so  proliCc  was  his  genius, 
that  it  never  flagged — that  it  gave  him  misery  in 
any  wise  to  be  interrupted.  Yes,  Sir,  he  often 
regretted  the  way  in  which  he  wrote  the  Principia." 
All  this  I  listened  to  with  some  interest,  and 
of  course  put  in  my  yea  and  nay,  whenever 
necessary,  to  keep  the  philosopher  in  motion,  but 
the  ne\t  topic  was  relative  to  the  abuse  of  the 
negative  sign  in  Algebra,  about  which  he  showed 
no  sign  of  just  discrimination,  although  through 
life,  with  Dr.  Frend  and  some  others,  he  had  said 
and  written  so  much  about  it.  The  ancient 
thereupon  finding  me  do  company,  presently 
diverged  to  other  topics  ;  and,  after  taking  a  Iree 
and  most  circuitous  circumbendibus,  slopt  just 
where  he  started,  and  re-eommenced  with,  "  A 
famous  Dutch  philosopher,  Huyghens,  the  man 
who  made  such  important  discoveries  relative  to 
the  descent  of  gravitating  bodies,  and  to  whom  we 
owe  the  invention  of  clocks,  and  many  other 
important  discoveries ;  I  say  the  Dutchman 
Huyghens  was  much  admired  by  Newton,  as  a 
clear  and  luminous  demonstrator.  Aye,  aye, 
Newton,  Sir,  when  importuned  to  publish,  selected 
from  a  huge  mass  of  papers,  the  most  important. 
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general  to  her  Majesty,  daring  all  her  buSetings 
between  her  spouse  and  the  people,  or  rather 
between  the  Nobility  and  the  Mobility — between 
the  Nobocracy  and  the  Mobocracy.  But  we  were 
not  permitted  long  thas  to  engage,  for  the  Baron, 
awakening  from  a  slumber  he  had  been  enjoying 
in  his  nicker  easel,  again  put  aside  his  hoary  locks, 
and  again  addressed  his  brother  Cantab  nitli, 
"  Sir,  I  suppose  you  arc  still,  at  Cambridge,  as 
great  idolators  of  Newton  aa  ever.  Newton  wssj 
without  doubt.  Sir,  the  greatest  genius  of  the 
human  race.  Aye,  aye.  Sir,  he  paced  the  r^ions 
of  science  with  a  fearless  and  a  fearful  tread. 
Unowed  by  tbc  gloomy  chaos  which  first  met  hb^ 
approaches,  he  ventured  the  devious  paths  of  Iftiow* 
ledge  with  a  firm,  bold  step,  and  made  all  obsta- 
cles recede  before  him.  Aye,  aye.  Sir,  Newton 
was  indeed  a  leveler.  lie  with  an  arm  next  to 
omnipotent,  brought  the  nays  and  works  of  God 
within  the  scope  of  mortal  ken,  and  spread  abroad 
God's  proper  glory  —  the  praise  and  adoratbn 
bestowed  by  the  discerning  portion  of  bis  creatures. 
Thus,  to  Newton  is  due  all  that  fellow-creature  can 
bestow  on  fellow-man.  But  what  were  his  fiiults  ? 
Aye,  aye,  Newton  had  his  faults.  He  thought 
too  mucA  of  mankind.     And,  Sir,  when  lie  sent 
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restrained  the  flood  of  benefita  he  was  conferring 
on  QiRnkind,  by  making  him  Master  of  the  Mint 
— an  ofHce  more  fitted  for  a  jeweller,  or  any  other 
man  of  business.  Had  they  bestowed  upon  him 
some  of  the  numerous  sinecures  which  mere  igno- 
ramuses were  enjoying,  and  loaded  him  with 
other  distinctions,  such  as  titles,  &c.  they  would 
have  evinced  a  jusCer  taste  and  discrimination, 
and  we  should  probably  have  had  the  secrets  of 
nature,  much  more  clearly  laid  open.  Aye,  aye, 
Huyghens  was,  Sir,  a  most  luminous  writer 
and  eminent  philosopher."  Thus  had  the  story 
of  Huyghens  and  Newton  been  thrJce  told,  with 
some  few  variations,  when  the  venerable  sage  pre- 
pared to  toddle  from  his  rooms  in  the  Temple,  to 
Somerset  House  (his  daily  practice  for  years,  up 
almost  to  the  day  of  bis  death)  there  to  take  coach 
for  Rathbone-place  for  dinner.  But,  during  the 
preparation  for  departure,  and  along  the  way,  he 
proposed  republishing,  at  his  own  cost,  merely  for 
the  love  of  science  and  his  country,  "Blind  Saun- 
dcrson'.s  Algebra,"  "  Telescope  Gregory's  Optics," 
and  a  scries  of  other  favourite  works,  on  the  same 
plan  as  he  had  already  done  tbc  numerous  bulky 
i  of  ibe  Scriptorcs  Logariibraici,  viz.  with 
the  exception  of  a  few  copies  for  presents  from 
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himself  to  libraries  and  to  friends,'  to  beston  the 
nhole  impressioD  upgn  the  editor.  The  editor 
of  these  1  might  have  bcea  but  for  my  own  indo- 
lent independence,  for  I  never  afterwards  waited 
upon  hint,  ahhough  solicited  so  to  do  by  mimy, 
and  especially  by  his  primer,  who  very  oaturally, 
and  not  improperly,  was  desirous  of  a  few  more 
pickings  out  of  the  bounties  of  the  Baron. 

Another  circumstance  occurred  during  this  vidt 
to  the  metru])oli5,  which  also,  like  the  interview 
with  the  Baron,  proved  more  amusing  than  lucts- 
tivc.  All  ancient  Bencher  of  Lincolo's  Inn,  in 
love,  like  Cato,  with  learning  to  the  last,  was  de- 
sirous of  a  dip  into  the  streams  of  science,  and 
sought  me  out  as  a  G.t  instructor.  Wealthy  bc 
was,  and  in  no  common  repute  as  a  conveifattC€r, 
well  known,  not  only  to  all  the  limbs  of  the  Uwj 
but  in  all  the  higher  classes  of  society,  with  wbom 
he  seemed  to  have  freely  commingled,  and  more  par- 
ticularly with  the  scientific  portion  of  the  commu- 
nity. I  waited  upon  him  ;  but,  from  the  firU, 
despite  of  the  disparity  of  years,  could  not  lelid 
the  Ant i- Cantabrigian  notions  of  tutor  ruaniag 
aAer  pupil,  and  therefore  determined  befbrchand 
of  compromising  my  dignity  (if  at  a\l),  by  a  large 
increase  iu  my  terms.     But  the  octogenarian,  aflcr 
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the  customary  salutations,  id  nhich  he  was  much 
of  the  Chesterfield,  commenced  and  continued  for 
the  space  of  three  hours,  an  eloquent  harangue 
upon  science  and  the  s^avans,  descanting  upon 
the  pecuhar  merits  of  Huttoii,  Maskciyne,  Bonny- 
castle,  Pond,  &c.  &c.  and  relating  uumerouB 
anecdotes  concerning  them  and  others.  This 
popular  view  of  mathematics  and  mathematicians, 
proved  sufficiently  amusing  to  myself,  as  well  as 
to  my  unyouthful  pupil,  who  thus  took  cspccia 
pains  to  prepossess  me  v'uh  an  idea  of  his  capacity 
for  my  instructions.  But,  on  commencing  the 
drudgery  of  Kuclid,  I  found  his  intellects  so  scat- 
tered abroad  hy  long  excursions  into  other  regions 
of  knowledge,  or  rather  so  habituated  to  trace  the 
ramiiications  of  the  law,  or  perhaps  so  closely 
shaven  by  that  universal  leveller,  old  Time,  that 
I  despaired  from  the  first  onset  of  ever  bringing 
the  father  of  geometry  and  his  venerable  idolator 
to  any  thing  approximative  towards  a  tolerable 
intimacy.  The  day  was  gone  by  for  such  an  ac- 
quaintance to  he  feasible.  But  yet,  to  his  honor 
and  eternal  praise  be  it  spoken,  this  worthy  was 
desirous  of  applying  his  wealth,  something  like  the 
Baron,  to  the  advancement  and  preservation  of 
science.     He  developed   to  me  schemes   and  pro- 
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jects  he  had  fornicd  of  doing  mucli  in  that  vay, 
and  more  especially  of  causing  to  be  collected  and 
digested  the  voluminous  and  no  less  valnable 
discoveries  of  Euler,  This  vast  scientific  treasure 
he  would  have  largely  contributed  to  publish  in 
one  entire  mass,  under  the  title  of  "  The  Works 
of  Euler  ;"  but  it  seems  many  of  his  Jriends  de- 
rided his  zeai  for  posterity,  hoping  thereby  to 
divert  bis  wealth  into  other  channels  ;  and  others, 
lukewarm  in  the  cause,  either  thought  the  (bing 
next  to  impossible  for  any  individual,  or  that  the 
work,  from  its  immensity,  and  consequent  limited 
diffusion,  was  altogether  one  of  supererogation. 
For  my  own  part  I  readily  fell  in  wilh  the  magni- 
ficent project,  and  had  I  possessed  his  meam^ 
would  certainly  have  shared  the  glory  of  being  so 
great  a  benefactor  to  creation,  as  tn  have  rendered 
the  labours  of  one  of  its  greatest  intellectual  lord* 
more  generally  available. 

Air.  Vatpy  strongly  entertained  an  idea  at  one 
time,  and  may  be  still  brooding  over  it,  of  publifh- 
ing  Euler's  works  by  subscription.  As  it  is  to 
he  presumed  no  gentleman,  who  prides  himself 
upon  his  library,  would  be  without  such  a  monu- 
ment of  industry  and  genius,  and  certainly  that 
no  philosopher  or  geonnetcr  would  fail  to  patro- 
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nizc  it  either  by  purchase  or  by  recoromendation, 
his  next  great  national  undertaking;  (if  that  can  be 
called  national  which  is  beneficial  to  the  whole 
world)  I  should  recommend  to  be  this — that  is, 
provided  my  pupil  aforesaid  have  not  already,  or 
do  not  intend,  putting  forth  the  said  work  on  his 
own  proper  responsibility. 

Greatly  have  I  diverged  from  the  subject  last 
on  the  tapis .  indeed,  fraui  the  direet  road  I  at 
first  chalked  out  fur  my  career,  have  I  most  inor- 
dinately deviated  at  sundry  times  already,  ani 
ranch  fear  me,  but  I  may  be  irresistibly  tempte<d 
that  way  even  again  to  err.  But  I  will  neverlhe- 
less  strive  to  be  as  little  discursive  as  the  rea- 
sons  which  first  produced  cpisodicaU  will  permit. 
During  this  sojourn  in  the  "  Land  of  Lile,"  I  had 
other  adventures  than  tho»  already  detailed.  A 
number  of  soi-disanl  discoverers  of  systems  of  t)ie 
world,  which  were  to  upset  the  Newtonian,  came 
successively  in  contact ;  amongst  whom  the  most 
redoubtable  was  the  one  whose  essays  have  made 
some  small  noise  in  the  mouths  of  the  semi-philo- 
Eophers.  From  this  gentleman,  the  leader  of  the 
deluded,  you  may  gather  now  and  then  a  little 
grain  liom  amongst  the  chaS*  wherewith  he  strivca 
to  blind  you ;    but  you  would  hardly  be  recom- 
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the  tints  of  "  blue-ruin,"  or  the  hues  of  "  blue- 
devils.*'  Like  the  lady''s  physiognomy,  which  had 
most  philosophically  imbibed  all  the  colours  of  the 
rainbotf,  her  mental  features  had  likewise  assumed 
tinges  the  most  euriousand  fantastical.  Her  worlds, 
extravagant  as  they  are  in  all  sorts  of  inconsis- 
tency, hyperbole,  and  mock-sublimity,  are  but 
weak  and  feeble,  compared  nitb  the  hold  flights 
of  her  conversations.  Amongst  thousands  of  the 
like,  her  ideas  as  to  "  hereafter,"  were  curious, 
snd  to  authors  (successful  ones  I  mean)  not 
absolutely,  perhaps,  devoid  of  interest.  "  They 
who  possess  not,"  says  she,  "  intellect  enough 
to  claim  the  rare  and  distinguishing  appellative  of 
genius,  need  fear  neither  God  nor  Devil.  They  are 
equally  incapable  of  great  good,  or  of  great  evil ; 
have  capacity  commensurate  neither  with  the 
rewards  of  Heaven,  nor  the  torments  of  those  who 
go  down  to  the  pit.  Is  not  Belwbub  a  genius  P 
Sid  ever  an  angel,  holy  or  wicked,  revisit  the 
regions  of  earth,  and  display  to  hts  successors  a 
mediocrity  of  mind?  No,  no,  no,  from  the  Arch- 
angel himself,  down  to  the  veriest  imp  infernal, 
are  they  all  geniuses.  Hence  I  maintain  that 
heaven  is  not  the  "  Paradise  of  Fools,"  nor  does 
Hell  itself  yawn  for  prey  so  eontemptible,"  and  so 
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Snugly  in  m^  rooms,  lookuig  backwards  iuto  tlie 
Nightingales'  walk,  and  then  began  brooding  over 
the  aforesaid  provision,  thaC  if  possible  something 
might  be  hatched  for  the  ensuing  Fellowships' 
Examination.  This  to  mc  was  the  lust  and  most 
important  of  all  the  contests  for  honours  and 
emoluments  at  my  college,  and  therefore  required 
the  most  strenuous  exertions  of  any  I  had  yet 
made.  To  attain  this  ulttmBtum,  my  time  was 
now  fully  occupied,  with  the  exception  of  the 
customary  nnd  needful  relaxations  of  society.  1 
freely  commingled,  as  in  times  past,  with  the  gay 
and  the  grave ;  with  the  former  over  the  convi- 
viaUties  of  the  battle,  the  field,  or  the  Tennis- 
court  ;  with  the  philosophers  in  "  working 
problems,"  or  discussing  the  sobrieties  of  the  tea- 
table.  High  and  monicd  connections  were  to  be 
formed  amongst  the  lively  and  elegant  knights  of 
the  racket,  and  indeed  many  of  the  most  talented 
of  the  University  sought  health  and  strength  from 
that  most  delightful  of  all  recreations.  By  the 
way,  the  University  would  act  wisely  were  they 
to  erect,  at  their  own  expense,  some  four  or  five  of 
these  Tennis-courts,  with  the  view  of  seconding 
the  mental  exercises  assigned  to  the  students,  by 
affording  them,  at  a  trifling  cost,  the  means  of 
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an  enlightened  Univorsity,  the  avowed  adorers  of 
the  Greeks  and  Homans ;  and  in  an  especial  degree 
these  exercises,  which,  ui  every  respect,  eo  far  excel 
all  othcrE.  They  have  ever  been  the  sport  of 
kings,  and,  what  is  more,  arc  not  unworthy  the 
attention  of  philosophers.  The  game  of  Tennis, 
played  to  perfection,  presents  many  very  interesting 
problems  on  the  motion  of  rotation,  of  which, 
perhaps,  the  most  curious  is  the  phenomenon  of 
the  ball  duck-and-draking  horizonlalli/  (not  verti- 
cally, as  in  water)  the  whole  length  of  the  wall, 
without  once  coming  to  the  floor.  The  late  Dean 
Milner  took  great  pleasure  in  seeing  this  exhibited, 
naing  oftentimes  to  visit  the  court  for  that  express 
puqKwe.  That,  and  several  other  freaks  of  the 
little  elastic  whizzers,  would  puitzle  some  of  the 
profoundest  mathematicians,  or  at  any  rate  aSbrd 
thcmsimpic  and  beautiful  illustrations  of  that  theory 
which  cxpoundsnature  both  in  her  pigmy  and  in  her 
gigantic  operations ;  in  the  nodding  of  a  spinning 
lop,  or  the  nutation  of  the  earth's  axis.  Our 
worthy  tutor  and  lecturer  in  the  second  year,  when 
upon  ihe  doctrine  of  the  Collision  of  Bodies,  set  us, 
1  remember,  a  number  of  problems  relating  to 
billiards  j  "  how  to  make  one  ball  strike  all  the 
sides  of  the  table,  and  lastly  the  other  ball,"  for 
K  2 
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instance  of  which  having  himself  produced  a 
"  neat  and  brief  solution,"  and  delivered  himself 
of  the  ciiatomory  "  Very  good,"  with  great 
unaffected  simplicity,  he  concluded  with,  "  Yoii 
can  any  of  you,  gentlemen,  strengthen  this  theory, 
by  just  putting  it  in  practice  at  the  tables  at 
Chesterton."  Now,  what  I  should  recomiRcnd  in 
the  iectute-room,  would  be  a  trip  to  the  Tennis- 
court,  where,  under  the  learned  direction  of  Pro- 
fessor Phillips,  the  student  may  speedily  apply,  in 
actual  practice,  whatever  knowledge  he  may  have 
brought  along  with  him,  of  the  several  theories  of 
Collision,  Projectiles,  Hotation,  &c.  &c  Here 
may  they  not  only  "  strengthen  their  faculties 
intellectual,  and  consolidate  the  frame  corporeal," 
but  also  learn  the  value  of  their  intellectual  tm- 


■'  Harlt,"  said  the  roan  with  one  tale,  whenercr 
he  entered  fresh  campany,  "  did  you  not  hear  a 
gun  go  aS?  No  !  why  that's  extraordinary — well, 
talking  of  a  gun,  I'll  tell  you  a  story  of  a  gun,"  &c. 
Like  this  genius  I  exclaim,  "  Did  I  not  speak  of 
Chesterton  ?"  No  !  but  I  think  I  did  :  well,  never 
mind ;  the  word  recalls  to  my  memory  the 
many  pleasant  hours  I  there  spent  about  tbe 
period  of  which  I   ara  now  writing.     Billiuds, 
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indeed,  engroBsed  rather  too  many  of  my  precious 
houn,  and  induced  somewhat  of  an  inkling  tor 
what  Tennis,  like  Chess,  affords  no  excitement — 
a  habit  of  hotting.  But  this  ticklish  and  danger- 
ous propensity  I  had  always  strength  of  mind 
sufficient  to  suhdue  within  reasonable  limits. 
The  chief  attractions  of  Chesterton,  to  my  mind, 
were  its  rusticities.  Those  who  reside  during  the 
long  vacation,  may  pass  away  a  summer's  evening 
here  as  delectably  as  may  be  desired,  cither  under 
the  shady  howers  of  the  bowling-greens,  perusing 
some  tavourite  author,  or  revelling  luxuriously  on 
the  sweets  of  the  village.  The  only  disagreeable 
here  to  be  met  with  is  the  length  of  the  bill,  which, 
to  be  sure,  is  the  great  eye-sore  in  all  places  of 
entertainment.  Mr.  Wonfor  gave,  and  doubtless 
docs  still  give,  tick  when  required  ^that  is,  nine 
times  in  ten) ;  but  then  his  apparition  was  soon  to 
be  found  with  the  loud  single  rap  at  your  door, 
with  "  I  hope  it's  convenient,  Sir,  for  you  to  settle 
my  small  account,  Sir  ;"  and  again,  if  your  reply 
was,  "  Never  more  inconvenient,  Mr.  Wonfor," 
his  rejoinder  was  sure  to  be,  "  I  beg  pardon.  Sir, 
but  am  rather  deef.  Sir."  Those  after-claps,  the 
"small  accounts,"  I  say,  were,  as  tbey  are,  not 
only  at    Universities,  but    throughout  the  world, 
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the  qualifiers  of  our  enjoyments— the  thorns  in 
the  roses.  These  (;xcur5ioiis  to  Chestenoa,  in 
I'act,  whicli  daily  became  more  ficqueot,  as  well  as 
others  to  more  distant  villages,  situated  ou  the 
margin  of  the  Cam,  tt^thet  with  other  sources 
of  incoQsideralc  expense,  did,  at  thia  juncture,  so 
much  increase  the  number  of  pecuoiory  apph- 
catious  at  my  door,  that,  with  a  trio  of  graduates, 
who  had  been  participRtors  in  these  sports,  and 
as  deeply  involved  as  myself  in  the  conse(|ueuciS 
of  extravagance,  I  now  bethought  me  of  the  means 
of  solvency,  at  whatever  sacrifice  of  Aiture  pros- 
pects or  property  it  might  be  accomplished.  In 
pursuance  of  this  scheme,  we  suffered  our  studio 
materially  to  be  interrupted,  laying  our  heads 
together  to  devise  a.  joint  supply  for  pecuniary 
deficiencies.  Wc  presently  noticed  in  the  Cam- 
bridge Chronicle  an  advertisement,  inviting  gen- 
tlemen of  the  University  to  apply  to  a  Mr.  S. 
(residing  close  to  Whitfield's  TaboTiacle,  in  Tot- 
tenham-court-road) for  loans  on  securities  of  all 
sorts,  on  conditions  apparently  the  most  liberal 
and  confidential.  A  correspondence  fbithwith 
ensued  between  myself  and  this  money-scrivmer, 
which  soon  apiienred  to  my  coadjutors  to  be  coining 
fast  to  the  consummation  devoutly   wished,   and 
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uhiuh,  at  length,  afler  the  lapse  of  a  month  or  bo, 
so  fat  advanced,  that  I  was  Gummoned  to  London, 
the  more  speedily  lo  bring  things  to  a  termina- 
tion. Trnnsportcd  with  the  idea  of  being  imme- 
diately supplied  wi(h  the  needful,  I  was  des- 
patched, well  appointed  by  iny  associates,  to  n^o- 
ciate  personally  with  the  high  contracting  parties. 
Arriving  and  settling  myself  snugly  in  a  comfort- 
able hotel,  I  presently  waited  upon  the  adver- 
tiser, who,  with  much  ceremonious  politeness, 
regretted  delays — the  absence  of  his  clients  from 
town — but  appointed  the  day  after  to-morrow  for 
another  interview.  This  day  the  gentleman  had 
been  ten  miles  out  of  town  to  see  the  actual  lenderi 
his  client,  and  was  lo  &ee  him  again  throe  days 
hence  ;  so  that  by  that  day  se'nnight  he  entertiuned 
not  the  smallest  doubt  of  hiving  something  deci- 
sive to  communicate,  and  should  then  call  at  my 
hotel.  Certes,  be  performed  that  part  of  the  pro- 
mise, the  call  i  but  as  to  the  iofurmation  be  su im- 
plied, there  was  nothing  substantial  or  circum- 
Ettintial  relating  to  the  loan.  More  time  was  still 
requidile  to  bring  parties  together  to  inspect  legal 
iiistrumcnts,toa£certain  the  validity  of  the  tendered 
securities  and  other  matters;  but  positively  nil 
matters  would  be  finally  ndjufited  in  the  course  of 
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a  fev  days,  and,  in  short,  I  might  as  well,  (o  expe- 
dite the  business  the  more  efiectually,  advise  my 
friends  in  Cambridge  tbrthnilh  to  come  up,  ia 
order  to  be  ready  for  signatures.  This  mandate 
they  eagerly  obeyed;  and  in  the  full  faith  ofuxm 
having  wherewithal  to  pay  ihc  piper,  gave  way  to 
tavemings  and  other  carousals  which,  in  the  course 
of  about  fourteen  weeks,  brought  us  all  to  a  non- 
plus. Having  drained  nil  immediate  resources  of  the 
"  ready,"  and  mine  host  beginning  greatly  todnwl 
in  speech,  and  to  lengthen  his  physiognomy,  we  at 
length  made  a  desperate  sally  to  the  supposed 
procrastinator's  dwelling,  in  order  to  demand  ex- 
planation, when  all  that  this  pettifogging  limb  of 
the  law  had  to  say  for  himself  was,  that  he  had 
used  his  best  endeavours  amongst  his  connections 
to  raise  the  said  money,  but,  after  all,  was  con- 
strained to  admit,  with  the  most  humiliating 
protestations  of  regret,  that  he  had  not  been  so 
fortuaate  as  to  find  a  client  for  his  purpose.  A 
lesson  this  to  money  borrowers. 

Deeply  disappointed  and  chagrined  at  so  unex- 
pected a  result,  and  nothing  loth  to  shun,  by 
absence,  the  consequences  forthwith  10  be  appre- 
hended iiom  it,  all  contrived  to  depart  in  peace — 
pne  to  Cambridge,  another  to  \Valcs,  and  bo  od, 
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all  but  myself,  who  abided  the  brunt  of  the  busi- 
ness, and  for  my  pains  soon  became  personally 
acqiiainted,  for  the  first  time,  with  John  Doe  and 
Richaid  Roe.  These  gentlemen,  descended  from 
a  most  ancient  family,  and  who  can  boast  not  only 
of  an  unlimited  pedigree,  but  of  the  most  irresisti- 
ble influence  in  all  parts  of  the  empire,  proved  so 
graciously  condescending  one  morning,  as  both  of 
them  to  wait  upon  me  in  the  most  ^miliar  manner 
you  can  conceive,  and,  noUm  coleni,  insisted  upon 
introducing  me  to  the  august  presence  of  a  Prin- 
cess of  the  Blood,  at  the  Castle  and  Stronghold  in 
King's  Street,  Soho,  the  tennporary  residence  of 
her  Royal  Highness,  Olave  of  Cumberland.  The 
laid  in  waiting,  an  Israelite,  received  me  with 
the  cuatomary  honours,  and,  with  infinite  urbanity, 
ushered  me  first  into  a  posterior  saloon,  already 
occupied  by  a  dozen,  or  thereabouts,  of  humbler 
denisens,  and  thence,  after  certain  preliminaries 
were  gone  into,  and  all  the  formalities  of"  Hope  I 
don't  intrude,"  and  so  forth,  into  the  first-floor— 
into  the  very  presence  of  this  disputed  piece  of 
royalty.  ^Vhateve^  may  be  the  merits  of  the 
claims  of  that  lady  to  illustrious  birlh,  during 
our  transitory  conference,  she  appeared  to  pos- 
ts a    consideiablc  portion   of   that    ease    and 
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natural  politenass  (if  I  may  go  say')  which  I 
ever  distinguished  the  reigning  family. 
BO  bias  either  to  or  from  the  lady  in  quesiion,  1 
insensibly  quitted  her  society  for  that  of  my  own, 
and  presently  found  myself  ti!(e-a-tite  with  my- 
self, in  an  adjoining  suite  of  apartments,  oud  at  full 
leisure  to  reflect  on  what,  for  the  first  time  in  my 
life,  I  had  just  lost,  the  blessings  of  liberty.  Com- 
fortable and  commodious  as  was  my  cage,  yet 
could  I  not  for  some  days  divest  myself  of  the 
horrors  which  I  believe  universally  seiae  upon 
those  who,  for  the  first  time  in  liie,  suffer  per- 
gonal restraint.  My  cage  was  a  golden  one,  it 
least  gold  was  a  necessary  article  vrithin  it,  as  the 
daily  cost  thereof  was  just  a  semi-sovereign  :  hut 
yet  for  some  time  all  my  attempts  at  merriment 
proved  unavailing.  iSo  far  from  a  song,  I  could 
not  even  accomplish  a  chirping  in  my  confine- 
meut ;  and  yet  I  was  not  a  solitary  bird,  for  sn 
abundance  of  poor  devils  there  were,  dispersed 
either  singly  or  in  groups,  throughout  the  domi- 
cile, who  were  as  socially  disposed  as  could  be 
desired.  To  reconcile  me  to  a  longer  stay  with 
the  worthy,  the  G«nius  loci,  Janitor,  or  by  vbat- 
cver  name  the  gentleman  must  hv  distinguished, 
used  to  case  himself  during  the  diurnal  visits  be 
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made  mc  for  tlie  "  expenses,"  of  sundry  anecdottt 
relating  to  his  calling,  of  which  the  most  xppalliiig 
and  laist  calculated  to  allay  my  disturbed  imagi- 
nation, was  that  of  a  brother  Cantab,  and  a  pillar 
of  the  church,  who  that  day  fortnight,  and  in  the 
identical  spot  assigned  tor  my  hopctul  slumbers, 
had  reduced  to  experiment  the  Soph'a  silly  argu- 
ment against  Falcy  and  Suicide,  by  shaving  him- 
self with  the  edge  of  the  razor  too  little  aslant  the 
jugular  to  need  any  repetition  of  the  opera- 
tion. The  greatest  of  all  the  evils  attending  this 
incarceration,  I  found  to  be  the  immediate  deser- 
tion of  some  of  my  most  valued  friends,  which,  by 
the  way,  is  a  complaint  as  old  as  the  day  when 
friends  were  first  invented  ;  one  excusing  himself 
from  bail,  because  of  an  oath  imposed  upon  him  by 
his  wile,  and  another  shrinking  from  the  same 
bscBUse  he  had  reasons  best  known  to  himself,  and 
which  he  need  not  explain.  To  these  two  only, 
besides  a  brace  of  "  Trinity-men,''  who  not  being 
housekeepers,  were  inadmissible,  did  1  apply  for 
the  means  of  extiicalion.  Taking  these  as  sam- 
ples of  the  rest  of  the  species,  I  sought  no  more  to 
be  ccavinced  of  the  woithlcssness  of  Gricdda  in 
adversity;  but  plunging  into  thedepths  of  despond- 
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"  Lock-up"  (call  a  apaile  a  spade  we  will),  which 
occasionally  I  descended  to  enter,  were  chancten 
of  various  sorts  and  denominations.  Up  sod 
down  the  center  of  the  rcwm  stalked  a  bulky 
King's  cheese-monger,  muttering  tohiinself,  in  deep 
soliloquy,  although  in  accents  audible  to  the  whole 
company,  "  A  most  unlucky  thing  for  him  to  be 
out  of  town  at  this  very  moment,  when  bail  is  so 
necessary  to  me  :  the  rascals  will  make  away  with 
my  property,  instead  of  executing  my  orders, 
supposing  me  far  out  of  sight.  Oh  agony,  agony  ! 
Then  there's  the  duke's  supply  !  I  shall  lose  his 
custom.  Here  !  a  sheet  of  paper  !  let  me  write  else- 
where :  have  you  a  porter .'"  The  janitors,  who 
seemed  to  know  this  man  of  business,  evinced  more 
sympathy  for  him  in  the  supposed  delinquencies  of 
his  shopmen,  than  might  be  expected  from  their 
occupation.  One  looks  not  for  the  lendemess 
of  a  lamb  from  a  butcher,  nor  for  scarcely  a 
quantum  sulf,  of  humanity  &om  the  doctors,  but 
yet  you  sometimes  hit  upon  laudable  excrptions 
in  these  tribes,  as  also  in  those  of  slave-drivers, 
gaolers,  and  janitors.  An  instance  I  had  before 
me;  but  whether  the  sympathy  was  felt  for  the 
man  or  his  Mammon,  may  admit  of  some  dispu- 
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At  a  table  on  one  side  of  the  apartment  i 
veteran  in  theso  wars,  relating. 


"  O'er  ajornm  of  nappy. 
Quite  pleuant  nnd  happy," 


the  numerous  skirmishes  and  □nslaugfits  he  had 
indulged  in  with  the  "  shoulder- fanciers"  (as  he 
termed  them)  during  his  mjferhigs,  but  declared 
himscir  resolved  to  hazard  another  and  another 
campaign.  Thrice  had  he  entered  the  Gaiette, 
but  never  with  promotioD,  and  thrice  the  pOK 
fligate  threatened  to  re- appear  there.  A  wag 
hercuiKin  remarked,  that  being  a  tailor,  he  ahoiiM 
gazette  it  three-times -three,  and  thus  reduce  him- 
self to  his  own  proper  JroctioD  of  a  man. 

Another  unfortunate  was  a  spruce  linen-drapcr, 
accompanied  by  his  faithful  pretty  little  sponil^ 
and  a  tidy  fac-simile  in  roiniDture  of  bimidf' 
This  worthy  had  evidently  carried  off  bank,  till, 
and  every  thing  pecuniary  from  his  premises,  m  hia 
pockets  were  bulging,  like  Grimaldi's,  with  bank- 
notes and  sovereigns ;  and,  whilst  be  remained, 
having  fortunately  provided  himself  witli  a  more 
trusty  household  than  the  cheesemonger,  hii  riches 
diuly  increased.  He  manccuvered  so  skilfully  the 
duns  who  liad  entrapped  him,  that  in  a  day  or  two 
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a  whole  posse  waited  on  him,  gruuted  him  initant 
liberty,  and  a  fetter  of  licence  for  three  years, 

A  fourth  there  was,  a  sprightly,  geotlcman-Iikc 
young  fellow,  of  five-and-twenty,  dressed  in  the 
first  style  of  fashion,  bespangled  with  the  appen- 
dages of  watches,  rings  and  brooches,  sparkling 
with  most  dazzling  brilliance,  and  scented  with  all 
the  perfumes  of  Arabia:  a  corresponding  iwell 
of  gait  and  demeanor  bespoke  him  the  very 
quintessence  of  Bond-atrcct.  Yet  this  same  fine, 
or  rather  superfine,  gentleman  heeded  not  the 
homeliness  of  his  associates  in  general,  nor  even 
the  squalidity  of  some  few  of  them,  hut  made 
himself  perfectly  free  and  easy  with  the  meanest, 
playing  at  cribbage  nith  one,  at  dominos  with 
another,  swilling  "  heavy  wet"  with  a  third,  and 
making  himself  quite  agreeable  to  all.  Addressing 
the  author  of  these  pages,  his  discourse  assumed 
a  loftier  tone,  and  with  much  vivacity  and  intel- 
ligence he  recounted  his  travels  and  numerous 
adventures — going  the  "  grand  tour"  over  again  for 
the  general  entertainment,  and  ending  his  relation 
with  "  scenes  at  college,"  On  hearing  the  word 
^  collrgt  pronounced,  I  immediately  fancied  a  famv> 
I      tiurity  uith  his  phiz  at  Cambridge ;  but  be  smiled 
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audience,  on  hetiring  me  Ueclare  that  I  knew  OA 
that  the  King's  Bencli  was  thus  desigDatet).  Ib 
the  short  space  of  Four  years,  he  had  wasted  his 
patrimony  ;  and  although,  to  get  out  (Vom  amoDgst 
ua,  he  gave  up  property  to  s  very  considerable 
amount,  yet  it  was  pretty  evident  that  he  was  but 
retarding,  for  a  short  season,  a  fate  almost  as  forloin 
as  that  of  the  prodigal  son. 

Many  other  characters  here  seen  might  be  de^ 
scribed,  but  that  is  not  the  object  of  the  work. 
Some  were  so  deplorably  situated  as  to  be  utterly 
destitute,  and  no  sooner  did  they  arrive,  than  they 
were  instantly  despatched  to  prison,  there  to  be 
despoiled  of  their  coats  and  other  spareables,  tor 
the  customary  entrance-penny,  or  gate-lees.  Some 
of  these  miserables  we  gave  a  start  to  by  subscrip- 
1 ;  of  whom,  the  liardeat  case  was  that  of  a 
■  poor  forlorn  tailor,  who  had  left  his  native  land  of 
Yorkshire,  to  speculate  for  jobs  in  London.  After 
a  few  weeks  spent  vainly  in  the  pursuit,  his  land- 
lord sent  him  to  "  coop"  without  a  penny  in  his 
pocket,  or  sufiicient  cloth  whereon  to  hang  a 
pocket.  This  being  clearly  a  malicious  persecu- 
tion, we  subscribed  the  sum  of  twenty-siii  shillings 
and  sixpence  for  the  poor  dejected  creature,  and 
had  the   satisfaction  of  receiving  a  letter  in  two 
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Jays  after  [lis  departure  for  prison,  couched  in  the 
most  glowing  terms  of  gratitude  for  having  enabled 
him  to  commence  "  a  roaring  trade  within  the 
walls,  which  he  had  so  long  sought  for  in  vaia 
without."  This  *'  knight  of  the  thimble"  was 
indeed  a  sufferer,  though  not  according  to  To;" 
Shufflcton''s  acceptation  of  the  term.  Besides 
these  several  characters,  who  actually  present  them- 
selves to  those  frequenting  the  hold-fasts  of  tlw 
metropolis,  at  each  and  every  one  of  them  you 
hear  from  mine  host,  if  you  can  afford  to  unboltle 
him,  the  history  of  all  the  poor  devils  that  they 
and  the  whole  crnf^  have  kidnapped  since  these 
conveniences  or  half-way  houses  first  were  estab- 
lished. The  little  Israeliie  aforesaid  recounted 
to  me,  over  the  tell-tale  ambrosial,  very  numcroua 
anecdotes  of  illustrious  persons  who  had  fallen 
into  their  snares— of  some  great  ones  who  were 
never  apparently  more  happy  than  when  thus 
constrained  t^  settle  the  just  demands  of  their 
clamorous  assailants,  being  bent  upon  practising 
the  *'  regularly  irregular,"  who  might  not  with 
safety  be  particularised — of  others,  such  as  poof 
Sheridan  and  Morland,  who  were  so  desperately 
profuse  in  expenditure,  as  scarcely  for  a  week  m  a 

ar  to  take  up  with  any  other  residenc*.     But 
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leaving  it  to  others  to  enlarge  upon  these  t 
or  refernDg  to  "  Tommy  Moore,"  and 
biographers  of  those  whose  means  were  so  dispro- 
portionet)  to  their  minds,  I  must  posithefy  quk 
the  subject,  remarking,  merely  as  a^nale,  that  in 
this  place  as  an  asylum  did  I  remain,  making  no 
freshrequests  toj'n'euds  for  bail  or  pecuniaries,  until 
from  my  pen  I  worked  out  my  own  delifcranee, 
and  without  fear  and  trembling. 

The  scenes  exhibited  in  this  abode  of  mirth  and 
misery — of  mjrlh  wild  and  unnatural,  and  of 
misery  approaching  to  the  must  forlorn  wretched- 
ness—suggested ample  scope  for  reflection,  both 
for  my  own  advantage,  and  possibly  for  that  of  my 
fellow -creatures.  The  consequences  of  thought- 
lessness, of  imprudence,  indeed  of  improvidence 
and  extravagance  in  all  their  shades  and  varieties, 
were  here  too  palpably  depicted  to  escape  observa* 
rion,  and  failed  not  to  impress  my  mind  with 
many  salutary  determinations.  At  the  same  time, 
however,  reflecting  on  the  prefcrableness  of  my 
own  siiuatron,  in  comparison  with  that  of  those  1 
had  still  left  in  durance,  ^hose  only  escape  was 
from  the  "  frying-pan  into  the  fire,"  from  thence 
to  a  stronger-hold,  I  now,  for  the  first  time,  felt  in 
lull  force  the  high  advantages  of  meet 
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tion.  Alma-MaftT  was  now,  indeed,  a  mother  to 
me.  With  heartfelt  gratitude  tor  her  maternal 
care  and  instruction  did  I  now  avail  myself  of 
the  resources  she  had  thereby  enriched  me  with. 
These  ebullitions,  however,  presently  burst,  on  a 
review  of  the  consequences  that  must  ensue  from  the 
disappointments  I  had  endured,  and  the  detention 
ascribable  to  them.  On  entering  upon  a  calm  con- 
sideration, I  had  soon  to  regret,  that  whilst  thus 
incarcerated,  and  deprived  of  loco-motion,  the 
mass  of  mankind  had  not  been  stationary  ;  that,  in 
fact,  the  Fellowship- Examination  at  Trinity  had 
passed  over,  and  thence  annihilated  all  hopes  of 
that  honourable  independency,  towards  which  all 
my  labours  had  been  directed,  from  my  very  novi- 
ciate.    Having  never  failed  at  other  examinations, 

hod  but  reasonably  entertained  sanguine  cxpec* 
tations  of  success  ut  this  one,  and  was  ambitious 
enough  to  believe  it  was  by  no  meant  unattainable. 
These  thoughts  flashed  across  my  mind  certainly, 
and  somewhat  disturbed  my  habitual  repose ;  bnt 
the  philosophy  of  experience  had  fortified  roy  mind 
ivith  power  to  repel  them,  and  I  soon  resumed  mjr 
usual  tranquillity. 

Banishing  all  thoughts  of  returning  to  Cam- 
bridge as  a  constant   residence,  with  perfect  com- 
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posure  I  Bwn  found  myself  quietly  fixed  »miA 
the  fausdiog  hum  of  that  "  human  hive,"  ibat 
"  epitome  of  human  nature,"  "  that  world  in 
little, "  that — what  shall  I  say  f  London.  De- 
spatching a  letter  each  to  my  tutor,  gyp,  bed- 
maker,  and  laundress,  wiih  directions  as  to  the  dis- 
posal of  my  furniture,  wardrobe,  crockery,  anJ 
linen  (the  last  three  sorts  of  chatties  are  perqui- 
sites to  the  domestics  who  have  presided  over 
them),  I  bade  adieu  to  that  land  of  scientific  and 
literary  tore,  which  long  liad  been  dearer  to  me 
even  than  the  land  of  my  forefathers. 

It  bad,  from  the  first,  bcun  intended,  that  I 
should  prepare  for  the  church,  by  my  fiiends  and 
relatives  at  least ;  but  although  such  were  my 
own  intentions  at  one  time,  yet  the  farther  I 
advanced  in  the  usual  course  of  education  for  that 
profession,  themoreaverse  did  I  feel  from  embark- 
ing in  the  [>erilaus  undertaking.  Perilous  to  my 
own  soul  always  appeared  the  charge  and  care  of 
others'.  Nevertheless  I  saw  numbers,  as  Hlile 
fitted  for  the  sacred  trust  as  myself,  fearlessly  and 
eagerly  rush  into  the  dread  responsibilities,  and  aa 
fearlessly  disregard  the  Hock  consigned  to  tiieii 
care,  taking  thought  of  the  fleece,  and  of  that  only. 
This  indifference  of  others,  however,  only  aervcd. 
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to  awaken  my  own  apprehensions,  and  to  increase 
my  reluctance  to  convert  into  a  business  whereon 
to  subsist,  tbe  arduous  and  alt-important  duties  of 
that  good  and  faithful  shepherd,  who  must  "  carry 
the  lombs  of  his  flock  in  his  bosorn,  and  gently 
lead  those  that  are  with  young" — who  must  devote 
his  time,  talents,  and  all  sublunary  gifts  to  the 
salvation  of  his  brethren.  Such  were  ever  my 
sentiments  as  to  entering  the  church;  but  as  I 
never  could  divest  myself  of  the  frailties  of  (he 
Qesh,  so  as  (o  be  sure  of  so  sacrificing  worldly 
gralifiCBtions,  I  have  never  ventured  to  assume  the 
garb  of  holiness. 

Not  availing  myself,  therefore,  of  my  degree 
as  a  passport  to  the  church,  nor  at  all  relishing 
the  quirks,  quibbles,  and  downright  rascalities  of 
the  bar,  to  which  it  is  also  a  necessary  preliminary, 
I  betook  me,  at  this  crisis  or  era  of  my  life,  to  the 
profession  which  had  already  obtruded  itself  upon 
me.  I  commenced  author.  Engagements  with 
the  publishers  from  the  first  one,  which  I  had 
some  difficulty  of  procuring,  had  greatly  multi- 
plied upon  me,  and  I  had  at  this  period,  m  fact, 
to  conduct  a  Greek  work,  another  in  Latin,  and 
two  in  the  Mathematics  ;  those  latter  being  of  an 
original  cast,  and  calcuUied  to  promote  the  studies 
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of  that  place  to  which  I  still  bore  the  strongeii 
attaclimsnt.  Dooksellcrs,  publishers,  printen, 
reporters,  mag- mongers,  authors,  re%-iewer5,  and 
all  the  other  liibcs  of  the  illuminati  and  their 
purveyors,  were  uow  nay  familiar  intimates,  and 
■ome  sworn  brothers.  With  reporters,  playen, 
and  editors  of  periodicals,  did  I  wind  up  the  night 
at  one  or  other  of  the  "  Finishes."  Here  were 
firecly  disclosed  the  secrets  of  their  respective 
callings,  which,  were  I  to  divulge,  it  would  be  a 
breach  of  faith  not  even  to  be  tolerated  by  the 
curious  reader.  Every  crall  have  their  subtleties, 
which  is  the  reason,  perhaps,  why  they  so  combine 
to  keep  the  market  with  the  public  on  their  own 
terms  and  conditions.  But  it  is  not  for  me  to 
promulgate  them.  What,  for  instance,  would 
become  of  the  "  genus  irritabilc  criticoruui,''  were 
their  articles  analyzed  and  "  weighed  in  the 
balance"  ?  Cettea,  they  nouM  lack  weight,  and 
greatly  "  be  found  wanting."  The  whole  fraternity 
would  "  kick  the  beam"  to  a  certainty — probably 
"  kick  the  bucket."  But  having  hazarded  so  far 
with  my  natural  enemies,  I  must  maintain  my 
ground  by  a  few  knock-down  arguments,  the 
potential  blows  glancing  from  their  own  weapons. 
Al  the  aforesaid  Finish,  amongst  many  others  of 
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the  like  tendency,  the  ftdlowing  coUoquy  I  per- 
fectly recollect: — 

JB.  Did  you  ever  hear  so  good  a  Joke  as  that  of 
ElHston's  the  other  day  ? 

F.  What  might  il  be,  pray  you  ? 

B.  You  must  have  seen  it  in  the  papers. 
There  appeared  in  "  The  Times,"  some  while 
ago,  A  most  clever  critique  upon  his  perfortnance 
in  the  character  of  Hover,  cutting  him  up  root 
and  branch,  proving  him  the  most  arrant  buffoon 
and  coxcomb  that  ever  strutted  the  stage,  and  all 
that,  you  knon,  I  recollect  the  thing  very  well 
indeed  :  it  made  some  noise,  being  considered  a 
spirited,  wctl-writien  criticism,  and  evincing  much 
acquaintance  with  the  stage,  and  theatrical  tactics 
in  general.  The  applause  it  met  with  attracted 
immediately  the  notice  of  Elliston,  who  com- 
menced legal  proceedings  against  the  parties. 

F.  Well,  what  was  the  result  ? 

B.  The  result  is  simply  and  briefly,  that 
Elliston  proved  an  alibi  on  the  night  in  question, 
having  never  quitted  Stratford  Place,  for  most 
aibstanliul  reasoiu,  and  his  part  was  taken  by 
another.  Of  course  the  paper  and  critic  were 
thrown. 

F.  That's  abundantly  excellent,  though.     It 
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your  strictures  with  silent  contempt,  are  the  only 
ones  to  cope  with  you. 

B.  You  are  right  there  a  little.  As  in  other 
contests,  so  in  literary  warfare,  the  party  who 
have  least  temper,  are  generally  norsted,  unless, 
indeed,  the  wrathTul  side  can  plant  his  great  guns 
■o  as  to  demolish  the  adversary  at  a  single  dis- 
charge of  his  artillery.  When  Valpy  was  so 
furiously  attacked  by  BlomGeld,  and  in  my  opinion 
BO  unduly,  his  best  defence  of  the  Thesaunis  was, 
not  immediately  and  without  preparation  tomeet  his 
assailant,  in  the  person  of  the  doughty  champion 
who  espoused  the  combat,  but  rather  like  a  skilful 
general,  to  concentrate  hia  forces  with  the  same 
deliberation  employed  by  an  enemy,  or  to  show,  by 
indiHcrence,  that  the  blow  had  glanced  innocuously 
athwart  htm.  Blomficid  got  possession  of  the 
field  from  the  secrecy  and  diligence  with  which  he 
planned  and  executed  the  attack,  and  the  only 
way  to  dispossess  him  of  the  vantage,  was  by 
having  recourse  to  the  like  manccuvrcs. 

F.  Blomfield  certainty  had  the  field  to  himself 
there,  so  well  had  he  reconnoitred  the  strcogth 
and  position  of  the  enemy,  and  plied  the  ahafU 
of  misrepresentation,  ridicule,  and  sarcasm,  with 
such  stunning  and  overwhelming  force,  as  would 
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into  a  pleasant  slumber  in  the  box  adjoining  t« 
them.  But  notwithstanding  the  drowsiness,  which 
tven  these  exposures  could  not  arrest,  I  occasion-  ' 
ally,  during  a  lucid  interval,  learnt  the  seveiol 
tricks  of  getting  your  own  reviews  inserted  (a 
pncltce  quite  facile  in  these  days);  of  two  certain 
rival  Reviews  always  tating  opposite  sides  of  the 
question,  ihus  making  the  poor  author  the  boneof con- 
tention, &c  too  numerous  to  be  here  particularized. 
The  above  relation  will  doubtless  be  unsavory 
to  the  whole  tribe  of  prof'tsstd  critics,  and  the 
more  so  because  of  the  facts  related  being  so  near 
akin  to  truth  and  reality.  But  I  fear  not  their 
displeasure;  for  if  Alma  Mater  be  truly  drawn, 
she  will  be  recognized  by  thousands  who  are  not 
critics,  but  themselves  judges  of  the  resemblance. 
If  the  sketch  I  have  laboured  at,  be  a  mere  daub, 
having  no  traces  of  her  features,  it  will  be  pro- 
nounced as  such  by  these  same  judges,  and  I  shall 
have  lost  my  labour.  But  really,  after  all  that  I 
have  said,  I  have  no  animosity  towards  these  re- 
viewers. The  Reviews  are  a  sort  of  literary 
luxury,  and,  like  all  other  luxuries,  abound  with 
humbug,  being,  like  Peter  Pindar's  raiors,  made 
for  sale  only — for  the  express  purpose  of  easbg 
luxurious  gentlemen  and  ladies  of  a  little  of  the 
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lotnc  cases,  be  it  understood)  for  a  work  i 
same  subject. 

Thus  was  I  fairly  launched  into  the  book-world, 
into  the  society  of  the  literati,  "  gentlemen  of  the 
press,"  &c.  and  into  as  much  occupation  as  the 
best  of  them.  Into  their  clubs  and  coteries, 
however,  I  never  took  the  pains  to  initiate,  except 
as  a  silent  spectalor.  Although  I  was  offered  a 
card  of  introduction  to  John  Murray's  literary 
converaaiionet,  and  another  to  Sowring's,  I  did  not 
avail  myself  thereof,  being  ever  but  little  inclined 
to  figure  personally  in  the  contests  there  exhibited. 
But  by  frequenting  occasionally  the  usnal  publie 
haunts  of  the  learned  and  intellectual  portion  of 
the  metropolis,  I  gathered  much  valuable  know- 
ledge of  men  and  motives,  which  have  stood  me 
somewhat  toadvant^ge, as  well  with  regard  to  olher 
matters  as  to  the  reviewing  system. 

This  pleasant,  and  not  unprolttable,  course  of 
life,  I  indulged  in  for  a  few  months  after  my 
unfortunate  loss  of  the  Fellowship.  But  now,  the 
Commencement  being  at  hand,  I  again,  for  the  last 
time  np  to  the  present  moment,  revisited  the 
"  Land  of  Learning,"  with  the  view  of  bcmg 
made  a  fi-echoUIcr  thereof — for  the  purpose  of 
being   made  an    M.A,    or    a    voter  for    M.PP. 
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myscir.  But  although  I  have  thus,  in  a  manner, 
deserted  my  Alma,  the  reader  of  these  pages  will 
percei™  I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  benefits  I  have 
derived  from  her.  I  have  pointed  out  the  course 
to  be  pursued  by  others,  although  I  have  somewhat 
deviated  therefrom  myself.  I  have  totd  them 
how  to  get  the  numerous  honours  and  emoluments 
of  the  University,  and  if  they  do  not  so  do,  it  will 
BOW  be  their  own  fault,  or  the  fault  of  theii  own 
understandings.  I  have  condescended  most  un- 
commonly to  give  them  a  history  of  my  own 
oversights,  that  they  themselves  may  not  commit 
them.  I  have  given  a  full  and  perfect  portraiture 
of  that  high  and  important  personage — Alma 
Matkb. 

Having  thus,  my  good  reader,  for  your  exproa 
benefit,  just  emptied  my  buJget,  I  shall  now  draw 
on  to  a  finish.  To  render  the  information  I  bave 
bestowed  upon  you  the  more  striking  and  impres- 
sive, I  have  spared  neither  friends  nor  foes,  not 
even  my  own  proper  self.  My  Iriends,  however, 
on  the  whole,  have  been  handsomely  enough 
treated  ;  and  those  thnt  have  at  times  done  me 
evil,  are  here  ser%'ed  up  only  so  fur  as  to  fill  up 
the  picture.  I  have  used  them  most  wisely  and 
philosophically,  making  good  spring  out  of  evil. 
The  galled  jades  will  wince,  and  probably  give  me 
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a  slap  in  the  Reviews.  Indeed  E  *nv.aIrcaJ;  pro- 
mised thnt  benefit  from  one  of  them.*  But  tbeae 
things  nill  give  me  no  coDceftitnenu  Frovided 
the  horneU  buzz  about  me  so  as  to  exdte  the  nn- 
piejudiced  curiosity  of  the  public.  I  (ear  not  thw 
ttings.  For  the  public  have  I  laboured,  and  fron 
that  tribunal  claim  patronage  and  protection. 

With  regard  to  my  brethren  at  the  University, 
I  expect  little  snimosity  from  them ;  bat,  on 
the  contrary,  anticipate  a  "continuance  of  their 
fcors."  The  scenes  herein  described  will  in- 
anity be  recognized  by  some  liundreds  of  them, 
id  I  think  I  may  add,  with  some  approbation. 
Itutshould  I,  even  in  this,  reckon  without  my  hotl, 
I  shall  nothing  despair.  The  Hogs,  they  may 
squeali,  and  the  Bull-dogs  may  bark  ;  the  Jesuits 
plot.  Kings  whip  their  beagles.  Queens  preach 
tlieir  BermouD,  and  tlie  Clares  sport  their  spoons, 
in  wrath  or  approval,  all  will  be  one  to  me.  But 
with  some  confidence  I  await  their  fiJl  approba- 
tion ;  and  from  that  worthiest  of  men,  and  best  «C 
tutors — that  faithful  guardian  of  our  younger  «b 
— once  more  do  I  hope  to  hear  "  Very  good.".  J 
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
